•  The  Shops  Bill. — At  the  annual  Conference  of  the  Associa- 
tion of  Trade  Protection  Societies  of  the  United  Kingdom, 
held  on  May  10  at  the  Hotel  Cecil,  London,  under  the  chair- 
manship of  Mr.  George  M.  Chamberlin,  D.L.,  J. P.,  Norwich, 
the  President,  the  Government  Shops  Bill  gave  rise  to  a 
lengthy  discussion,  which  was  summed  up  by  a  speech  from 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  M.P.,  which  so _  influenced  the  gathering 
that  they  abandoned  one  resolution  they  had  adopted  in 
favour  of  one  he  suggested,  and  considerably  modified  others.

Trade  and  Market  Matters. 

The  present  condition  of  the  Marseilles  olive-oil  market  is 
referred  to  in  detail  111  a  special  letter  from  our  Marseilles 
correspondent  (p.  59). 

The  principal  market  alterations  include  a  decline  in  Eng- 
lish refined  camphor,  cod-liver  oil,  Cochin  ginger,  and  quick- 
silver (second-hands).  Copper  sulphate,  ergot,  buchu,  Eng- 
lish lavender  oil  are  higher,  and  tartaric  acid  is  firmer 
(p.  59).  ~  rr 

National  Insurance  Scheme. 


The  Government  Bill  to  provide  for  sickness  and  unemploy- 
ment of  workers  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  was  introduced 
into  the  House  of  Commons  by  Mr.  Lloyd  George  on  May  4 
(p.  40). 

It  provides  for  payment  by  males  of  Ail.  weekly  and  by 
females  of  3(/.  weekly,  employers  adding  5d.  and  the  State 
2d.  per  person. 

In  return,  medical  attendance  will  be  given  in  sickness, 
with  10s.  per  week  for  males  and  7s.  bd.  for  females,  diminish- 
ing to  5s.  after  thirteen  weeks'  sickness. 

Mr.  Lloyd  George  made  a  point  of  the  supply  of  medicines 
not  being  undertaken  by  medical  practitioners,  except  in 
rare  circumstances.  The  chemist  should  dispense,  he  said 
(p.  41). 

There  is  nothing  in  the  Bill  about  chemists,  but  we  show 
that  only  pharmaceutical  chemists  may  dispense  in  Ireland, 
and  that  in  Great  Britain  the  dispensing  will  in  practice  be 
confined  to  registered  chemists  (p.  50). 

The  diversion  of  medical  treatment  of  fifteen  million  people 
from  the  present  manner  to  lines  laid  down  by  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment will  affect  the  drug-trade  seriously.  We  indicate  several 
directions  in  which  positive  injury  will  result  (p.  49).  Xrayser 
also  has  something  to  say  on  this  aspect  of  the  subject 
(p.  47). 

The  Fifeshire  Pharmaceutical  Association  is  the  first  to 
sound  a  note  of  warning  to  chemists  in  Scotland,  who,  it  is 
considered,  are  bound  to  lose  by  the  Bill,  whatever  the  gain 
may  be  to  English  chemists  (p.  45).  Croydon  chemists  want 
the  chemist's  position  defined  (p.  44).  A  talk  between  Mr. 
Lloyd  George  and  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  is  illustrated  on  p.  41.

Brevities. 

This  month's  issue  of  the  "  Perfumery  and  Essential 
Oil  Record"  is  to  be  a  Coronation  Number,  and  will  be 
printed  in  colours. 

The  Huddersfield  Town  Council  have  appointed  Mr.  J. 
Broadbent,  Ph.C,  as  instructor  in  pharmacy  and  materia 
medica  at  the  Technical  College  in  succession  to  Mr,  A. 
Akam. 

The  library  of  the  late  Mr.  J.  A.  Clark,  chemist  and 
druggist,  at  one  time  in  business  at  48  The  Broadway, 
London  Fields,  was  disposed  of  by  auction  at  Sotheby's, 
London,  on  Tuesday,  May  9.  Works  on  natural  history 
and  allied  subjects,  first  editions  of  Dickens,  Thackeray, 
interesting  topographical  works  relating  to  Hackney,  and 
a  collection  of  autograph  letters  were  included. 

Liver  of  sulphur  may  be  in  good  demand  now,  as  the 
Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  announce  that  American 
gooseberry  mildew  was  discovered  in  two  Cambridge 
gardens  on  Monday.  Gooseberry  growers  are  advised 
accordingly  to  examine  their  bushes  carefully,  and  should 
any  sign  of  the  disease  be  found  to  spray  the  bushes  with 
a  solution  of  liver  of  sulphur  in  the  proportion  of  1  Lb. 
to  32  gals,  of  water. 

At  the  Wigan  Shopping  Week  Window-dressing  Competi- 
tion, which  closed  on  May  9,  four  firms  of  chemists  com- 
peted in  the  section  for  "  Things  to  Use  " — viz.,  Wilson  & 
Co.,  5  Darlington  Street;  Winstanley  &  Fairhurst,  9  Market 
Street ;  Mr.  O.  Hunter,  44  Market  Place ;  and  J.  Phillips 
&  Son,  48  Wallgate.  The  judging  was  by  popular  vote, 
and  both  first  and  second  awards  were  given  to  J.  Phillips 
&  Son,  who  exhibited  two  windows.  Mr.  T.  H.  Winstanley, 
chemist  and  druggist,  acted  as  sectional  secretary.

C.  E.  Cassal  in  the  chair,  when  a  General  Council,  consist- 
ing of  the  following  gentlemen,  was  elected  :  Colonel  Charles 
E.  Cassal,  F.I.C.,  Noel  C.  Cassal,  A.R.C.S.,  B.Sc..  J. 
Kear  Colwell,  F.I.C.,  W.  J.  Dibdin,  F.I.C.,  R.  Aglio 
Dibdin,  A.  J.  Dreydel,  B.  Henry  Gerrans,  F.I.C..  C.  A. 
Klein,  H.  J.  Poolev.  J.  H.  Powell,  C.  Wintlrrope  Somer- 
ville,  and  J.  Harold  Totton,  B.A.,  B.Sc.,  F.I.C.  The 
direct  purpose  of  the  Association  of  Chemical  Technologists 
is  stated  to  be  to  effect  a  radical  change  in  the  very  unsatis- 
factory state  of  affairs  which  exists  in  connection  with  the 
application  of  chemistry  to  the  arts  and  manufacturing 
industries  in  Great  Britain,  and  which  is  operating  so 
disastrously  for  the  commercal  prosperity  of  this  country. 
Among  the  Association's  objects  is  the  extension  of  the 
study  .and  practice  of  applied  chemistry  "so  as  to  enable 
this  country  to  compete  industrially  on  equal  terms  with 
the  most  favoured  and  commercially  progressive  countries 
abroad  "  and  to  broaden  the  field  of  employment  of  applied 
chemists  in  Great  Britain. 

The  Holborn  Beception. 

The  new  departure  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  was  appreciated  by  a  goodly  gathering  of 
ladies  and  their  pharmaceutical  blood  relations  in  the 
Throne  Room  at  the  Holborn  Restaurant,  London,  on 
Wednesday  evening,  May  10.

(Oldham),  W.  N.  L.  Woods  (Liverpool),  J.  Simpson,  W, 
Clapham,  S.  Lewis,  A.  0.  Balshaw  (Manchester),  A. 
Whalley  (Sale),  J.  Morrey  (Newton  Heath),  F.  G.  Tom- 
linson  (Heywood),  C.  Hassall  and  0.  Hassall  (Farnworth), 
were  also  present.

Analysts'  Affairs. 

No  drug-sample  taken  in  the  City  of  London  during  1910 
was  adulterated. 

At  Walsall  one  sample  of  camphorated  oil  was  taken 
during  the  past  quarter  and  found  to  be  genuine. 

The  Lambeth  analyst  reported  last  quarter  on  two 
samples  of  olive  oil,  both  of  which  were  genuine. 

The  347  samples  examined  by  the  Bristol  analyst  last 
quarter  included  eleven  drug-samples,  all  of  which  were 
returned  as  genuine. 

Mr.  Walter  Collingwood  Williams,  B.Sc,  of  Liverpool, 
has  been  appointed,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  county  analyst  by  the  Lancashire 
County  Council,  at  a  salary  of  1,0007.  per  annum  (C.  <Ss  D., 
May  6,  index  folio  651). 

The  following  drug-samples  were  taken  last  quarter  in 
the  East  Riding  of  Yorkshire  :  Mercury  ointment  6,  cam- 
phorated oil  5,  grey  powder  3,  paregoric  2.  Two  of  mer- 
cury-ointment samples  were  deficient  in  mercury  (29.5  and 
41.1  per  cent.).  The  vendors  were  fined  10s.,  and  3.s.  costs, 
in  each  case.  Both  the  samples  of  paregoric  were  adul- 
terated, the  first  being  96  per  cent,  deficient  in  opium, 
while  the  other  was  devoid  of  opium  and  also  33  per  cent, 
deficient  in  alcohol.  The  former  vendor  was  fined  21.,  and 
13s.  6d  costs,  and  the  latter  10.-'.  6d.,  and  16s.  6d.  costs. 
The  remaining  samples  were  genuine. 

The  Monmouthshire  analyst,  in  his  quarterly  report  just 
issued,  states  that  the  175  samples  analysed  included  three 
of  cream  of  tartar  and  ground  ginger,  two  of  camphorated 
oil,  and  one  each  of  ground  cinnamon,  ground  mace,  com- 
pound liquorice-powder,  Friar's  balsam,  and  carbonate  of 
soda.  The  last-named  consisted  of  bicarbonate,  an(d, 
technically,  ,an  offence  was  committed  by  the  substitution, 
but  he  hardly  considered  it  of  a  serious  nature.  The  spices 
were  for  the  most  part  of  exceptional  quality  and  purity. 


A  sample  of  egg-powder  contained  12.37  per  cent,  of 
plaster  of  Paris. 

The  quarterly  report  of  the  Camberwell  analyst  states 
that  fourteen  samples  o'-  sweet  spirit  of  nitre,  three  pre- 
scriptions, three  samples  of  camphorated  oil,  and  one  of 
ammoniated  tincture  of  quinine  were  examined.  Two  of 
the  samples  of  sweet  spirit  of  nitre  were  reported  as  de- 
ficient in  ethyl  nitrite  to  the  extent  of  22  and  40  per  cent. 
r<  spectively.  The  summons  in  the  first  case  was  dismissed 
on  a  warranty  being  proved,  but  the  other  vendor  was 
fined  1/.,  with  17.  18s.  6d.  costs.  The  ammoniated  tincture 
of  quinine  sample  was  made  with  45  per  cent,  instead  of 
60  per  cent,  alcohol.  The.  vendor  was  cautioned.  One  of 
the  samples  of  camphorated  oil  was  found  to  be  40  per 
cent,  deficient  in  camphor.  In  this  case  the  owner  of  the 
shop  died,  and  the  summons  against  the  actual  server  was 
withdrawn. 

From  Various  Courts. 

At  the  Westminster  Coroner's  Court  on  May  8.  alter  an 
inquiry  into  the  death  of  Karl  Hcinrich  W.  Wenge  (43), 
described  as  a  German  chemist,  of  East  Finchley,  the 
jury  found  that  death  was  due  to  heart-disease  accelerated 
by  arrest  by  the  police.  Deceased  was  arrested  on  an 
extradition  warrant,  and  allegations  of  neglect  were  made 
against  the  police,  and  eleven  of  the  jurymen  were  of  this 
opinion,  but  the  Coroner  could  not  accept  their  rider  as  it 
was  not  unanimous. 

At  the  inquiry  held  at  Northampton  on  May  8  into  the 
death  of  Arthur  Noel  Oldham  (30),  chemist's  assistant, 
whose  body  was  recovered  from  the  river  Ouse  at  Havers- 
ham  on  May  7,  Mr.  Harold  P.  Oldham,  chemist.  Tow- 
cester,  said  he  knew  of  no  trouble  connected  with  his 
brother.  Medical  evidence  stated  that  death  was  due  to 
drowning  and  th?  body  had  been  in  the  water  a  fortnight, 
and  there  was  no  evidence  to  show  whether  the  deceased 
met  his  death  by  accident  or  design.  A  verdict  of 
"  Found  drowned  "  was  returned. 

At  the  South-West  London  Police  Court  on  May  4,  Henry 
James  Cook  (31),  described  as  a  foreman,  was  committed 
for  trial  on  a  charge  of  misappropriating  the  money  of  a 
workmen's  holiday  fund.  The  accused  had  been  for  some 
years  in  the  service  of  Messrs.  May  &  Baker,  Ltd.,  manu- 
facturing chemists,  Garden  Wharf,  Battersea,  and  was 
chosen  joint-secretary  to  a  holiday  fund,  the  employes  of 
the  firm  contributing  a  small  weekly  sum,  with  power  to 
draw  out  at  a  week's  notice  money  for  holiday  purposes. 
Defendant's  books  showed  a  balance  in  hand  of  267.  12s.  Id., 
but  of  this  sum  only  17.  3s.  6r7.  was  credited  to  the  fund  in 
the  Post  Office  Savings  Bank  book. 

At  the  Manchester  Assizes  on  May  9,  before  Mr.  Justice 
Eldon  Bankes  and  a  special  jury,  Mr.  H.  Williamson,  phar- 
macist, and  Mr.  F.  W.  Norris,  Congleton,  brought  an  action 
against  Mr.  Robert  Head,  proprietor  and  editor  of  the 
"  Congleton  Chronicle,"  to  receiver  damages  for  libel  con- 
tained in  his  newspaper  on  December  17,  1910.  The  libel 
consisted  of  the  report  of  a  speech  which  contained  a 
charge  of  gross  unfairness  against  the  plaintiffs  in  canvass- 
ing during  the  election  in  the  Macclesfield  Division,  and 
involved  a  grave  imputation  upon  the  character  of  both 
plaintiffs.  Mr.  Tobin,  K.C.,  who  appeared  for  the  defen- 
dant, said  his  client  recognised  that  there  was  no  ground 
whatever  for  imputation  upon  the  plaintiffs,  and  that  it 
ought  not  to  have  been  printed.  He  made  a  full  apology, 
whereupon  the  record  was  withdrawn.

Notice  is  given  in  the  "  Dublin  Gazette  "  that  the  name 
of  the  Ulster  Chemists,  Ltd.,  will  at  the  end  of  three 
months  be  struck  off  the  register  of  Joint  Stock  Companies 
and  the  company  dissolved  unless  cause  to  the  contrary  can 
be  shown. 

The  hearing  of  the  action  brought  by  Wm.  J.  Nelson,  a 
Belfast  baker,  against  John  A.  Bingham,  Ph.C,  to  recover 
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damages  for  personal  injuries  suffered  through  having 
swallowed  a  poison  alleged  to  have  been  negligently  sup- 
plied to  him  by  the  defendant  has  been  further  adjourned 
until  the  next  sessions  of  the  County  Court  in  Belfast. 

In  the  Belfast  Recorder's  Court  last  week  the  case  of 
Hanna  v.  Elliott  was  heard  under  the  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation Act.  Mr.  Elliott  carries  on  business  at  Shaftes- 
bury Square,  Belfast,  and  applicant  fell  from  a  ladder 
while  washing  the  sign  outside  Mr.  Elliott's  shop.  The 
Judge  decided  that  applicant  had  not  been  incapacitated  by 
the  accident. 

Shops  Bill. 

A  joint  conference  between  the  committees  of  the 
Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society  of  Ireland  and  the  Ulster 
Drug  Trade  Association  was  held  at  the  offices  of  the 
former,  11  Waring  Street,  Belfast,  on  May  4.  for  the  pur- 
pose of  considering  the  Shops  Bill  in  relation  to  the  trade. 
Mr.  W.  J.  Hardy  presided.  A  long  discussion  took  place 
on  a  motion  by  Mr.  S.  Suffern,  seconded  by  Mr.  Allen 
(Lisburn),  in  favour  of  shorter  hours  all  round  and  no  half- 
holiday,  on  the  lines  suggested  by  Mr.  Glyn- Jones.  Mr. 
Mi  Knight  moved  an  amendment  in  favour  of  a  half- 
holiday  and  leaving  the  hours  as  they  are  at  present.  Mr. 
S.  Kibson,  J. P.,  seconded  the  amendment,  but  the  amend- 
ment was  defeated,  and  the  motion  was  carried.

■  hnrge  of  having  stolen  fifty  packets  of  cigarettes  from  an 
automatic  machine  at  the  railway  station,  by  using  tin 
discs  the  size  of  a  penny.  He  was  fined  20s.,  with  the 
alternative  of  ten  days'  imprisonment. 


At  a  meeting  of  Dundee  Parish  Council  held  on  May  3  the 
question  of  the  drug-contracts  came  up  for  discussion.  It 
was  stated  that  there  were  only  two  offers — one  by  a  local 
firm  and  the  other  by  an  Edinburgh  house — and  the  differ- 
ence in  price  (21.

By  17  votes  to  10  the  Dundee  offer  was 
accepted. 

Closing  Order  for  Dundee  Chemists'  Shops. 

The  Town  Council  intimate  that  they  have  made  a  closing 
order  in  compliance  with  the  Shop  Hours'  Act,  1904,  and 
have  submitted  it  to  the  Secretary  for  Scotland  for  con- 
firmation. If  any  person  desires  to  object  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Order,  he  must  submit  a  written  statement  to  the 
Secretary  for  Scotland,  Whitehall,  London,  before  June  10, 
1911. 

Aberdeen  and  the  North. 

The  Shops  Bill  is  being  anticipated  in  Aberdeen.  Last 
year  closing  at  5  p.m.  on  Wednesday  was  tried  by  a  store 
chemist.  This  year  from  May  to  September  another 
chemist  is  to  close  on  Wednesdays  from  2  to  7  p.m. 

Mr.  Lloyd  George's  Insurance  Bill  is  creating  a  good 
deal  of  interest  in  the  trade  and  more  detail  is  anxiously 
awaited.  The  reference  in  his  speech  to  the  distinct 
separation  of  the  provinces  of  the  medical  man  and  the 
chemist  is  heartily  approved  by  both  classes. 

We  reported  last  week  that  the  Northern  Co-operative 
Co..  Ltd.,  had  acquired  premises  for  a  new  branch  at 
Torry.    This  is  confirmed  by  the  manager,  who  writes  : 

"  The  drug  department  of  the  company  has  acquired  a 
lease  of  the  premises  69  Victoria  Road," Torry,  and  will  opsn 
a  branch  at  that  address  in  a  few  weeks.  To  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  their  fine  drug  branches  the  company  have 
now  a  very  efficient  warehouse  where  they  purchase,  manu- 
facture, and  distribute  their  goods.  The  dispensing  of  pre- 
^riptions  has  greatly  increased,  fifteen  thousand  prescrip- 
tions having  been  dispensed  during  the  six  months  September 
]3x0  to  February  1911.  As  was  stated  by  the  Chairman  ct  the 
company's  general  meeting  on  Wednesday,  May  3,  the  drug 
department  had  produced  a  profit  of  21  per  cent,  after  paying 
all  expenses  daring  the  same  six  months."

FRENCH  NEWS. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 

The  Control  of  Mineral  Waters. — The  Council  of  the 
General  Association  of  French  Pharmacists  has  passed  a 
resolution  suggesting  that  when  the  new  regulations  for 
the  sale  of  mineral  waters  are  issued  by  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture,  the  names  of  those  which  ought  only  to  be 
sold  in  pharmacies  shall  be  clearly  scheduled. 

Daily  Press  Advertisements. — Pharmaceutical  adver- 
tising is  a  conspicuous  feature  of  the  "  fourth  page  "  of  the 
Parisian  dailies,  but,  as  a  rule.  French  advertising  ideas 
are  not  of  a  sufficiently  original  nature  to  call  for  any 
special  comment.  The  "snowball"  system  by  which  each 
satisfied  client  brings  so  many  new  inquirers  is  hinted  at  in 
the  "  Dosurine  "  advertisement,  which  offers  three  models 
of  cases,  one  containing  apparatus  for  estimating  sugar, 
another  for  detecting  albumen,  and  a  third  containing  what 
is  necessary  for  both  operations.  The  use  of  a  short  and 
striking  phrase  "You  will  .sleep  and  eat  better."  etc., 
in  conspicuous  lettering  is  also  occasionally  noticeable.

Natal. 

Poisonous  Cattle  Dips. — In  the  Supreme  Court  Divi- 
sion of  Natal  on  April  11,  the  Crown  reviewed  the  case 
against  Steel,  Murray  &  Co.,  general  merchants,  Maritz- 
burg,  wherein  they  were  found  not  guilty  by  a  lower  Court 
on  a  charge  of  selling  arsenite  of  soda  for  cattle  dipping 
without  a  special  poison  licence.  The  Magistrate  had  based 
his  decision  on  the  fact  that  the  commodity  was  a  general 
article  of  commerce  (see  C.  &  D.,  April  1,  index  folio  461). 
Judge-President  Dove  Wilson,  in  the  course  of  his  judg- 
ment, reversing  the  decision  of  the  Magistrate,  said  the 
preparation  in  question  was  practically  all  arsenic,  and  was 
certainly  poison  within  the  meaning  of  the  Poisons  Act. 
He  realised  this  decision  would  have  far-reaching  effects, 
but  nevertheless  he  felt  it  would  have  a  tendency  for  good. 
He  had  experience  of  the  great  dangers  accompanying  the 
sale  of  poison  for  farming  purposes  in  bulk,  and  expressed 
the  hope  that  the  Legislature  would  cause  such  poisons  to 
be  mixed  with  indigo  or  some  distinguishing  dye,  so  that 
the  presence  of  poison  could  be  at  once  apparent. 

The  Court  agreed,  and  the  Magistrate's  decision  was  set 
aside. 

Transvaal. 

Pharmaceutical  Society. — A  meeting  of  the  Society 
was  held  at  the  Grand  National  Hotel  on  Tuesday,  April  11, 
Mr.  Macdonald  (President)  being  in  the  chair.  The  re- 
vised retail  price-list  was  submitted,  and  after  other 
alterations  was  unanimously  approved  of.  The 
-special  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  matter 
of  benefit  societies  submitted  their  report,  which  sug- 
gested that  the  Society  as  a  body  should  refuse  to  con- 
tract for  certain  so-called  benefit  societies,  while  the  com- 
mittee thought  that  minimum  dispensing  rates  might  be 
fixed  which  merited  recognition.  The  chief  difficulty 
which  had  to  be  dealt  with  was  where  the  line  should  be 
drawn.  A  list  of  benefit  societies  which  the  committee 
thought  should  not  be  catered  for  was  presented  and 
elicited  considerable  discussion.  It  was  ultimately  agreed 
that  the  whole  matter  be  referred  for  further  consideration 
by  the  committee. 


LEGAL  REPORTS. 


TRADE  LAW. 

A  Barred  Account — In  the  case  of  Oliver  v.  Wratten, 
heard  by  Judge  Parry  at  Maidstone  on  May  5,  the  plaintiff 
(Mr.  F.  J.  Oliver,  chemist  and  druggist,  Maidstone)  sued 
for  1/.  lis.,  due  for  goods  supplied.  The  defence  was  that 
th©  goods  were  supplied  in  the  interval  between  the  sale  of 
his  business  in  1908  and  his  re-purchase  of  it  in  September 
1909.    His  Honour  sustained  tiie  defence. 

Sale  of  Vaseline.- At  the  Merthyr  Police  Court  on 
May  9,  D.  C.  &  W.  B.  Harris,  grocers,  were  summoned  under 
the  Medicine-stamp  Act,  1812,  for  exposing  for  sale  at  their 
High  Street  shop,  Dowlais,  vaseline  without  a  licence,  and 
also  for  not  having  the  pots  properly  labelled.  Mr.  R.  J. 
Beattie,  from  the  solicitors'  department  of  Customs  and 
Excise,  appeared  in  support  of  the  summonses.  Mr.  F.  P. 
Charles,  who  defended,  made  an  explanation  showing  that  it 
was  a  case  of  mere  inadvertence,  and  as  a  result  his  clients 
were  ordered  to  defray  the  costs  of  the  action. 

Wood-oil  Dispute.— Before  a  Divisional  Court  of  the 
King's  Bench  Division  on  Thursday  May  4,  consisting  of 
Mr.  Justice  Bray  and  Mr.  Justice  Coleridge;  the  case  was 
heard  of  Geo.  Hadfield  v.  Frank  Greig  &  Co.,  which  was  a 
motion  by  Mr.  Hadfield  to  set  aside  an  arbitrator's  award 
as  to  a  dispute  concerning  the  quality  of  some  wood  oil. 
It  appeared  from  the  statement  made  by  Mr.  Powell,  K.C. 
(for  the  appellant),  that  Frank  Greig  &  Co.  sold  to  Mr. 
Hadfield  two  barrels  of  wood  oil,  and  it  was  alleged  by  the 
purchaser  that  the  oil  was  not  Hankow  wood  oil  as  specified, 
but  Japanese  oil.  The  dispute  went  to  two  arbitrators, 
one  nominated  by  each  side,  and  they  made  an  award  to 
the  effect  that  the  sellers  should  make  an  allowance  of  1/. 
per  ton  on  the  oil  used  and  take  back  the  balance,  substi- 
tuting for  it.  an  equal  quantity  of  China  wood  oil  shipped 
from  Hankow.  Mr.  Colam,  for  the  respondents,  held  that 
the  award  could  not  be  upset,  because  there  had  been  no 
misconduct  by  the  arbitrators.  Their  Lordships,  however, 
allowed  the  appeal,  with  costs. 

Agents  and  Sub-agents.— In  the  City  of  London  Court 
on  May  8,  A.  Boake  Roberts  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  manufacturing 
chemists.  Carpenter  Road,  Stratford,  sued  M.  Chosidow  & 
Co.,  4  Lloyd's  Avenue,  E.C.,  for  24/.  18s.  10(Z.,  being  moneys 
collected  from  two  Russian  customers  named  Scheliehowski 
and  Genin.  Mr.  Gibbons  said  that  the  defendants  acted  as 
the  plaintiffs'  agents  in  Russia  for  the  sale  of  their  goods,  and 
in  that  way  they  received  money  from  two  customers.  They 
had  not  handed  it  over.  Under  the  first  agreement  which  was 
made  the  defendants  had  to  guarantee  25  per  cent,  of  the 
accounts  of  the  customers  in  Russia.  Matters  were  not  satis- 
factory, and  ultimately  the  agency  ended  in  March  1910.  At 
that  time  100/.  was  paid  by  the  plaintiffs  to  the  defendants, 
and  that  was  to  include  all  commission  due  to  the  defendants 
up  _to_  that  date,  but  there  were  other  amounts  which  the 
plaintiffs  said  the  defendants  had  collected  and  which  were 
now  sued  for.  Defendants  had  paid  18/.  8s.  6(7.  into  Court. 
Defendants'  solicitor  said  there  was  no  more  due  to  the  plain- 
tiffs, who  had  paid  the  100/.  in  discharge  of  all  commission 
due,  and  the  defendants  were  released  from  all  liability  in 
respect,  of  the  business.  Judge  Lumley  Smith  thought  that 
the  plaintiffs  were  right.  Defendants  had  made  their  arrange- 
ments with  sub-agents,  who  were  said  to  have  received  the 
money  now  sued  for.  If  the  sub-agents  had  deducted  any- 
thing for  commission  it  must  come  out  of  the  defendants' 
commission.  Judgment  for  the  plaintiffs  for  1/.  15s.  bd. 
beyond  the  18/.  8s.  6c7.  paid  into  Court,  and  costs. 


High  Court  Cases. 

Unless  when  otherwise  stated  these  cases  have  been  heard  in  the 
High  Court  of  Justice,  London. 

Vidal  Dye. 

In  the  Chancery  Division  this  week,  Mr.  Justice  Parker 
continued  the  hearing  of  the  action  brought  by  the  Vidal 
Dyes  Syndicate.  Ltd.,  against  Levinstein,  Ltd.,  Blackley, 
Manchester,  and  Read  Holliday  &  Sons,  Ltd..  Hudders- 
field,  in  respect  to  an  alleged  infringement  of  plaintiffs' 
patent  for  "Vidal  Black." 

Mr.  James  Swinburn,  Professor  A.  J.  Green  (Leeds), 
Dr.  Silberrard,  and  Professor  Morgan  gave  expert  evidence 
for  the  defence  and  trade  witnesses  were  also  called.  The 
case  is  proceeding. 

Valentine's  Meat-juice. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  May  5,  Mr.  Justice  Eve 
heard  a  motion  brought  by  Valentine's  Meat  Juice  Co. 
against  C.  J.   Hewlett  &  Son.    Mr.  Sebastian  said  that 
there  was  no  question  about  the  nam?  this  time.    It  was  a 
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question  of  the  plaintiffs'  peculiarly  shaped  bottles  and 
labels  being  copied  by  the  defendants.  It  had  been  agreed 
to  make  an  end  of  the  matter.  The  defendants  consented 
to  the  motion  being  turned  into  the  trial  of  the  action, 
to  an  injunction  being  granted  in  agreed  terms,  and  to  an 
order  for  delivery  up  and  destruction  of  the  infringing 
bottles  and  labels. 

Mr.  Justice  Eve  :  If  the  bottles  are  so  like  yours,  Mr. 
Sebastian,  why  don't  you  take  them  over  instead  of  having 
them  destroyed?  (Laughte?.\) 

Mr.  Sebastian  said  he  thought  they  had  already  been 
destroyed. 

Mr.  Aldridge  appeared  for  the  defendants,  and  con- 
sented to  the  order,  and  his  Lordship  mado  it  accordingly. 

Atkinson's  Perfumery. 

In  the  Chancery  Division  on  Saturday.  May  6,  Mr.  Jus- 
tice Warrington  heard  a  motion  for  judgment  in  the  action 
of  J.  &  E.  Atkinson  c.  Atkinson.  Mr.  Sebastian,  for 
the  plaintiffs,  said  the  action  was  brought  by  Messrs.  J. 
&  E.  Atkinson,  Ltd.,  Old  Bond  Street,  London,  W..  and 
Bermondeey"  'S.E.,  to  restrain  the  defendant,  Herbert 
Washington  Atkinson,  from  using  the  name  Atkinson  in  a 
manner  which  they  considered  deceptive.  The  motion  was 
made  by  consent  of  the  defendant.  He  went  to  the  plain- 
tiffs and  said  he  was  prepared  to  give  an  undertaking 
which  the  plaintiffs  thought  was  all  they  could  expect. 
The  minutes  of  judgment  agreed  upon  covered  the  under- 
taking, and  were  as  follows  : 

The  defendant  undertaking  that  in  carrying  on  any  busi- 
ness in  perfumery  or  toilet  preparations  or  requisites  he 
will  not  make  any  use  of  the  name  Atkinson  as  or  as  part 
of  a  trading  style  in  labels,  circulars,  and  advertisements  or 
otherwise,  except  in  the  form  of  Herbert  W.  Atkinson,  of 
Edgbaston,  the  word  Edgba.ston  to  be  equally  legible  with 
the  name. 

The  defendant  also  agreed  to  pay  40s.  damages  and  the 
costs  of  the.  action.  Counsel  for  the  defendant  assented 
to  the  motion,  and  his  Lordship  gave  judgment  in  terms 
of  the  minutes  agreed. 

Mr.  A.  L.  Pointing's  Will. 
Mr.  Justice  Bargrave  Deane  and  a  special  jury  com- 
menced the  hearing  on  May  4  of  an  action  of  the  case 
-of  Piatt  -c.  Pitts  and  another,  which  concerned  the 
testamentary  dispositions  of  the  late  Mr.  Arthur  Lewis 
Pointing,  who  died  last  year,  and  formerly  carried  on  busi- 
ness in  Regent  Street,  London,  and  who  left  considerable 
estate. 

Mr.  Thomas  Alfred  Piatt,  advertising  agent,  was  the 
plaintiff.  As  executor  he  propounded  a  will  of  the 
deceased  dated  December  29,  1905.  The  only  one  of  the 
defendants  who  had  put  in  a  defence  was  Mr.  Thomas 
Dixon,  who  alleged  that  the  will  was  not  duly  executed, 
as  the  testator  was  not  at  the  time  of  sound  testamentary 
capacity.  Mr.  Dixon  set  up  a  will  of  May  31,  1901,  which 
the  plaintiff  said  was  revoked  by  the  document  of  1905. 

Mr.  Duke,  K.C..  who  opened  the  plaintiff's  case,  stated 
that  for  the  last  four  years  of  his  life  the  testator  was  under 
-medical  care  and  restraint,  as  he  suffered  from  general 
paralysis  of  the  insane.  In  October  1905  Mr.  Pointing 
was  taken  ill  in  the  street,  but  after  a  few  days  he  returned 
to  business,  which  was  that  of  the  Century  Bath  Cabinet 
Co.  Mr.  Pointing  was  clever  at  selling  articles  by  means  of 
advertisements,  and  he  sold  various  specifies.  One  was  "  to 
prevent  inordinate  blushing,"'  while  he  had  a  specific  to 
prevent  people  from  getting  too  fat  and  another  to  prevent 
a  person  from  getting  too  lean. 

Evidence  was  called  as  to  Mr.  Pointing's  mental  condi- 
tion. _  Mr.  Piatt  stated  that  he  played  golf  with  Mr. 
Pointing  at  Bournemouth  in  November  1905.  They  had 
a  game  together,  the  deceased  being  handicapped  16.  Mr. 
Pointing  played  his  usual  game,  which  the  witness  thought 
was  an  indication  of  good  health. 

His  Lordship:  How  was  his  language?  (Laughter.) 

The  Witness  :  Oh,  quit?  all  right!    (Renewed  laughter.) 

The  commencement  of  Mr.  Pointing's  mental  trouble,  the 
Witness  added,  was  on  July  26,  1905,  when  he  was  taken  ill 
fit  Brighton.  Afterwards  he  was  removed  to  Peckham 
House. 

When  the  hearing  of  the  case  was  resumed  on  May  5  the 
parties  came  to  terms. 


Dentists  Act. 

Fine  for  "  Dentist  "  on  a  Postcard. 
At  Fleetwood  Sessions  on  May  4,  R.  P!  Walmsley,. 
artificial  teeth  manufacturer,  Poulton,  was  summoned  for 
practising  as  a  dentist  without  being  qualified.  Informa 
tion  was  laid  by  Dr.  W.  H.  Buckley.  Defendant,  it  was- 
said,  carries  on  a  lucrative  business  at  Poulton,  principally 
among  maidservants.  A  girl  named  Larkin  was  taken  tc 
his  place,  and  he  extracted  five  teeth  on  the  first  occasion 
and  twenty-one  on  the  second.  He  told  the  girl  he  would 
make  an  upper  set  of  artificial  teeth  for  15s.,  and  a  lower 
set  for  a  little  more.  Shortly  afterwards  he  professed  he 
could  not  make  the  teeth  for  the  money,  and  said  it  would 
cost  Al.  The  teeth  were  delivered,  but  were  alleged  to  be 
absolutely  worthless.  The  girl  said  she  received  a  postcard, 
signed  "  Percy  Walmsley,  dentist,"  asking  her  to  call  at 
defendant's  .surgery.  It  was  admitted  that  the  card  was- 
improperly  worded.  For  the  defence  Mr.  Kean  (solicitor) 
stated  that  his  client  had  served  an  apprenticeship  in 
dentistry  and  had  been  engaged  for  ten  years  in  teeth 
extraction,  until  last  year,  when  he  had  a  serious  accident, 
which  incapacitated  him.  In  the  rush  of  business  of  supply- 
ing new  teeth  at  Easter,  he,  in  a  hasty  moment,  added 
the  unfortunate  word  "dentist."  The  magistrates  imposed) 
a  fine  of  40s.  and  costs. 

Pharmacy  Act  (IreEamd),  1875. 

Illegal  Compounding. 

At  the  Dungannon,  Co.  Tyrone,  Petty  Sessions  on  Mon- 
day, May  8,  before  Messrs.  J.  Gray,  R.M.,  Robt.  Newton, 
Alex.  Bell,  Thos.  J.  Aitken,  J.  M.  Doyle,  M.  McRory  and! 
Jas.  Richardson,  two  summonses  at  the  suit  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ireland  against  Mr.  John  Reid,  regis- 
tered druggist,  of  67  Scotch  Street,  Dungannon,  were  heard. 
In  one  he  was  charged  with  having  on  January  12,  1911, 
at  his  shop  in  Scotch  Street,  kept  open  shop  for  dispensing, 
medical  prescriptions  contrary  to  the  Pharmacy  Act  (Ire- 
land), 1875,  Section  30,  defendant  not  being  a  person  pro- 
perly qualified  according  to  law.  In  the  second  summons 
he  was  also  charged  with  keeping  open  shop  for  compound- 
ing medical  prescriptions.  Mr.  Meeke,  solicitor  (of  Messrs. 
A.  and  .7.  Robinson),  appeared  for  the  Pharmaceutical' 
Society,  and  Mr.  Meglaughton,  solicitor,  for  the  defendant. 

From  the  evidence  it  appeared  that  the  prescription  re- 
ferred to  was  initialed  by  Dr.  McCreery,  Belfast.  Tha 
defendant  pleaded  guilty  to  the  offence  mentioned  in  the- 
first  summons,  and  a  fine  of  51.  was  imposed,  but  without 
costs.

Paregoric. 

At  Grimsby  on  May  8,  Joseph  Medley,  grocer,  was- 
fined  a  guinea,  including  costs,  for  selling  paregoric  which 
was  not  B.P.

At  Grimsby  on  May  8,  Emma  Baxter,  grocer,  Grimsby  r 
was  summoned  for  selling  sweet  spirit  of  nitre  which  was 
deficient  in  ethyl  nitrite.

Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act. 
Colonel  Chaloner  and  Mr.  Wiles  have  given  notice  of 
their  intention  to  move  the  rejection  of  the  Fertilisers  and 
Feeding  Stuffs  Act  (1906)  Amendment  Bill. 

The  Budget. 

The  Prime  Minister  announced  in  the  House  of 
Commons  on  Monday,  May  8,  that  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer's  financial  statement,  which  had  been  fixed  for 
Monday  next,  would  be  deferred  until  the  following  day, 
May  16.  This  is  to  allow  the  third  reading  of  the  Parlia- 
ment Bill  to  be  taken  on  Monday. 

New  Bills. 

Sir  D.  Brynmor  Jones  introduced  on  May  10  a  Bill  to 
extend  the  provisions  of  the  Medical  Acts  to  the  Univer- 
sity of  Wales  and  graduates  in  medicine  and  surgery 
thereof.  Mr.  Black  introduced  a  Bill  to  repeal  the  Vac- 
cination Acts.    Both  were  read  a  first  time. 

Anglo-Chinese  Opium  Treaty. 
In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Tuesday  the  Under  Secre- 
tary for  India,  in  reply  to  a  question  by  Mr.  Theodore 
Taylor,  M.P.,  confirmed  the  announcement  that  an  Anglo- 
Chinese  Opium  Treaty  had  been  signed  at  Peking,  aiming 
at  the  diminution  of  the  Indo-Chinese  opium  traffic. 
He  added  that  the  new  agreement  would  permit  China  to 
exclude  Indian  opium  as  soon  as  she  could  show  that  her 
own  production  was  stopped.  A  revenue  of  three  millions 
would  entirely  disappear,  but  it  would  be  premature  to 
say  how  that  would  be  met. 

[The  text  of  the  agreement  was  published  on  May  9. 
The  chief  point  is  that  opium-culture  in  China  and  the  6ale 
of  Indian  opium  to  China  shall  cease  within  seven  years 
from  now.] 

The  Shops  Bill. 

Mr.  W.  C.  Bridgeman,  M.P.,  asked  the  Home  Secretary 
in  the  House  of  Commons  on  Wednesday  whether  persons 
wholly  or  partly  employed  in  the  distribution  of  goods  out- 
side the  premises  are  included  in  the  defirition  of  shop 
assistants  in  the  Shops  Bill. 

Mr.  Churchill  replied  that  persons  wholly  employed  in 
the  distribution — by  which  he  understood  the  hon.  member 
to  mean  the  delivery  of — goods  outside  shop  premises 
would  not  come  within  the  definition  of  shop  assis- 
tants under  the  Bill.  Persons  partly  so  employed  would 
come  within  the  definition  if  the  main  part  of  their  em- 
ployment was  in  the  shop  in  connection  with  the  serving 
of  customers,  receipt  of  orders,  and  despatch  of  goods, 
but  not  otherwise. 

Hydrogen  for  Admiralty  Balloons. 

Lord  Charles  Beresford,  M.P.,  asked  the  First  Lord  of 
the  Admiralty,  in  the  House  of  Commons  on  Monday, 
May  8,  whether  hydrogen  for  filling  Admiralty  balloons 
being  supplied  by  a  foreign  firm  on  the  Continent,  and  if 
so,  would  he  explain  the  reason. — Mr.  McKenna  replied 
that  hydrogen  is  being  supplied  at  present  by  the  builders 
of  the  airship,  and  no  restriction  had  been  placed  on  the 
source  of  supply.  He  was  informed  that  it  is  in  fact 
being  supplied  partly  from  Holland  and  partly  from 
home.  The  subject  of  future  supplies  is  receiving  con- 
sideration. 

In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Thursday,  May  11,  the 
First  Lord  of  the  Admiralty  was  invited  to  explain  why 
no  restriction  was  imposed  as  to  the  origin  of  the  hydro- 
gen contracted  for  the  Navy  by  Messrs.  Vickers  &  Co., 
while  the  Department  knew  that  a  Wolverhampton  firm 
was  prepared  to  supply  all  their  requirements  with 
British-made  hydrogen ;  and  whether  the  hydrogen  sup- 
plied from  abroad  for  the  Navy  was  contained  in  cylin- 
ders that  did  not  comply  with  British  regulations,  and 
that,  as  a.  consequence,  these  foreign  supplies  had  to  be 
conveyed  by  road  in  motor  vans,  as  the  railways  refused 
to  carry  them. 
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State  Insurance  against  Sickness. 

The  Government  scheme  for  insurance  against  sickness 
and  unemployment  was  introduced  into  the  House  of  Com- 
mons on  May  4,  by  Mr.  D.  Lloyd  George,  Chancellor  o£ 
the  Exchequer.  Broadly,  the  scheme  of  insurance  pro- 
posed consists  of  the  payment  by  male  wage-earners  (who 
do  not  pay  income-tax)  of  4(7.  per  week  and  by  female  wage- 
earners  of  the  same  class  3(7.  per  week ;  their  employers 
paying  id.  per  person  per  week  and  the  State  2(7.  The 
payments  by  workers  and  their  employers  are  to  be  made 
by  stamps  placed  on  cards,  which  in  all  cases  are  to  be 
lodged  at  a  post  office,  whereupon  the  State  contribution 
will  be  added  and  information  of  the  payment  conveyed 
to  the  friendly  society  with  which  the  person  is  insured. 
Part  of  the  scheme  is  that  insurance  will  be  through 
existing  friendly  societies  or  others  which  may  be  created 
having  a  membership  of  over  10.000.  the  affairs  of  such- 
societies  being  open  to  inspection  by  £tate  representatives. 
Those  persons  who  fail  to  be  received  as  members  of 
such  societies  will  be  insured  through  the  Post  Office  by 
local  committees  which  are  to  be  created,  these  committees' 
also  having  the  working  of  consumption  sanatoria  which 
are  to  be  established.  The  Chancellor  estimated  that,. 
14,700,000  persons  would  be  included  in  the  scheme.  Deal- 
ing with  the  medical  side  of  the  relief  to  be  afforded  he- 
said  : 

I  will  deal  first  of  all  with  the  medical  side  of  the  relief- 
There  is  no  doubt  a  great  reluctance  on  the  part  of  the  work- 
man to  resort  to  the  Poor-law  doctor.  That  is  admitted  on* 
all  hands;  both  the  Majority  and  the  Minority  Reports  dwell 
upon  it.  He  has  to  prove  destitution,  and  although  there  is 
a  liberal  interpretation  placed  by  Boards  of  Guardians  on 
that,  still,  it  is  -a  humiliation  a  man  does  not  care  to  bean 
among  his  neighbours.  What  generally  happens  is  this : 
When  a  workman  falls  ill,  if  he  has  no  provision  made  for 
him,  he  hangs  on  as  long  as  he  can  until  he  gets  very  much 
worse.  Then  he  generally  goes  to  another  doctor,  and  runs 
up  a  bill.  When  he  gets' well  he  has  to  do  his  very  best  to- 
pay  that,  among  other  things,  but  he  very  often  fails.  I 
have  met  many  doctors  who  have  told  me  that  they  have 
hundreds  of  pounds  of  bad  debts  of  this  kind,  for  the  payment 
of  which  they  could  not  think  of  pressing.  What  really 
happens  now  is  that  thousands  and  hundreds  of  thousands — 
I  am  not  sure  I  am  not  right  in  saying  millions— of  men,, 
women,  and  children  of  this  class  get  such  doctoring  as  they 
can  purchase.  They  get  it  at  the  expense  either  of  the  food 
of  their  children,  or  at  the  expense  of  good-natured  doctors. 
The  doctor  is  a  very  great  sufferer  indeed.  One  of  them  told 
me  of  a  man  who  came  along  and  wanted  his  attendance. 
The  doctor  said  :  "  What  am  I  to  do  in  this  case?  Here  is/ 
a  poor  fellow,  who  owes  me  already  9/.  or  10/.  I  know  he 
can  never  pay  me,  but  how  can  I  refuse  to  go?  "  He  went, 
and  I  am  sure  he  will  never  get  paid.  I  do  not  think  it  is 
right  that  we  should  do  our  charity  at  the  expense  of  hard- 
working doctors.  What  we  propose  for  the  14,700,000  people,, 
practically  including  all  the  industrial  population  of  the 
country,  is  that  when  one  of  them  falls  ill  he  can  command 
the  services  of  a  competent  doctor  with  the  knowledge  that  he 
can  pay.  Not  only  that,  but  the  doctor  w;hose  services  he 
commands  knows  also  when  he  goes  that  he  will  be  paid.  _  That 
is  going  to  make  a  very  great  difference  in  the  doctoring  of 
these  poor  people. 

Now  I  come  to  a  very  difficult  and  rather  delicate  task, 
because  the  doctors  and  Friendly  Societies  are  not  agreed  on 
it.  The  doctors  say  they  are  underpaid.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  Friendly  Societies  say:  "No;  it  is  just  your  greed." 
That  is  really  the  quarrel  that  is  going  on  at  the  present  time, 
and  it  has  become  very  acute.  In  some  rural  districts  the 
doctor  is  paid  something  like  half-a-crown  per  head  per 
annum  for  members  of  Friendly  Societies.  In  other  districts 
it  runs  up  to  6,s.  per  annum  ;  but  on  the  average  the  doctoring 
of  Friendly  Societies  is  done  at  As.  per  head  per  annum.  The- 
doctor  savs  he  cannot  do  it,  and  I  am  inclined  to  agree  with 
him.  This  is  not  the  opinion  of  the  Friendly  Societies,  and 
I  am  bound  to  warn  the  House  they  may  fight  about  it.  I 
have  made  independent  inquiries  among  men  who  have  really 
no  interest  in  the  matter,  men  who  have  passed  through  the 
stage  of  taking  Friendly  Society  practice,  but  who  have  had 
it  at  one  time,  and  therefore  are  very  good  judges.  They  say 
to  me  that  no  doctor  can  possibly  afford  to  give  the  more 
expensive  drugs,  and  some  of  these  drugs  are  positively  essen- 
tial to  a  cure  in  many  diseases.  The  doctors  say  these  more 
expensive  drugs  cannot  be  purchased  at  this  price  if  a  doctor 
is  to  get  anything  for  his  professional  services.  I  am  on  the 
whole  inclined  to  agree  that  the  doctors  have  got  a  case  for 
increased  payment;  not  as  much  as  they  ask — something  far 
short  of  that— but  at  the  same  time  something  really  sub- 
stantial. The  first  thing  that  ought  to  be  done  is  to 
Separate  the  Drugs  from  the  Doctor, 
because  a  patient,  so  long  as  he  gets  something  which  is- 
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coloured  and  thoroughly  nasty — (laughter)— is  perfectly  con- 
vinced that  it  must  be  very  good  medicine.  (Laughter.) 
Therefore  there  ought  to  be  no  inducement  for  an  underpaid 
doctor  to  take  it  out  in  drugs.  I  am  not  sure  that  the 
Majority  Report  of  the  Poor  Law  Commission  did  not  recom- 
mend this.  The  doctor's  business  should  be  confined  to  pre- 
scribing, and  it  is  for  the  chemist  to  dispense.  I  have  no 
doubt  the  Friendly  Societies  will  make  as  good  a  bargain 
with  the  chemists  as  they  have  done  with  the  doctors,  but  at 
any  rate  there  must  be  a  compulsory  separation  of  the  two. 
I  believe  in  Scotland,  where  they  do  most  things  well,  that  is 
the  practice  at  the  present  moment.  There  are  only  a  few 
exceptions  on  the  West  Coast,  where  no  chemists  are  avail- 
able, and  the  doctor  has  to  do  the  whole  work.  You  cannot 
expect  a  man  to  start  a  chemist's  shop  in  a  Highland  glen, 
and  there  the  doctor  would  still  have  to  do  both  doctoring 
and  drugging. 

An  Hon.  Member  :  In  rural  England,  too. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer :  Yes.  of  course,  the 
same  thing  applies  to  rural  England.  We  have  made  pro- 
vision that  if  it  can  be  proved  there  is  no  chemist  available, 
the  doctor  shall  be  allowed  to  go  on  as  at  present.  But  where 
there  is  a  chemist  available  there  shall  be  a  separation.  In 
addition  to  that,  I  think  there  ought  to  be  a  provision  for 
an  improvement  in  the  standard  of  payment  to  doctors.  Some- 
times I  have  no  doubt  they  are  quite  adequately  paid  :  some- 
times they  certainly  are  not.  I  think  that,  financial  provision 
ought  to  be  made  in  the  scheme  for  raising  the  level  of  4.?., 
and  I  have  done  so.  I  hope  that  will  meet  the  views  of  the 
House.  _  There  will  be  free  doctoring  for  everybody  who  is 
■a  contributor  to  the  scheme.    (Hear,  hear.) 

The  Chancellor  proceeded  to  speak  about  the  maternity 
'benefits  and  also  regarding  State  aid  for  consumption, 
vi-hich  is  another  branch  of  the  medical  benefits.  In  the 
latter  connection  he  stated  that  there  are  in  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland  75,000  deaths  a  year  from  consumption,  and 
he  proposes  to  set  aside  1,500,000/.  as  a  capital  sum  to 
^assist  local  charity  and  local  authorities  to  build  sanatoria 
throughout  the  country.  One  shilling  per  annum  per  mem- 
ber is  to  be  set  aside  for  this  and  the  State  is  to  add  4rf. 
Otherwise  the  sickness  allowance  will  be  10s.  per  week  to 
male  members  for  the  first  three  months  and  5.?.  per  week 
for  the  next,  three  months.  In  the  case  of  women,  the 
-allowance  will  be  7s.  6d.  for  the  first  three  months  and  5s. 
for  the  second  three  months,  conditional  in  every  case  on 
the  patient  obeying  the  doctor's  orders.

Will:   Brilliant!    But  what's  to  prevent  the  Friendly  Societies 
■dispensing  their  own  drugs? 

A  Doctor's  Opinion. 
Later  on  in  the  debate  Dr.  J.  Esmonde,  one  of  the  few 
medical  men  in  the  present  House  of  Commons,  alluded  to 
the  same  matter,  and  said  he  thought  the  debate  ought  not 
to  close  without  some  medical  man  with  some  experience 


of  the  Friendly  Societies  saying  a  word  or  two.  Doctors 
who  live  in  rural  districts  have  accepted  positions  as 
medical  officers  of  benefit  societies  simply  and  solely 
because  they  recognise  that  they  are  philanthropic  societies, 
and  that  it  is  the  duty  of  a  profession  with  high  ideals  and 
noble  aspirations  to  help  them  in  their  object.  They  have 
no  strict  trade-union  principles  in  their  profession,  but 
the  House  would  pealise,  if  they  are  going  to  have  the  best 
medical  attendance  and  the  best  medicine  for  the  people 
whom  the  Bill  affected,  the  prof  ession  must  be  studied  and 
paid  a  fair  trade-union  rate  of  wages.  He  was  not  aware 
that  the  fees  went  as  low  as  2s.  6d.,  but  admitted  that  the 
average  was  4.s.  That  4s.,  however,  never  paid  any  medical 
man  for  doing  his  duty  to  the  society  which  he  attended. 
He  noticed  that  the  right  hon.  gentleman  proposed  to 
divide  the  question  of  medical  advice  and  medicine.  He 
hoped,  that  would  not  be  carried  out.  There  is  a  great  deal 
to  be  said  in  favour  of  allowing  the  doctors  to  prescribe 
and  the  chemist  to  make  up  the  medicine.  'That  is  all 
right  in  London  and  the  large  towns,  but  in  numbers  of 
villages  and  small  towns  throughout  the  country  there  is 
no  chemist  whatever.  What  is  the  distance  to  be  recog- 
nised as  the  correct  one  for  the  person  who  got  a  'pre- 
scription from  the  doctor  to  have  to  go  in  order  to  get  it 
made  up  by  a  chemist  ?  In  nine  cases  out  of  ten  a  patient 
who  is  >seen  by  a  doctor  is  at  work.  He  receives  his  advice 
and  medicine  in  the  evening  and  goes  to  work  again  the 
next  day.  But  if,  on  the  other  hand,  he  is  to  be  given 
a  prescription  and  has  to  travel  a  couple  of  miles  in  order 
to  have  it  made  up,  he  (the  speaker)  doubted  very  much 
whether  the  patient  would  consider  it  fair  that  he  should 
be  compelled  to  do  that.  Then  there  is  the  case  as  to 
whether  the  doctor  who  is  called  in  to  a  patient  is  to  be 
paid  for  the  hypodermic  medicine  which  he  uses,  although 
there  may  be  a  chemist  in  the  village  or  town.  The  serum 
treatment  is  the  treatment  of  the  future.  It  is  an  expen- 
sive treatment,  and  diphtheric  serum  is  especially  so. 
Who  is  to  be  paid  for  that  ?  If  the  doctor  is  called  in  in 
such  a  case,  is  be  to  wait  until  the  serum  can  be  fetched 
from  the  nearest  chemist  ?  After  an  experience  of  a 
quarter  of  a  century  w'th  two  or  three  Friendly  Societies, 
he  (the  speaker)  had  the  greatest  doubt  as  to  whether  that 
is  going  to  lead  to  better  management.  He  was  certain 
that  it  is  not  going  to  be  more  economical,  and  inasmuch 
as  the  chemist  might  be  a  friend  of  the  patient  it  might 
lead  to  considerable  additional  expense.  He  thought  that 
this  is  a  matter  which  should  be  carefully  thought  out 
before  they  divided  up  the  question  of  prescribing  by  one 
person,  and  having  the  prescription  made  up  by  another. 

The  Chancellor  has  issued  a  memorandum,  signed 
"  D.  LI.  G.."  setting  forth  the  aims  and  objects  of  the 
Bill,  which  he  expects  to  pass  this  session. 

State  Insurance  in  Germany. 

It  may  not  be  generally  remembered  (writes  our  Parlia- 
mentary correspondent)  that  as  far  back  as  the  autumn  of 
1902  Dr.  A.  P.  Hillier,  M.P.,  one  of  the  few  medical  men 
in  the  present  House  of  Commons,  induced  an  influential 
deputation  from  the  National  Conference  of  Friendly 
Societies  in  England  to  accompany  him  to  Germany  and 
study  the  question  on  the  spot.  In  conversation  with  our 
representative  Dr.  Hillier  said  he  was  very  glad  that  the 
question  had  been  taken  up.  If  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  had  paid  his  visit  to  Germany  earlier  the  result 
might  have  been  that  a  scheme  of  old-age  pensions  would 
have  been  included  in  one  comprehensive  scheme  as  was  the 
case  in  Germany  ;  as  one  result  of  the  visit  a  sanatorium  was 
started  at  Benenden.  In  a  small  brochure  which  he  sub- 
sequently published  Dr.  Hillier  stated  that  in  Germany, 
by  the  aid  of  the  State  Sick  Insurance  Department,  millions 
of  publications  were  distributed  among  the  working  classes 
and  to  the  officers  of  the  sick  clubs  and  unions,  and  they  had 
attracted  much  interest.  Statistics  of  the  sick  and 
invalided  were  compiled  and  showed  that  of  all  men 
working  in  mining,  metallurgy,  and  building  who  became 
invalided  at  the  age  of  thirty  more  than  half  suffered  from 
consumption.  The  result  of  these  facts  led  the  depart- 
ment to  issue  a  circular  calling  attention  to  the  importance 
of  the  crusade  against  consumption,  and  under  the  active 
patronage  of  the  Empress  the  work  of  providing  sanatoria 
for  consumptives  was  taken  up. 
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CounciJ-meetmg. 

THE  Council  met  at  67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin,  on 
Wednesday,  May  3,  Mr.  D.  M.  Watson,  Vice-President, 
in  the  chair.  There  were  also  present  Dr.  J.  A.  Walsh, 
Messrs.  Thomas  Batt.  Gr.  D.  Beggs,  Richard  Blair,  J.  H. 
Bowden.  John  E.  Connor,  J.P.,  H.  V.  Coldon.  James 
Michie.  John  Smith,  and  VV .  F.  Wells.  The  Chairman 
explained  that  the  President  was  absent  owing  to  an 
engagement  in  Manchester. 

Correspondence. 

Mr.  Ferrall,  Registrar,  read  a  letter  from  Dr.  Robert 
J.  Montgomery,  acknowledging  the  resolution  of  sympathy 
passed  by  -the  Council  owing  to  the  death  of  his  father, 
Dr.  Robert  Montgomery. 

Communications  were  received  from  the  following  notify- 
ing changes  of  address  :

Mr.  Patrick  O'Shea  forwarded  a  letter  from  the 
Assistant  Commissioners  of  Intermediate  Education, 
Ireland,  showing  that  he  had  passed  a  Senior  Grade 
examination,  in  all  the  subjects  required,  and  he  was 
admitted  to  preliminary  registration. 

Reports  from  Examiners. 
Reports  were  submitted  from  the  examiners  upon  the 
Preliminary,  Pharmaceutical  Licence,  Pharmaceutical 
Assistant,  and  Registered  Druggist  examinations.  They 
showed  that  for  the  Preliminary  examination  38  candidates 
presented  themselves,  of  whom  18  passed  :  for  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Licence  24  presented  themselves  and  4  passed ; 
for  the  Pharmaceutical  Assistant  3  presented  themselves 
and  1  passed  ;  and  for  the  Registered  Druggist  examination 
12  candidates  presented  themselves  and  4  passed.  On  the 
motion  of  Mr.  Begos,  seconded  by  Mr.  Connor,  the 
following  resolution  was  passed  : 

"That  the  pharmaceutical  licences  of  James  Stephen 
Collins,  Walham  Mitchell  Keys,  Michael  Ryan,  and  Denis 
Slattery  be  sealed." 

The  Shops  Bill. 
A  report,  was  received  from  the  Law  Committee  in  refer- 
ence to  the  Shops  Bill ;  and  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Connor, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Beggs,  the  following  resolution  was 
passed  :  "That  we  adopt  the  principle  of  a  compulsory 
weekly  half-holiday." 

Address  to  King  George  V. 
The  draft  of  the  address  which  the  Council  propose  to 
present  to  King  George  on  the  occasion  of  his  visit  to 
Dublin  in  July  was  considered  and  approved  of. 

Pharmaceutical  Chemists  as  Witnesses. 
Mr.  Wells  proposed  : 

"  That  steps  be  taken  to  secure  more  adequate  remunera- 
tion for  pharmaceutical  chemists  of  Ireland  when  summoned 
as  witnesses." 

He  said  that  licentiates  communicated  with  the  Council, 
stating  that  the  amount  they  received  for  attending  as  wit- 
nesses at  Courts  was  very,  very  small,  and  the  Council  had 
been  asked  from  time  to  time  to  take  some  steps  to  secure 
a  higher  rate.  A  prof essional  man  received  two  guineas 
for  his  attendance  as  a  witness.  One  of  the  members  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  'Society  was  recently  offered  Is.  6r/., 
and  on  protesting  he  received  2s.  6'/.,  for  his  attendance  as 
a  witness  in  a  case  in  which  he  had  been  subpoenaed.  On 
one  occasion  he  (Mr.  Wells)  was  given  a  very  small  amount 
and  he  spoke  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown  and  Peace,  who 
said  that  a  special  list  was  made  out  by  some  one  in 
authority,  and  that  their  only  chance  was  to  apply  to  that 
authority  and  get  a  sum  fixed.  What  he  now  proposed  was 
that  they  should  adopt  this  resolution,  and  afterwards 
discover  and  approach  the  proper  authority  and  endeavour 
to  get  a  fair  amount  fixed.    A  mm  who  lived  in  the  country 


might  have  to  leave  his  business  for  a  couple  of  days,  and 
he  was  supposed,  according  to  law,  to  put  a  qualified'  man 
in  charge  of  his  establishment  during  his  absence. 
Mr.  Smith  seconded  the  motion. 

Dr.  Walsh  :  A  witness  ought  to  get  at  least  a  guinea  a 
day. 

Mr.  Wells  :  He  ought  to  get  that  at  least. 

The  Chairman  said  he  was  very  glad  to  support  the  reso- 
lution. A  rather  anomalous  state  of  affairs  existed  with 
regard  to  the  payment  of  witnesses.  As  an  assistant,  he 
more  than  once  received  a  guinea  a  day  as  a  Crown  witness  ; 
since  he  had  started  on  his  own  account  he  was  classed  as  a 
"  shopkeeper  "  and  received  something  like  5s.  6</.  What- 
ever means  could  be  taken  ought  to  be  taken  as  soon  as 
possible  to  ensure  that  pharmacists  should  be  classed  as 
professional  witnesses.  He  thought  there  was  an  Act  of 
Parliament  called  the  Remuneration  of  Witnesses 
Act,  under  which  the  scales  for  payment  of  wit- 
nesses were  laid  down.  Pharmaceutical  chemists  were 
not  definitely  classed  as  professional  witnesses,  and 
were  consequently  counted  at  presen:  as  "  shopkeepers."  If 
they  were  put  under  the  heading  of  professional  men  it 
would  settle  the  whole  difficulty,  although  a  guinea  was 
not  always  a  sufficient  remuneration  for  a  day  away  from 
one's  business. 

Mr.  Wells  said  that  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown  and  Peace 
told  him  that  some  official  had  the  power  of  fixing  the 
amount. 

Mr.  Goldon  said  he  agreed  with  what  had  been  said  on 
the  subject  of  the  resolution.  But  there  were  several  other 
grievances  under  which  chemists  suffered.  There  were  a 
large  number  of  hospitals  throughout  the  country  under 
the  control  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  in  which  the 
compounding  was  clone  by  unqualified  persons.  In 
Kilmallock  and  some  other  towns  appointments  worth  60/. 
and  70/.  a  year  had  lately  been  made  ;  but  in  other  places 
where  the  Sisters  were  in  charge  of  these  hospitals  they  did 
the  compounding  to  the  detriment  of  the  pharmaceutical 
chemists.  He  thought  the  Local  Government  Board  should 
be  approached  and  asked  to  see  that  qualified  compounders 
were  appointed.  The  subject,  he  thought,  was  well  worthy 
of  the  consideration  of  the  Council. 

The  Chairman  said  Mr.'Goldon's  proposal  was  a  good 
one.  He  suggested  that  he  should  make  it  the  subject  of  a 
special  notice  of  motion. 

Mr.  Goldon  said  if  the  Local  Government  Board 
threatened  that  they  would  not  allow  the  hospitals  which 
did  not  employ  qualified  compounders  half  the  cost  of  the 
medicines,  the  threat  would  have  its  effect. 

The  Chairman  said  that  some  years  ago  something  of  the 
kind  was  done  in  Dublin  and  it  had  its  effect. 

Mr.  Wells  said  the  Society  approached  the  Dublin  hospi- 
tals ;  they  got  some  snubs,  but  all  the  hospitals  fell  into 
line  later  on.  It  would  have  been  a  very  serious  thing  for 
them  if  any  accident  happened,  and  most  of  them  put 
themselves  right. 

The  resolution  proposed  by  Mr.  Wells  was  passed,  and 
Mr.  Goldon  adopted  the  Chairman's  suggestion  that  he 
should  give  notice  of  motion  on  the  subject  of  the  employ- 
ment of  qualified  compounders  in  hospitals. 

The  Fairchild  Scholarship  Examination. 

Mr.  Wells  asked  the  permission  of  the  Council  for  the 
use  of  one  of  the  rooms  for  the  purpose  of  holding  the 
examination  in  connection  with  the  Fairchild  Scholarship. 
The  examination,  he  stated,  would  be  held  towards  the  end 
of  June  and  candidates  should  have  their  applications  in 
by  the  end  of  the  present  month.  He  would  be  glad  to 
give  intending  candidates  any  information  they  desired,  or 
they  could  write  to  the  Secretary,  Mr.  A.  E.  Holden, 
Albert  Chambers,  Holborn  Viaduct,  London. 

The  Council  granted  the  use  of  the  room  as  requested  by 
Mr.  Wells. 

British  Pharmaceutical  Conference. 

Mr.  Wells  said  he  would  be  very  glad  that  a  good  many 
Irish  members  should  attend  the  Conference,  which  would 
be  held  this  year  at  Portsmouth.  They  had  communicated 
with  the  British  and  Irish  Steam  Packet  Co.  and  the 
Great  Western  Co..  in  reference  to  travelling  facilities. 
The  British  and  Irish  Co.  had  given  the  matter  favourable 
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attention,  and  if  they  went  in  a  body  they  would  receive 
return  tickets  at  single  farce.  He  did  not  know  what  the 
'decision  of  the  Great  Western  Railway  Co.  was,  but  if  they 
went  in  a  body  from  Ireland  there  would  be  a  considerable 
■reduction.  He  regarded  his  election  as  President  as  a 
compliment  to  Ireland,  not  as  a  personal  compliment  to 
himself  ;  and  he  thought  the  Irish  members  ought,  to  show 
their  appreciation  of  the  compliment  by  attending  in  as 
large  numbers  as  possible.  Mr.  Harvey,  of  Cork,  was 
arranging  that  a  party  of  Irish  chemists  should  visit  Paris 
ior  a  week  after  the  Conference.  When  -the  Conference 
was  held  at  Brighton  a  similar  trip  was  arranged  by  the 
Brighton  people,  and  those  who  joined  it  had  a  most 
•enjoyable  time.  Some  French  pharmacists  took  them  about 
and  showed  them  everything  that  was  worth  seeing.

CHEMICAL  SOCIETY. 


A MEETING  was  held  at  Burlington  House,  London,  W., 
on  Thursday,  May  4,  Professor  Percy  F.  Frankland, 
F.R.S.  (President),  in  the  chair.  There  was  a  thin  attend- 
ance, and  only  three  papers  were  read,  two  of  which  were 
from  the  Wellcome  Chemical  Research  Laboratory.  The 
first  pape'fwas  by  Drs.  Power  and  Moore,  and  dealt  with 

The  Constituents  of  Bryony  Root. 

As  the  authors  had  previously  made  a  complete  investi- 
gation of  products  derived  from  two  cucurbitaceous  plants, 
namely,  colocynth  and  elaterium,  it  was  considered  de- 
sirable to  examine  bryony  root  also,  which  has  been  used 
medicinally  from  a  very  remote  period,  although  now 
rarely  employed.  The  plants  yielding  this  root  are 
Bryonia  alba  and  Bryonia  dioica,  Linne,  which  are  botani- 
•cally  closely  allied.  They  are  indigenous  to  the  greater 
part  of  Europe,  but  B.  dioica  is  the  only  species  com- 
monly found  in  this  country,  and  therefore  is  frequently 
designated  as  English  bryony. 

Bryony  root  has  been  the  subject  of  a  number  of  in- 
vestigations, chiefly  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the 
nature  of  its  active  principle,  but  no  complete  examination 
lias  hitherto  been  made  of  it.  The  information  concerning 
its  constituents  is,  in  fact,  essentially  limited  to  the  state- 
ment that  it  contains  an  amorphous,  bitter  glucoside,  de- 
signated "bryonin,"  to  which  various  formulas  have  from 
time  to  time  been  assigned. 

In  order  to  obtain  authentic  material  f  or  this  investiga- 
tion, a  large  quantity  (107  kilograms)  of  the  roots  of 
Bryonia  dioica  was  specially  collected  for  the  authors  by 
Messrs.  W.  Ransom  &  Son,  of  Hitchin,  under  the  personal 
superintendence  of  Mr.  P.  E.  F.  Perredes,  B.Sc,  F.L.S. 
This  material,  in  drying,  lost  about  76  per  cent,  of  its 
weight. 

The  root  was  found  to  contain  an  enzyme,  which  was 
separated  in  the  usual  manner,  and  formed,  when  dry.  a 
light-brown  powder.  It  slowly  hydrolyses  both  amyg- 
dalin  and  salicin,  as  also  the  glucosidic  constituent  of  the 
root. 

The  chief  portion  of  the  dried  root  (about  24  kilograms) 
was  completely  extracted  with  hot  alcohol,  the  greater 
part  of  the  alcohol  removed,  and  the  resulting  extract  dis- 
tilled with  steam.  A  small  quantity  of  a  yellow  essential 
oil  was  thus  obtained,  which  possessed  a  characteristic 
odour. 

From  the  portion  of  the  extract  which  was  soluble  in 
water,  and  contained  a  quantity  of  sugar,  there  were 
isolated  :  (1)  A  colourless,  crystalline,  neutral  substance 
(m.p.  220-222°  ;  [a]D  +  58.6°),  'which  appears  to  possess  the 
formula  C^H^O,,  and  is  physiologically  inactive  ; 
(2)  an  amorphous  glucosidic  product,  having  a  bitter  taste, 
j  which  yielded  on  hydrolysis  a  brown  resin  and  sugar  ;  (3) 
an  amorphous  alkaloidal  principle,  possessing  an  intensely 
bitter  taste. 

The  portion  of  the  alcoholic  extract  which  was  insoluble 


in  water  consisted  of  a  dark-brown,  viscid  resin,  amount- 
ing to  about  2  per  cent,  of  the  weight  of  dried  root  em- 
ployed. From  this  material  the  following  compounds  were 
isolated  :  (1)  a  phytosterol,  C„H460  (m.p.  137°),  which 
was  optically  inactive  ;  (2)  oleic,  linolic.  palmitic,  and 
stearic  acids  ;  (3)  a  new  dihydric  alcohol  C.,„H;,.102(OH),, 
designated  as  bryonol.  The  latter  compound  is  of  special 
interest,  inasmuch  as  it  belongs  to  a  group  of  dihydric 
alcohols  possessing  the  general  formula  C„H,,„-s04, 
of  which  three  other  members  have  previously  been  isolated 
in  these  laboratories,  namely  :  ipurgonal,  C21Hri,0.,(OH),, 
from  jalap  resin;  grindelol,  C22H3s02(OH)2,  from 
Grindelia;  and  cucurbitol,  C21H3,~O2(0H)2,  from  the 
resin  of  water-melon  seed.  Four  consecutive  members  of 
this  homologous  series  of  alcohols  are  therefore  now  known. 

The  so-called  "  bryonin  "  of  previous  investigators, 
which  was  prepared  by  a  method  based  upon  its  precipita- 
tion with  tannic  acid,  has  heretofore  been  regarded  as  a 
definite  glucoside.  It  has  now  been  observed,  however, 
that  both  the  glucosidic  constituent  of  the  root  and  the 
alkaloidal  principle,  as  well  as  the  aqueous  liquid  from 
which  these  products  had  been  removed,  are  abundantly 
precipitated  by  tannin,  and  it  is  therefore  evident  that 
"  bryonin  "  must  have  consisted  of  an  indefinite  mixture, 
which  was  not  entirely  glucosidic. 

In  order  to  ascertain  the  source  of  activity  of  the  root, 
some  physiological  tests  were  conducted  by  Dr.  H.  H. 
Dale.  It  was  thus  found  that  the  purgative  property  re- 
sides chiefly  in  the  above-described  alkaloidal  principle 
and  the  resin,  the  glucosidic  constituent  having  no  marked 
action. 

Dr.  Senter  and  Mr.  A.  W.  Porter  communicated  a 
paper  on 

The  Mechanism  of  Negative  Catalysis, 
in  which  they  discussed  the  mathematics  of  a  negative 
catalytic  action,  such  as  occurs  in  the  hydrolysis  of 
bromopropionic  acid  by  water,  and  evolved  an  equation 
which  gives  results  in  good  agreement  with  those  obtained 
in  the  experimental  investigation  of  such  reactions. 
The  last  paper  read  was  by  Dr.  Moore,  on 

The  Constitution  of  Scopoletin. 

Scopoletin,  a  fluorescent  substance  obtained  from 
Scopolia  japonica  and  several  other  plants,  is  known  to  be  a 
mono-mefchylether  of  aesculetin  (Schmidt,  "  Arch.  Pharm.," 
1898,  p.  236).  but  the  position  of  the  methyl  group  does 
not  appear  to  have  been  determined. 

It  has  now  been  found  that  on  prolonged  boiling  with 
concentrated  aqueous  potassium  hydroxide,  scopoletin 
yields  2.4  dihydroxyanisole.  This  substance  must  be 
formed  according  to  the  following  reactions  :

Scopoletin  is  thus  shown  to  be  4-hydroxy-5-methoxy- 
coumariii.  It  was  further  ascertained  that  if  the  caustic 
alkali  were  allowed  to  react  with  scopoletin  for  a  few 
minutes  only,  ^^-dihydroxy-S-methoxy-cinnamic  acid  was 
obtained.  The  latter  acid  on  reduction  yields  the  corre- 
sponding phenylpropionic  acid,  and  on  acetylation  is  con- 
verted into  acetylscopoletin. 

The  ease  with  which  scopoletin  is  hydrolysed  is  remark- 
able, as  coumarin  is  only  very  slowly  converted  into 
o-coumaric  acid  by  prolonged  boiling  with  aqueous  potas- 
sium hydroxide,  and  the  dimethylether  of  resculetin  shows 
a  similar  stability. 

During  the  meeting  a  ballot  for  the  election  of  Fellows 
was  taken,  and  the  following  gentlemen  connected  with 
pharmacy  were  elected  :  Mr.  E.  C.  Bennison,  Ph.C,  and 
Mr.  W.  Wood,  Ph.C.

Association  Presidents. 

The  foundation  of  the  Leicester  and  Leicestershire  Chemists' 
Association  is  hidden  in  antiquity,  so  far  as  the  present 
younger  generation  is  con- 
cerned, but  as  a  matter  of  fact 
ir  lias  existed  under  various 
names  since  the  'sixties — i.e., 
before  the  present  President, 
Mr.  Arthur  Donnington  Hearn- 
shaw,  was  born.  The  Associa-

Manchester  and  North  of  England  Optical  Society.-

present  arrangement  at  the  institution  named  the  whole  of 
the  work  falls  to  one  firm  of  opticians  in  the  city. 

Fifeshire  Pharmaceutical  Association.  — The  annual 
meeting  was  held  at  Thornton  on  Wednesday,  May  10.  There 
was  a  good  attendance  of  members,  Mr.  David  Gilmour 
(President)  being  in  the  chair.  The  Secretary  (Mr.  Charles 
Stewart)  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  Bremridgo,  thanking  the 
Association  for  their  communication  upon  the  curriculum. 
Mr.  Gilmour  reported  that  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  had  remitted  the  matter  to  a  sub-committee  of  the 
Education  Committee  for  further  consideration,  and  stated 
that  the  points  noted  by  the  Association  were  not  being  over- 
looked. The  Secretary  then  read  his  annual  report,  which 
showed  the  Association  to  be  in  a  very  healthy  condition. 
Successful  meetings  had  been  held  in  various  centres,  and 
considerable  interest  shown  by  the  members  in  pharmaceutical 
politics.  The  financial  statement  showed  a.  credit  balance  of 
21.  lbs.  3<Z.  The  following  were  re-elected  :  President,  Mr. 
David  Gilmour:  Secretary,  Mr.  Charles  Stewart.  Twelvo 
members  were  elected  as  an  advisory  council.  A  discussion 
took  place  on  the  Shops  Bill,  and  Mr.  Thomas  Yule 
(Cowdenbeath)  moved  that  a  resolution  be  forwarded  to  Mr. 
Glyn-Jones  supporting  him  in  his  endeavours  to  establish  a 
closing  hour  for  chemists  suitable  to  each  town  and  district. 
Mr.  Yule  also  spoke  about  the  supply  of  medicines  under 
the  National  Insurance  Bill,  pointing  out  that  Mr.  Lloyd 
George,  in  endeavouring  to  avoid  the  evils  of  the  contract 
system  of  supplying  medicines  by  medical  men,  had  appa- 
rently foisted  the  same  system  upon  the  chemists,  and  showed 
how  disastrously  this  would  work  out  not  only  to  the  craft, 
but  to  the  public  at  large.  He  advocated  the  calling  of  a 
meeting  of  all  the  chemists  within  the  area  of  the  Association, 
in  order  that  they  might  be  brought  into  line  and  a  suitable 
course  of  action  be  taken.  After  discussion,  it  was  re- 
mitted to  the  committee  to  consider  the  matter  at  an  early 
date,  and  report  to  a  full  meeting  to  be  called  as  soon  as 
possible.  In  the  meanwhile  it  was  suggested  that  Mr.  Glyn- 
Jones  might  be  advised  of  the  point. 

Hull  Pharmaceutical  Association.— At  a  meeting  held 
at  the  Grosvenor  Hotel,  Hull,  on  Thursday,  May  4  (Mr.  R.  F. 
Jones,  President,  in  the  chair),  Mr.  A.  R.  Tankard,  F.I.C., 
F.C.S.,  city  analyst,  delivered  a  lecture  on  "  The  Sophisti- 
cations and  Substitutions  of  Foods  and  Drugs  and  the  Pre- 
sent State  of  our  Food  Laws."  Assuming  that  the  net  effect  of 
the  law  is  to  give  the  purchaser  the  right  to  purchase  the  nor- 
mal article,  Mr.  Tankard  first  spoke  of  milk,  giving  the  results 
of  the  past  year's  inspection  of  local  supplies.  He  expressed 
the  opinion  that  the  addition  of  preservatives  to  milk  should 
not  be  tolerated,  and  condemned  their  use  in  foods  generally, 
but  thought  that  in  articles  brought  from  a  distance  boric 
acid  not  exceeding  17.5  grains  per  pound  might  lie  allowed  if 
such  addition  was  plainly  stated  on  the  label.  The  sophisti- 
cation of  butter,  cheese,  and  lard  were  next  referred  to,  and 
he  SDoke  of  the  anomaly  of  the  law  looking  after  the  purity  of 
cattle-food  and  neglecting  children's  food.  As  to  drugs,  Mr. 
Tankard  said  that  in  aromatic  spirit  of  ammonia  there  is  often 
a  deficiency  of  carbonate  of  ammonia,  and  in  some  cases  only- 
a  rough  approximation  to  the  B.P.  proportion  of  ammonia; 
while  in  mercury  and  chalk  he  found  in  three  cases  rather 
less  than  20  per  cent,  of  mercury,  instead  of  33  per  cent. 
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Foreign  substances  had  been  found  in  gentian  root,  and  some 
cod-liver  oil  emulsions  were  innocent  of  the  oil,  while  ho 
thought  too  high  a  value  was  placed  on  the  diastatic  powers 
of  some  malt-extract  preparations.  Some  extract  he  had 
found  to  be  adulterated  with  starch  glucose,  while  salicylic 
acid  is  occasionally  present.  He  considered  it  certain  that 
the  next  edition  of  the  B.P.  would  recognise  standards  ot 
various  kinds,  and  provision  be  made  for  seeing  that  arsenic 
and  lead,  as  well  as  calcium  and  magnesium,  are  absent  in 
certain  cases.  Finally,  Mr.  Tankard  said  that  the  Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs  Acts  could  be  amended  with  advantage,  and 
their  scope  widened.  He  thought  also  that  inspectors  should 
have  power  to  protect  the  honest  retailer  by  entering  the 
wholesale  houses. — A  short  discussion  followed,  in  which  the 
opinion  was  expressed  that  most  samples  of  spirit  of  nitre 
might  be  obtained  in  a  better  way  than  is  adopted  at  present. 
Mr.  Tankard  suggested  the  sale  in  small  sealed  bottles.  On 
the  motion  of  Mr.  T.  Smith,  seconded  by  Mr.  Earle,  a  hearty 
vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  to  Mr.  Tankard. 


Society  of  Chemist-Opticians. 

The  annual  meeting  of  this  Society  was  held  at  the 
Chemists'  Exhibition,  Holland  Park  Skating  Rink,  Shep- 
herd's Bush,  London,  W.,  on  May  10.  In  the  absence  of 
the  President  (Mr.  J.  H.  Hopper),  Mr.  C.  J.  G.  Bunker 
(Treasurer)  was  voted  to  the  chair.  There  were  also  present 
Messrs.  F.  Cherry  (Walton-on-Thames),  A.  Collins  (Ponte- 
fract),  W.  H.  Crosland  (Sutton),  J.  Harcombe  Cuff  (Hon. 
Secretary),  G.  Curtis  (Stroud  Green),  Graham  (Manor 
Park),  W.  Hannaford  (Watford),  A.  Higgs  (Kingston-on- 
Thames),  G.  D.  Loveluck  (Aberavon),  W.  Maskew  (Clacton- 
on-Sea),  F.  J.  Skirrow  (Westhoughton),  and  S.  W.  Woolley. 
The  minutes  of  the  annual  meeting  held  in  1910  were  read 
and  confirmed,  and  seven  members  of  Council  were  elected. 
These  were  the  retiring  members,  except  that  Mr.  C.  N. 
Coles  (Tottenham)  was  elected  in  place  of  Mr.  Cherry, 
who  retired  from  the  Council. 

The  Chairman  then  proposed  the  adoption  of  the  annual 
report  of  the  Council.  He  suggested  that  the  decrease  in 
the  membership  was  clue  to  the  fact  that  there  has  been 
nj  burning  question  before  the  trade  during  the  year. 

Mr.  Woolley  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  Mr.  Cuff's 
name  had  been  omitted  from  the  report  of  the  deputation 
that  waited  on  the  Education  Committee  of  the  London 
County  Council.  Mr.  Cuff  was  one  of  the  members  of  the 
deputation  who  addressed  the  Chairman  as  well  as  Mr. 
Upson. 

Mr.  Higgs  said  that  if  the  fall  in  the  membership  was 
due  to  the  increase  in  the  subscription  it  might  be  well  to 
institute  a  smaller  subscription  for  those  who  did  not  desire 
to  receive  the  official  organ. 

Mr.  Collins  and  Mr.  Hannaford  said  it  was  desirable 
that  something  should  be  done  to  increase  the  interest  of 
the  members  in  the  Society. 

Mr.  Cuff  attributed  the  decrease  in  members  to  the  fact 
that  there  had  been  no  suggestions  during  the  year  of 
optical  legislation.  It  is  not,  he  said,  a  question  of  the 
subscription,  because  there  is  no  doubt  that  if  an  optical 
Bill  were  promoted  many  members  would  re-join. 

Mr.  Loveluck  did  not  think  the  subscription  too  great, 
considering  that  members  received  a  weekly  optical  journal. 
He  moved  that  it  be  a  recommendation  to  the  Council  to 
investigate  the  causes  of  the  decreased  membership,  and 
suggest  remedies. 

Mr.  Higgs  said  he  knew  for  a  fact  that  one  member  re- 
signed because  the  Society  decided  not  to  grant  certificates. 

The  report  was  then  adopted.  The  financial  report  was 
also  received. 

Votes  of  thanks  were  then  passed  to  the  Chairman  for 
presiding  at  the  meeting,  and  to  Mr.  Cuff  for  his  services 
to  the  Society  during  the  year.  Mr.  Bunker  and  Mr.  Cuff 
briefly  replied. 

At  a  Council-meeting  held  previotislv  to  the  annual  meet- 
ing Mr.  W.  F.  Wood  and  Mr.  S.  H.*Plattin,  of  Notting- 
ham, were  elected  members.

Mr.  James  Miller  Hardie,  Ph.C,  aged  fifty-five.  Mr. 
Hardie  was  seized  last-  Satur- 
day with  an  attack  of  acute 
pneumonia,   and  succumbed 
on    Tuesday    morning.  He 
was  the  son  of  the  late  Mr. 
James  Hardie,  Ph.C,  68  High 
Street,     Dundee,    and  was 
educated  at  the  High  School 
there,  afterwards  becoming  a 
pupil  with  his  father,  whose 
business  was  one  of  the  most 
important   in   the    north  of 
Scotland.      He  matriculated 
at  the  University  of  Aber- 
deen,      and  subsequently 
studied  at-  the  Science  School 
in  the  Young  Men's  Chris- 
tian   Association,    of  which 
Mr.  F.  W.  Young,  F.R.S.E., 
was  the  Principal.    He  wrs 
an  apt  student,  and  obtained  several  certificates  in  Science 
before  he  completed  his  pharmaceutical  studies  with  the 
late  Mr.  Adam  Gibson,  Ph.C,  of  Lcven.    He  passed  the 
Minor  examination  in  October  1879,  and  the  Major  in  July 
1880.    A  few  years  later  he  was  taken  into  partnership  by 
his  father,  the  business  being  carried  on  as  James  Hardie 
&  Son.    At  the  beginning  of  the  present  century  Mr.

versed  in  the  progress  of  pharmacy  and  medicine,  so  that 
he  retained  the  remarkable  confidence  which  his  father  had 
earned  by  half  a  century's  devotion  to  business  and  the 
interests  of  the  public.  Thus  he  continued  the  business 
successfully  for  a  few  years  after  his  father's  death,  and  in 
March  1909  transferred  it  to  Mr.  Henry  J.  Hunt,  who  had 
been  connected  with  the  business  as  apprentice,  assistant, 
and  manager  for  twenty  years.  Mr.  Hardie  was  regarded 
in  Dundee,  as  his  father  was  before  him,  as  the  leader  of 
pharmacy  in  the  district,  and  for  sometime  was  a  member 
■of  the  Executive  of  the  North  British  Branch  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society.  He  took  an  active  part  in  the  welcome 
that  was  given  to  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conf  erence  at 
Dundee  in  1902,  but  it  was  only  in  virtue  of  his  position, 
rather  than  through  personal  inclination,  that  he  took  such 
public  parts.  Yet  many  can  recall  his  hearty  hospitality 
and  the  charms  of  his  home,  while  those  who  had  the 
privilege  of  personal  intimacy  with  him  were  struck  with 
the.  width  of  his  knowledge  in  professional  matters,  as  well 
as  his  culture.  He  was  a  gifted  musician,  he  had  travelled 
widely,  and  for  some  years  had  been  an  ardent  motorist, 
a  circumstance  which  partly  accounted  for  his  comparatively 
early  retirement.  'His  robust  health,  manifold  interests, 
and  the  longevity  of  his  race  were  factors  which  give  his 
sudden  death  a  tragic  aspect,  the  announcement  of  which 
will  come  as  a  blow  to  many  old  assistants  in  various  parts 
■of  the  world.    Mrs.  Hardie  survives  him. 

Cairncross.— At  Glasgow,  on  May  10.  Mr.  James  Cairn- 
cross,  aged  fifty-eight.  Mr.  Cairncross,  who  was  con- 
nected with  the  firm  of  Lorimer  &  Moyes,  druggists' 
sundriesmen,  hailed  a  taxi-cab  at  the  Central  Station,  and 
a^sked  to  be  driven  quickly  to  his  residence,  9  Balmoral 
Crescent,  as  her  was  feeling  unwell.  At  Jamaica  Street

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OBSERVATIONS  &  REFLECTIONS* 

By  Xrayser  II. 


Mr.  Lloyd  George's  Insurance  Bill 

contains  one  provision 
which  will  be  welcomed  by  pharmacists  both  on  its  own 
account,  and  as  being  a  step  towards  the  realisation  of  the 
ideal  mutual  relation  of  prescriber  and  dispenser.  The 
ground  upon  which  the  Chancellor  bases  his  proposal  that 
under  his  scheme  dispensing  in  cases  of  medical  relief 
shall  be  done  by  chemists  is  simply  that  the  doctor  cannot 
afford  to  do  it  for  the  sum  paid  him,  but  the  remarks  that 
followed  the  statement  of  this  fact  have  a  much  wider 
application  than  the  proposal  itself.  The  patient,  said 
Mr.  Lloyd  George  in  effect,  is  satisfied  if  the  medicine  is 
nasty  enough,  and  the  doctor  is  therefore  tempted  to 
prescribe  only  the  cheap  and  nasty.  Some  of  us  happen  to 
know  that  he  frequently  succumbs  to  the  temptation.  At 
one  period  of  my  career  I  was  concerned  in  the  supply  of 
drugs  to  a  public  dispensary,  in  connection  with  which 
advice  was  free  and  only  a  penny  was  charged  for  any  medi- 
cine prescribed,  patients  bringing  their  own  bottles.  The 
prescribing  and  dispensing  were  not  done  by  the  same  man, 
but  the  two  worked  as  one  with  the  object  of  keeping  down 
expenses,  and  the  result  was  that  the  dispensary  made  a 
slight  profit  on  the  medicine.  I  mention  this  not  as  an 
illustration  of  what  is  done  in  private  practice,  or  even 
as  exactly  equivalent  to  what  takes  place  in  "  club  doctor- 
ing," but  we  know  very  well  that  in  neither  of  these  does 
the  doctor  prescribe  entirely  without  consideration  for  his 
own  pocket.  The  medical  man,  after  all,  is,  as  Mr. 
Bernard  Shaw  has  lately  reminded  us,  only  a  man  like  our- 
selves, and  it  would  be  as  absurd  as  it  would  be  unfair  to 
expect  of  him  a  more  than  average  human  honesty  and  dis- 
interestedness. It  is,  therefore,  our  plain  duty  to  safe- 
guard him  against  temptations  which  the  ordinary  man  is 
not  able  to  withstand.  True,  he  does  send  to  the  chemist 
6uch  prescriptions  as  he  cannot  afford,  or  does  not  know 
how  to  dispense,  but  he  ought  to  be  relieved  of  the  whole 
burden  of  dispensing.  There  are  other  and  stronger  reasons 
for  this  than  the  one  adduced  here,  but  it  will  be  something 
gained  if  Mr.  George's  proposal  brings  but  one  aspect  of 
the  subject  into  public  prominence. 

The  Currie  Curriculum 

has  not  long  survived  the  criticism 
to  which  it  was  subjected  in  the  country.  According  to 
Mr.  Neathercoat,  the  Council  has  "definitely  withdrawn 
the  draft  scheme  for  the  alteration  of  the  Minor."  This 
goes  a  good  deal  further  than  I  had  expected,  since  the 
last  public  act  of  the  Council  was  to  refer  the  scheme  to 
a  committee  for  amendment.  Delay  for  some  months  was 
anticipated,  but  not  the  dispatch  of  the  unhappy  victim. 
One  never  knows  what  goes  on  behind  the  scenes  at  the 
Square,  and''Vo  the  unexpected  has  happened  again.  I 
would  have  thought,  however,  that  it  would  have  been 
much  more  dignified  had  the  President  or  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent made  an  opportunity  for  expressing  his  view  of  the 
situation  and  explaining  why  the  decision  to  withdraw 
had  been  come  to.  Mr.  Neathercoat  is  apparently  one  of 
the  coming  men,  but  I  hope  he  is  not  going  to  make  the 
fatal  blunder  of  being  in  too  great  a  hurry,  and  publish 
decisions  that  would  be  better  kept  in  reserve,  especially 
as  a  compulsory  curriculum  of  some  sort  is 

Still  being  urged  upon  us 

both  officially  and  unofficially.  The 
curious  fact  i6  that  this  is  being  done  on  mutually  destruc- 
tive grounds.  We  are  officially  assured  that,  so  far  from 
increasing  the  difficulty  of  passing  the  examinations,  a 
curriculum  would  make  the  way  of  the  candidate  easier ; 
and,  on  the  other  hand,  the  more  advanced  section  of  the 
trade  clamour  for  one  as  the  only  means  by  which  undesir- 
ables who  now  find  a  too  easy  entrance  into  our  ranks  may 
be  kept  out.  Obviously  we  cannot  accept  both  views  ;  the 
question  is,  which  is  the  more  likely  to  be  correct  ?  Until 


a  definite  scheme  is  before  us  it  would  be  rash  to  say,  but 
there  can  hardly  be  two  opinions  with  regard  to  the 
dropped  scheme,  and  the  tone  of  the  advanced  section  tu 
which  I  have  referred  is  not  reassuring  as  to  the  future. 
These  high-fliers  have  in  the  past  succeeded  almost  entirely 
in  getting  their  own  way  in  the  counsels  of  the  Society, 
and  they  are  now  confessedly  aiming  at  the  division  of  the 
trade  into  two  classes,  pharmacists  and  mere  druggists,  on 
the  German  model.  We  have  a  right  to  know  whether 
the  Council  of  the  Society,  or  any  considerable  section  of 
it,  is  designedly  working  for  this  end.  So  far  as  I  am 
aware,  no  single  member  of  the  Council  has  declared  him- 
self on  the  subject,  but  it  is  time  for  the  Council  as  a 
whole  to  do  so.  It  seems  on  the  face  of  it  a  suicidal  policy, 
but  the  whole  tendency  of  pharmaceutical  legislation  has 
for  years  been  in  this  direction,  and  perhaps  it  is  a  case  of 
Quern  deus  vult  perdere.  It  should  be  remembered  that 
in  Germany,  where  doctors  do  not  dispense,  there  is  room 
for  more  high-class  pharmacies  than  there  will  ever  lie 
with  us,  and  even  so  the  opothcl-cr  pays  rather  dearly  for 
his  privileged  position.  I  do  not  know  that  the  change 
would  much  injure  our  existing  pharmacists,  for  any 
official  recognition  the  unqualified  might  obtain  under  it 
would  help  them  but  little;  it  would,  however,  immensely 
reduce  the  number  of  pharmacists  in  the  future,  to  the 
damage  of  the  Society  and  the  curtailment  of  its  usefulness 
as  the  representative  of  the  drug-trade. 

"Anything  is  Good  Enough" 

for  India  and  for  the  dog.  This 
appears  to  be  the  summing-up  of  the  articles  dealing  with 
"drugs  for  India"  and  "spice  standards"  in. your  issue 
last  week.  I  hope  the  Indian  trouble  has  been  exaggerated, 
but  I  know  that  so  far  as  veterinary  drugs  are  concerned 
there  is  much  to  be  ashamed  of  in  the  way  we  dose  our 
dumb  friends.  Veterinary  ginger,  veterinary  gentian, 
worm-eaten  fenugreek,  et  hoc  genus  omne,  have  been  well- 
known  varieties  for  years.  Mr.  Umney's  paper  will  help 
to  get  rid  of  some  of  that  trouble,  and  the  rising  standard 
of  veterinary  education  will  60on  do  the  rest.  The  pro- 
ducts of  our  Veterinary  Colleges  to-day  are  a  very  cul- 
tured class  of  men,  who  are  as  scrupulous  in  their  treat- 
ment of  their  patients  as  the  most  ethical  physician.  The 
force  of  this  educated  opinion  will  ere  long  make  it  im- 
possible to  offer  rotten  drugs  for  veterinary  purposes. 

"Medicine," 

to  the  North  American  Indian,  means,  savs  Mr. 
McClintock  in  his  delightful  book  "  The  Old  North  Trail," 
anything  endowed  with  supernatural  power.  It  has  not 
necessarily  any  reference  to  the  healing  art,  although  the 
"  medicine-man,"  who  is  a  kind  of  magician,  practises  this 
among  other  arts.  Disease  is  attributed  by  the  Indians,  as 
by  most  primitive  peoples,  to  demoniacal  possession,  due 
very  often  to  some  error  or  evil  conduct  on  the  part  of  the 
possessed ;  and  the  treatment  employed  for  it  is  mainly 
magical.  Drums  are  beaten  and  incantations  chanted,  not 
so  much,  apparently,  to  drive  out  the  evil  spirit  as  to 
bring  power  to  the  doctor.  This  he  is  supposed  to  derive 
from  the  sun,  mediately  through  some  animal,  or  direct 
from  the  luminary.  The  Indians  are  sun-worshippers,  and 
believe  that  all  animals  receive  power  from  the  sun,  and 
may  be  induced  to  transmit  it  to  men.  Certain  animals 
are  more  helpful  than  others — the  grizzly  bear,  the 
buffalo,  the  otter,  the  eagle,  for  instance,  and  to  these, 
naturally,  they  chiefly  appeal.  The  Blackfeet.  among 
whom  Mr.  McClintock  has  lived  as  one  of  themselves, 
depend  largely  upon  the  beaver,  from  which  they  claim  to- 
be  descended,  and  "beaver  medicine"  is  their  mainstay 
in  all  kinds  of  trouble.  Mr.  McClintock  gives  detailed 
accounts  of  several  cures  at  which  he  assisted,  and  illus- 
trates them  by  photographs  of  different  stages  of  the 
process.  The  animals  invoked  are  propitiated  not  only  by 
drummings  and  incantations,  but  these  are  accompanied 
by  rhythmic  dances  in  which  the  motions  of  the  animals 
are  imitated.  More  direct  means  of  cure  are,  however,  not 
neglected  ;  roots  and  herbs  are  employed  to  a.  considerable 
extent,  chiefly  in  fumigations  and  external  applications 
made  hot  by 'red-hot  stones:  and  in  an  appendix  a  very 
interesting  list  of  materia  medica  amounting  to  about  forty 
items  is  g:v:n.

Sickness  Insurance. 

"  People  talk  of  pauperism  as  it  it  were  a  matter  of  wages  or 
moral  or  physical  di-ability.  In  its  main  element  it  is  a  matter  of 
sickness  and  ill-health.  Thirty  per  cent,  of  the  outdoor  pauperism, 
on  which  the  country  spends  151  millions  a  year,  is  dne  to  sickness 
alone  ;  60  per  cent,  of  the  cose  of  pauperism  is  due  to  sickness 
alone.  Unless  we  grapple  with  sickness,  ill-health,  and  invalidity 
the  bedrock  cause  of  pauperism  will  remain." — Mr.  John  Burns,  iu 
the  House  of  Commons,  April  27,  1911. 

This  extract  from  a  speech  of  the  President  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  serves  as  a  reminder  of  the  fact,  which 
appears  to  have  been  largely  overlooked  during  the  past 
week,  that  the  National  Insurance  Bill  introduced  by 
the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  on  Thursday,  May  4,  is 
the  second  great  measure  founded  on  the  Report  of  the 
Royal  Commission  on  the  Poor  Laws  and  Relief  of  Distress, 
about  which  we  published  a  series  of  articles  on  its  issue 
in  1909.  The  first  outcome  of  the  Report  was  the  establish- 
ment of  Labour  Exchanges,  and  now  the  Government  have 
brought  forward  a  second  measure  which  is  intended  to 
strike  at  the  other  causes  of  a  large  amount  of  pauperism — ■ 
sickness  and  unemployment.  For  our  present  purpose  it  is 
not  necessary  that  we  should  go  into  details  of  the  Bill ; 
indeed,  at  the  time  of  writing  the  text  is  not  available, 
but  the  general  trend  of  the  measure  was  stated  by  Mr.  ( 
Lloyd  George  in  his  speech,  the  medico-pharmaceutical 
kernel  of  which  is  reported  elsewhere  in  this  issue.  The 
main  proposal  is  that  workers  earning  less  than  1601.  a  year 
shall  henceforth,  by  weekly  payment  deducted  from  their 
wages  and  supplemented  by  payments  from  their  employers 
and  the  State,  receive  when  they  are  sick  medical  attend- 
ance and  sick-pay,  and  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
said  that  the  doctors  will  diagnose  and  prescribe,  and 

I chemists  (wherever  possible)  will  dispense  the  prescrip- 
tions for  medicine.    The  scheme  is  modelled  fairly  closely 
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on  the  German  plan,  described  in  the  C.  &  D.  of  April  29, 
with  certain  important  modifications,  the  chief  of  which 
is  that  the  services  of  the  great  Friendly  Societies  are  to 
be  largely  utilised  in  carrying  it  out,  this  provision  being 
based  on  the  Belgian  method.  The  territorial  associations 
which  in  Germany  play  so  important  a  part  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  work  have  a  counterpart  in  the  County 
Health  Committees,  which  are  to  be  set  up  with  considerable 
powers.  The  Chancellor,  in  his  speech,  made  it  plain  that 
it  is  intended  that  every  one  of  the  14,700,000  members  of 
the  industrial  population  is  to  be  placed  in  a  position  to 
command  the  services  of  a  doctor  in  case  of  illness— to 
command  those  services  with  the  knowledge  that  he  can 
pay  for  them,  and  not  only  that,  but  that  the  doctor  whose 
services  he  commands  shall  know  that  his  services  will  be 
paid  for.  As  to  dispensing,  he  said  (and  the  words  will 
bear  repetition  here)  : 

"  The  first  thin?,  I  think,  that  ought  to  be  done  is  to  separate 
the  drugs  from  the  doctors,  because  the  patient,  as  long  as  he 
gets  something  that  is  coloured  and  thoroughly  nasty,  is  per- 
fectly convinced  that  it  must  be  very  good  medicine.  There- 
fore there  ought  to  be  no  inducement  for  an  underpaid  doctor 
to  take  it  out  in  drugs.  .  .  .  There  should  be  a  separation 
of  the  drugs  and  doctors,  the  doctor's  business  being  confined 
to  prescribing.  It  is  for  the  chemist  to  dispense.  /  have  no 
doubt  that  Friendly  Societies  will  make  as  <i  .-A  a  bargain 
with  the  chemist  as  they  did  with  the  doctors." 

The  italics  are  ours,  the  passage  being  a  pronouncement 
which  it  is  impossible  to  over-estimate  the  importance  of 
to  pharmacy.  Here  we  are  dealing  with  nearly  fifteen 
million  potential  customers,  and  Air.  Lloyd  George  esti- 
mates that  6.100,000  of  them  will  be  getting  relief  for 
longer  or  shorter  periods  yearly.  At  present  the  greater 
proportion  of  these  are  either  attended  by  doctors  who 
supply  their  own  physic,  or  they  treat  themselves— may 
it  be  said  here  (it  certainly  will  be  declared  elsewhere)  that 
some  of  them  are  assisted  towards  health  by  the  prescribing 
chemist.  A  stupendous  change  is  heralded  by  the  Bill, 
which  opens  up  a  vista  of  possibilities  beyond  the  dreams 
of  the  most  ardent  supporters  of  the  dignity  of  the  craft, 
beside  which  the  importance  of  Pharmacy  Bills  pales  into 
insignificance. 

The  first  point  to  be  considered  is  the  attitude  of  the 
medical  profession.  Although  Mr.  Lloyd  George's  pro- 
posals will  give  to  the  doctor  for  medical  attendance  only 
the  same  amount  as  he  now  receives  for  both  attendance 
and  medicines,  it  by  no  means  follows  that  a  certain  section 
of  the  profession  will  be  willing  to  relinquish  in  respect  of 
this  division  of  their  patients  the  dispensing  of  medicines 
which  applies  to  the  whole  of  their  practice.  In  fact,  the 
lobby  correspondent  of  one  of  the  great  provincial  news- 
papers on  Saturday,  May  6,  remarked  : 

"  Mr.  Lloyd  George  has  intimated  that  he  desires  to  treat 
medical  interests  with  every  consideration  in  his  insurance 
scheme,  and  that  the  ban  on  dispensing  by  practitioners  in 
populous  districts  is  very  likely  to  be  removed.  Chemists, 
to  whom  the  Bill  has  offered  a  vision  of  a  golden  period  of 
prosperity,  may  start  a  counter-agitation." 

That  counter  agitation  should  begin  now,  should  there 
be  the  slightest  appearance  of  need  for  it.  It  has  to  be 
recognised  that  a  widespread  adoption  of  the  chemist  dis- 
pensing on  the  doctor's  prescription  would  probably  have 
a  far-reaching  effect  on  both  the  medical  profession  and 
pharmacy,  for  its  application  to  so  large  a  section  of 
medical  practice  would  inevitably  lead  to  a  demand  for 
similar  arrangements  by  all  classes  of  society,  to  whom 
it  would  appeal.  It  would  thus  remove  a  long-standing 
grievance  of  English  chemists,  and  it  would  also  remove 
an  equally  long-standing  grievance  of  the  doctors,  for  it 
means  the  end  of  the  prescribing  chemist.  In  his  speech 
the  Chancellor  said  that  he  had  no  doubt  that  Friendly 


Societies  will  make  as  good  a  bargain  with  the  chemists 
as  they  do  with  the  doctors.  This  is  a  danger-signal.  It 
is  for  chemists  to  see  that  they  do  not  miss  the  oppor- 
tunities which  will  be  opened  to  them,  and  allow  themselves 
to  be  used  individually  to  cut  their  own  incomes  in  order 
to  swell  the  coffers  of  the  Friendly  Societies,  and  enable 
them  to  provide,  at  the  expense  of  the  craft,  the  "extra 
benefits"  outlined  somewhat  vaguely  by  the  Chancellor. 
In  Germany  the  conditions  are,  of  course,  entirely  different. 
The  scale  of  charges  is  prescribed  by  Government  regula 
tions.  and  German  pharmacists  have  successfully  resisted 
the  e'fforts  which  have  been  made  to  obtain  reductions  of 
this  scale  by  confining  insurers  to  obtain  their  supplies 
from  one  pharmacist  to  the  exclusion  of  others.  The  other 
aspects  of  this  question  were  dealt  with  in  our  article  of 
April  29.  The  peculiar  condition  of  affairs  in  pharmacy 
in  this  country,  complicated  as  they  now  are  by  the  com- 
petition of  limited  companies,  which  have  embarked  in 
pharmacy  as  a  commercial  enterprise,  and  of  unregistered 
persons,  who  are  in  it  to  do  all  that  the  registered  man 
does  short  of  handling  poisons,  will  raise  issues  of  con- 
siderable difficulty,  but  the  position  must  be  faced,  and 
some  basis  of  understanding  arrived  at,  or  we  shall  see 
an  era  of  insane  cut-throat  competition,  which  may  result 
in  the  scheme  bringing  more  harm  than  good  to  the  craft 
generally.  In  such  circumstances  what  is  to  be  done? 
When  the  Report  of  the  Royal  Commission  was  issued  we 
called  attention  (C.  1-  D.,  February  27,  1909)  to  the  amazing 
fact  that  apparently  not  the  slightest  effort  had  been  made 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  to  safe- 
guard the  direct  interests  of  pharmacy,  to  protect  the  Poor 
Law  dispensing  service,  or  to  improve  the  position  of  phar- 
macy in  relation  to  the  medical  relief  of  the  sick  poor.  We 
set  out  as  one  of  the  matters  of  high  importance  on  which 
evidence  ought  to  have  been  submitted  to  the  Commission  : 

'•  That  the  present  system,  under  which  district  medica' 
officers  in  most  Unions  are  paid  an  inclusive  salary  and  re- 
quired to  provide  drugs  and  medicines,  being  admittedly 
unfair  to  the  medical  practitioner  and  unsatisfactory  to  the 
sick  poor,  a  satisfactory  solution  of  the  difficulty  "may  bo 
found  by  the  employment  of  local  chemists  to  dispense  medi- 
cines on  the  requisition  of  the  medical  officer— a  system 
capable  of  application  in  most  urban  and  many  rural  dis- 
tricts." 

We  went  on  to  state  that  it  was  still  possible  for  the 
Society  to  retrieve  itself — viz.,  when  the  Commission's  re- 
commendations came  to  be  whipped  into  shape  for  a  Par- 
liamentary measure.  That  time  has  now  arrived,  the  pre- 
sent opportunity  involves  questions  a  hundred  times  more 
important,  and  the  Society  leaders  would  act  well  if  they 
let  the  young  lions  do  the  playing  with  the  child-like 
schemes  of  member-mongering,  and  themselves  focus  all  the 
energies  and  wisdom  of  the  most  experienced  in  the  craft 
to  gripping  this  great  opportunity  and  making  the  most 
of  it  for  those  who  have  paid  the  tribute  of  qualification 
under  the  Pharmacy  Acts.  The  Irish  Society  will  no  doubt 
do  this. 

Much  remains  to  be  said,  more,  perhaps,  should  be  left 
unsaid.  No  one  can  tell  what  the  effects  of  a  revolution 
will  be,  and  this  is  a  revolution.  Some  millions  of  people 
who  have  "been  in  the  habit  of  treating  themselves  or  getting 
vicarious  treatment,  cannot  be  turned  into  a  definite  groove 
of  health-seeking  by  Act  of  Parliament  without  affecting 
the  businesses  which  they  have  hitherto  supported.  A 
goodly  part  of  ready-made  physic  will  be  unsaleable  if  the 
scheme  is  adopted.  Patent  medicines  will  be  hit;  whole- 
sale druggists,  whose  connection  is  chieiiy  with  doctors, 
will  either  drop  that  business  or  get  the  accounts  trans- 
ferred to  chemists;  doctors'  dispensers  may  be  among  the 
first  to  benefit  by  that  part  of  the  scheme  which  ensures 
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against  unemployment.  These  are  a  few  only  of  the  possi- 
bilities that  lurk  in  the  revolution  :  bat  it  does  not  follow 
that  any  of  them  may  actually  happen,  and  we  know  that 
scores  of  good  pharmacists  have  found  from  experience  that 
contract  dispensing  gives  more  trouble  than  it  is  worth ;  so 
that  we  by  no  means  think  that  a  pharmaceutical  paradise 
is  ahead  of  us,  but  we  come  back  to  the  main  proposition — 
that  Parliament  is  proposing  that  some  millions  of  chemists' 
customers  will  henceforth  be  handled  by  doctors  first,  and 
it  is  for  chemists  to  see  that  they  do  not  suffer  loss. 


Since  the  foregoing  was  written  we  have  received  the 
text  of  the  Bill — a.  stupendous  work  of  eighty-seven 
clauses  and  nine  schedules.  Clause  14  deals  with  the 
administration  of  medical  benefit,  a.nd  that  portion  of 
it  which  directly  relates  to  prescribing  and  dispensing  is  as 
follows  : 

(1)  Every  approved  society  and  local  Health  Committee 
shall  for  the  purpose  of  administering  medical  benefit  make 
arrangements  with  duly  qualified  medical  practitioners  for 
insured  persons  to  receive  attendance  and  treatment  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Insurance  Commissioners  from  such  prac- 
titioners. 

(2)  Every  such  society  or  committee  shall  also  make  pro- 
vision for  the  supply  of  proper  and  sufficient  drugs  and  medi- 
cines to  insured  persons,  and  no  arrangement  shall  be  made 
with  a  medical  practitioner  under  which  he  is  bound  or 
agrees  to  provide  drugs  or  medicine  for  any  insured  person  at 
an  inclusive  fee,  without  the  consent  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
missioners, which  consent  they  shall  not  give  unless  the  cir- 
cumstances of  any  locality  situate  in  a  rural  district  are  such 
as  to  make  it  expedient  to  do  so. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  Bill  about  chemists,  who  are 
not  even  mentioned  in  it,  but  sub-clause  2  is  intended  to 
ensure  that  medical  practitioners  shall  not  dispense  their 
own  prescriptions  unless  in  exceptional  circumstances.  This 
will  mean,  so  far  as  the  retailer  is  concerned,  that  the  pre- 
scriptions will  be  dispensed  in  Ireland  by  pharmaceutical 
chemists.  As  regards  Great  Britain,  the  law  is  that  regis- 
tered chemists  only  may  dispense  prescriptions  for 
scheduled  poisons,  whether  on  behalf  of  themselves  or 
traders  recognised  by  Section  3  of  the  Poisons  and  Phar- 
macy Act,  1908.  The  dispensing  under  the  scheme  (not 
done  by  doctors)  will  be  restricted  in  practice  to  such  per- 
sons, for  unqualified  persons  could  not  undertake  a  contract 
for  dispensing,  which  is  sure  to  include  poisons,  and  they 
are  precluded  from  farming  out  the  poison  prescriptions, 
because  the  existence  of  the  contract  would  be  evidence 
that  they  keep  open  shop  for  dispensing,  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  Sections  1  and  15  of  the  1868  Act. 


Carriage  of  Acids  in  Carboys. 

After  a  long  and  strenuous  fight  with  the  railway  com- 
panies the  Chemical  Trade  Section  of  the  London  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  led  by  Messrs.  Thomas  Tyrer,  John  C. 
Umney  (Chairman  of  the  Chemical  Trade  Section),  and 
Edmund  White  (late  of  Alfred  White  &  Sons),  have 
obtained  an  important  concession,  whereby  it  is  now 
officially  recognised  by  the  companies  that  carboys  for  the 
conveyance  of  acids  may  contain  up  to  12  gals.  Hitherto 
the  railway  companies  would  not  give  a  definition  of  a  car- 
boy. In  fact,  they  originally  held  that  a  carboy  was  a 
5-gal.  vessel,  and  certainly  not  more  than  10  gals., 
and  the  consequence  was  that  when  accidents  occurred  the 
companies  fell  back  on  their  classification — i.e.,  "none  ex- 
ceeding 7  gals,  to  be  accepted."  This  led  to  con- 
siderable trouble,  and  annoyance  arose  over  claims.  The 
agitation  on  the  part  of  the  drug-trade  took  definite  shape 
in  September  1907,  when  Mr.  Tyrer  brought  forward  the 
matter  at  a  meeting  of  the  Chemical  Trade  Section  of  the 
London  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  since  then  several  inter- 
views have  taken  place  at  the  Railway  Clearing  House 
between  representatives  of  the  acid-trade  and  the  railway 
companies.    Not  much  progress  was  made  until  the  heavy- 


acid  trade,  led  by  the  United  Alkali  Co.,  Ltd.,  took  up 
the  cudgels,  and  the  consequence  is  now  (after  a  lapse  of 
practically  four  years)  the  railway  companies  have  decided 
to  insert  a  clause  embodying  a  definition  of  the  term  car- 
boy, also  instructions  as  to  loading,  in  the  General  Eailway 
Classification  of  Goods  as  follows  : 

The  term  "  carboy,"  as  used  in  this  classification,  means  a 
globular  bottle  of  not  more  than  12-gals.  capacity,*  made  of 
glass  not  less  than  g-in.  thick  in  any  part,  free  from  strise  and 
bubbles,  carefully  annealed,  and  with  the  initials  of  the  maker 
on  the  neck. 

*  Note. — For  liquids  not  exceeding  1.2  sp.  gr.  carboys  up 
to  H-gal.  capacity  may  be  used. 

Then  follow  specific  instructions  as  to  packing  and  load- 
ing. It  is,  of  course,  understood  that  traders  will  con- 
tinue to  use  up  their  existing  stock  of  carboys;  but  it  is 
expected  that  by  the  end  of  1915  all  carboys  in  circulation 
will  comply  with  the  standard  requirements.  Fresh  regu- 
lations have  also  been  drafted  as  to  packing  of  nitric  acid. 
It  may  be  remembered  that  a  suggestion  was  made  that  the 
companies  should  provide  for  a  packing  consisting  of  half 
sand  and  half  sawdust  as  an  alternative  to  kieselguhr;  but 
after  experimenting  with  varying  mixtures  of  the  two 
articles  the  companies  regret  they  cannot  see  their  way  to 
adopt  th©  proposr  1  alternative  packing.  Finally,  the  com- 
panies appreciate  the  consideration  and  assistance  given 
by  the  trade,  and  hope  that  the  new  arrangements  will 
ensure  the  safer  conveyance  of  the  traffic  to  the  mutual 
benefit  of  all. 


April  Foreign  Trade. 

The  Board  of  Trade  Returns  for  March  are  affected  by  the 
fact  that  Easter  this  year  fell  in  April,  while  last  year  it 
fell  in  March.  Moreover,  there  were  five  Sundays  in  last- 
month,  and  only  four  Sundays  in  April  of  the  preceding 
year.  As  compared  with  April  1910,  the  imports  for  last 
month  show  a  decrease  of  7,705,244?.,  and  the  exports  an 
increase  of  400,241?.  only.  In  spite  of  the  decline  in  im- 
ports last  month,  the  imports  for  the  four  months  of  this 
year  are  4,425,521?.  above  those  of  the  corresponding  period 
of  last  year,  while  the  exports  show  an  increase  of 
13,761,5617.  Compared  with  1909  the  exports  for  the  month 
show  an  increase  of  6,733,998/.,  and  for  the  four  months  an 
increase  of  32,249,6907.  The  total  value  of  the  imports 
last  month  was  51,850,9877.  The  chief  decrease  was  in 
raw  materials,  which  were  6,474.4757.  less,  while  food  and 
drink  was  1,746,3687.  down  ;  on  the  other  hand  manufac- 
tured articles  were  522,9407.  more.  Chemicals,  drugs,  dyes, 
and  colours  grouped  under  this  section  were  30,0687.  less, 
the  month's  imports  being  valued  at  950,1547.  The  imports 
of  raw  cotton  and  of  wool  show  a  decrease  both  in  quantity 
and  value,  and  wool  was  less  by  1,390,8527. 

The  April  exports  were  valued  at  35,692,4567.  Less  food, 
drink  and  tobacco  was  exported  by  145,0457.,  and  in  raw 
materials  there  was  a  decline  of  579,8107. ,  but  manufac- 
tured articles  rose  by  1,089,2237.  Chemicals,  drugs,  dyes, 
and  colours  were  up  by  207,5367.  to  1,859.5427.,  which  indi- 
cates continued  good  business  in  the  chemical  indus- 
tries. The  section  comprising  drugs  and  medicinal  prepara- 
tions declined  by  3,6827.,  the  shipments  being  valued  at 
161,1327.,  of  which  5,1267.  represents  quinine  and  quinine 
salts.  The  fact  that  four  business  days  were  lost  in  April 
may  easily  account  for  the  decline,  but  for  the  four  expired 
months  of  the  year  there  is  a  gam  under  this  heading  of 
67,2297.,  the  exports  being  valued  at  647,9067.,  figures  which 
should  afford  satisfaction  to  wholesale  exporters.  The  re- 
vival in  quinine  is  reflected  in  increased  shipments  by 
46,112  oz.  for  the  month,  of  which  42,076  oz.  was  declared 
as  of  British  make.    Bleaching-powder  shows  a  decline  of 
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18,585  cwt.,  or  3,830Z.,  and  painters'  colours  and  materials 
were  less  by  14,098  cwt.  ;  on  the  other  hand,  increased 
activity  is  noted  in  copper  sulphate  (5,934  tons  more),  dis- 
tilled glycerin  (4,854  cwt.  more),  ammonia  sulphate  (4,256 
tons  more),  and  soda  compounds  (42,180  cwt.  more).  In 
view  of  the  abnormal  condition  of  the  quicksilver  market 
we  give  the  imports  and  exports  :

April  it  will  be  seen  was  characterised  by  large  imports, 
but  on  the  four  months  the  figures  are  practically  the  same 
as  last  year  ;  exports  in  April  were  100,575  lb.  better,  and 
so  far  this  year  the  improvement  is  819,296  lb.,  as  com- 
pared with  1910.  The  above  statistical  evidence  is,  how- 
ever, no  guide  to  market  prices  of  the  metal  at  the  present 
time. 

Fortified  Lime-juice. 

The  British  Revenue  authorities  have  drawn  the  line  a 
little  tighter  in  the  discharge  of  their  responsibility  respect- 
ing the  soundness  of  lime-juice  intended  for  exportation  or 
lor  use  on  board  ship.  The  new  rule  henceforth  is  to  grant  a 
*'pass"  certificate  for  unfortified  lime-juice  to  last  for 
fourteen  days  only,  at  the  end  of  which  time  another  certi-  , 
ficate  must  be  obtained.  As  this  new  regulation  affects 
lime-juice  in  its  natural  condition  before  rum  or  any  other 
spirit  is  added  to  it,  only  lime-juice  manufacturers  or 
importers  are  concerned  in  the  matter.  Apparently 
instances  have  occurred  where  the  juice  ha.s  been  passed  as 
fit,  yet  the  operation  of  fortifying  has  not  been  proceeded 
with  quick  enough  to  remove  all  doubt  in  the  minds  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  as  to  the  eventual  soundness  of  the  article 
operated  on.  With  such  a  rapidly  deteriorating  liquid  as 
lime  or  lemon  juice  the  addition  of  the  preservative  spirit 
is  a  necessity,  hence  the  sooner  it  is  fortified  the  better. 
The  Revenue  authorities  permit  duty-free  spirit  to  be  used 
for  this  purpose,  but  in  order  that  lime-juice  manufacturers 
shall  have  this  advantage  of  not  paying  duty  on  the  spirit 
used  the  Revenue  authorities  insist  on  approval  of  the  juice 
and  its  subsequent  fortification  in  bond  under  supervision 
of  the  Crown.  The  consequence  is  that  all  juice  for  export 
receives  the  imprimatur  of  the  Board  of  Trade  as  being 
a  good  and  sound  article,  and  in  order  to  maintain  that 
reputation  greater  care  is  to  be  exercised  in  the  future. 
We  give  here  a  copy  of  the  new  revised  regulation  which 
has  been  issued  as  a  General  Order  by  the  Board  of 
Customs  (Excise)  to  the  warehousing  officials,  the  additions 
being  printed  in  italics  in  order  that  the  extent  of  the  new 
requirements  may  be  realised  : 

The  juice,  on  approval,  must  be  fortified  as  soon  as  possible 
with  spirits  in  the  proportion  of  15  parts  of  proof  spirits  to 
85  parts  of  juice.  The  spirits  must  be  duly  approved  by  the 
inspector  at  the  Government  Laboratory,  or  by  the  officer 
at  th©  warehouse,  and  certified  on  the  usual  form  as  proper 
and  palatable  for  the  purpose,  and  as  not  under  proof.  // 
the  juice  remains  unfortified  for  more  than  fourteen  dai/s 
after  the  (late  of  its  approval  the  certificate  of  approval  is  to 
oe  cancelled,  and  a  fresh  sample  drawn  from  each  cask  or 
vat  and  sent  to  the  insjjector  at  the  Government  Laboratory 
for  examination  and  approval  before  bcina  fortified.  If  the 
juice  is  declared  unfit  to  be  used  as  ship's  stores  the  officer 
will  call  on  the  proprietor  to  remove  it  from  the  warehouse 
forthwith.  He  will  also  note  its  rejection  in  the  operation 
register. 

In  reference  to  the  proportion  of  spirit  used,  previously 
the  regulation  was  expressed  in  a  permissive  sense,  but  now 
the  emphatic  "must"  is  used.  In  the  last  Government 
Laboratory  report  it  was  stated  that  396  samples  were 


examined,  meet  of  which  were  lime-juice  representing 
nearly  50,000  gallons.  Even  the  fortified  article  is  re- 
tested  if  more  than  three  months  old  in  cask  or  two  years 
old  in  bottle,  and  this  re-testing  resulted  last  year  in  a  con- 
demnation of  several  hundred  gallons  owing  to  deterioration 
during  storage.  This  juice  is  principally  fur  use  in  the 
Mercantile  Marine  to  combat  scurvy.  Juice  intended  for 
home  consumption  does  not  receive  the  privilege  of  forti- 
fication with  duty-free  spirit.  Rum,  imitation  rum,  gin, 
brandy,  whisky,  and  hollands  may  be  used  for  fortifying, 
but  no  sweetened  spirit  or  any  spirit  below  proof  strength 
is  permitted  to  be  employed  for  the  juice  fortified  in  bond. 


Royal  PIiotograpMc  Society 


THE  fifty-sixth  annual  exhibition  of  this  Society  was 
opened  at  Prince's  Skating  Club.  Knightsbridge,  Lon- 
don, W.,  on  May  9,  and  remains  open  until  the  end  of  the 
month.  The  building  being  much  larger  than  the  premises 
occupied  last  year,  the  Society  has  been  able  to  display 
the  phot  ographs  in  a  better  manner.  There  are  five  sections 
of  photographs  :  (1)  pictorial,  (2)  general,  (3)  colour,  (4) 
natural  history,  (5)  scientific  and  reproduction  processes. 
Considerable  interest  was  evinced  in  a  series  of  sixteen 
photographs  taken  by  Queen  Alexandra  and  in  a  loan 
collection  of  sixty-six  photographs  of  the  late  King- 
Edward  VII.  The  last-named  collection  is  of  historic 
importance,  the  photographs  dating  from  1855.  There  is 
one  of  earlier  date  (1853),  but  it  is  a  photograph  of  a  print 
representing  the  late  King  when  Prince  of  Wales  listening 
to  a  lecture  at  the  Royal  Institution  by  Faraday.  The  last 
photograph  bears  a  date  in  the  latter  part  of  1909.  Tho 
pictures  to  which  medals  have  been  awarded  in  the  pictorial 
and  general  photography  sections  are  "  Schwestern,"  by 
H.  Ziesemer,  and  "  The  Bernese  Oberland  from  the  Pique 
d'Arola,"  by  Thurstan  Holland.  There  is  a  very  fine  show 
of  colour-photographs,  including  autochromes  and  other 
direct  screen-colour  transparencies.  The  last-named  are 
well  displayed.  Autochromes  predominate,  but  there  are 
a  few  examples  of  the  Duf  ay  process  and  the  Thames  plate. 
Among  the  natural  history  photographs  are  good  photo- 
graphs of  Acocanthcra  venenata  and  L'unonia  eapensis,  two 
well-known  South  African  trees.  In  the  scientific  photo 
graphy  section  there  are  many  radiographs  by  Dr.  Thurs- 
tan Holland  and  Dr.  Robert  Knox,  several  being  examples 
of  the  employment  of  bismuth  in  diagnosis.  Dr.  G.  H. 
Rodman  has  some  examples  which  show  the  advantage  of 
using  an  intensifying  screen  of  calcium  tungstate  in  con- 
tact with  the  photographic  plate  when  taking  radiographs. 
Professor  R.  W.  Wood  displays  some  infra-red  photo- 
graphs, one  of  these  being  reproduced  in  the  official  cata- 
logue. 

There  is  a  good  show  of  apparatus  and  materials,  the 
exhibitors  being  Ilford,  Ltd.  (with  fine  examples  of  pictures 
taken  on  their  plates  and  paper),  Ross,  Ltd.,  Johnson  & 
Sons,  Ltd.  (developers  and  chemicals),  Adams  &  Co.,  J.  A. 
Sinclair  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  W  ratten  &  Wainwright.  Ltd.,  Platino- 
type  Co.,  Sanger-Shepherd  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  W.  Watson  &  Sons, 
Ltd.,  Newton  &  Co..  J.  H.  Dallmeyer.  Ltd.,  Kodak.  Ltd., 
C.  P.  Goerz  Optical  Works,  Ltd.,  Newman  &  Guardia, 
Ltd.,  and  Paget  Prize  Plate  Co.,  Ltd. 

The  exhibition  opens  at  11  A.M.  each  day,  and  there  are 
lantern-lectures  each  evening  at  8.50  P.M.  Photographic 
chemists  who  can  spare  the  time  will  find  many  things  that 
will  interest  them.

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The  Chemists'  Exhibition. 


THE  venue  of  the  Exhibition  of  chemists'  goods  organised 
by  "  The  British  and  Colonial  Druggist  "  is  changed 
this  year  to  the  Holland  Park  Skating  Rink.  This  is  situ- 
ated at  Shepherd's  Bush,  . and  the  larger  space  at  the  disposal 
of  the  organisers  has  enabled  them  to  plan  the  stands  on  a 
more  ambitious  scale,  so  that  more  spacious  gangways  are 
provided  and  there  is  less  crowding  of  the  exhibits.  An 
effort  has  been  made  to  obtain  working  exhibits,  and 
among  the  competitions  which  have  been  arranged  is  one 
on  window-dressing  and  another  devoted  to  showcards. 
The  number  of  exhibitors  is  up  to  the  average.  The 
following  notes  (written,  it  may  be  observed,  while  the 
Exhibition  is  proceeding)  are  arranged  in  alphabetical 
order.    The  Exhibition  closes  on  Friday  evening,  May  12. 

Armour  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  have  an  exhibit  which  is  bound  to 
interest  pharmacists.  The  central  show-case  contains  pre- 
served specimens  of  the  various  glands  from  which  organo- 
therapeutic  remedies  are  made.  The  glandular  extracts, 
fourteen  varieties,  in  powder  and  tablet  form  are  also 
shown.  Suprarenalin,  the  active  principle  of  the  adrenal 
substance,  is  exhibited  in  a  number  of  forms,  among  them 
being  Eucapren  (fl-eucaine  lactate  and  suprarenalin). 
which  is  successfully  employed  as  a  local  anaesthetic.  A 
popular  6(/.  line,  bound  to  sell  freely  within  the  next  few 
months,  is  junket  powder,  a  small  quantity  of  which  added 
to  a  quart  of  milk  produces  a  firm  junket  in  a  few  minutes. 
The  process  is  shown  in  operation.  One  section  of  the 
exhibit  is  occupied  by  soda-fountain  supplies,  and  vigoral 
and  beef-juice  are  also  well  displayed. 

Theodore  Barton  has  a  show  of  dental  work  and  re- 
quisites for  dentists.  In  view  of  the  interest  which  i6 
taken  this  year  in  the  subject  Mr.  Barton  is  giving,  in  a 
model  surgery,  a  series  of  demonstrations  on  impression 
taking,  gold  and  other  fillings,  adapting  gold  and  peg 
crowns,  and  crown  bar  and  bridge  work. 

The  Bayer  Co.  make  a  feature  of  somatose  preparations, 
which  include  Bendle's  meat-port  wine.  There  are  also 
shown  a  large  number  of  synthetic  remedies,  the  newest 
being  adalin,  a  product  of  the  veronal  type,  but  with 
bromine  in  its  composition.  It  is  bromodiethyl-acetyl 
carbamide,  and,  although  not  a  real  hypnotic,  reduces  ab- 
normal activity  of  the  brain  and  induces  sleep. 

John  Bell,  Hills  &  Lucas,  Ltd.,  devote  their  exhibit 
to  pharmaceutical  preparations  and  novelties,  among  which 
we  noticed  the  now  familiar  Lotil  soap  and  other  Lotil 
toilet-preparations,  such  as  shaving-soap,  bath-crystals, 
skin-salve,  face-powder,  and  shampoo-powder,  all  of  which 
are  lines  that  pay  to  handle,  the  profits  varying,  mostly 
from  45  to  50  per  cent.  Ceregen,  the  new  proteid-phos- 
phate-food,  and  ceregen-cocoa  are  also  shown.  Com- 
pound syrup  of  the  glycerophosphates  made  according  to 
the  formula  of  Dr.  Robin  is  a  new  item.  This  should 
prove  a  good  speciality  whenever  introduced,  as,  being 
flavoured  with  syrup  of  cherries,  it  is  pleasant  to  take. 
Among  the  toilet  novelties  sold  in  bulk  for  the  retailer  to 
"put  up"  we  noticed  Rose  Opaline,  a  combination  of 
zinc  oxide,  benzoin,  and  glycerin,  in  the  form  of  a  semi- 
opaque,  rose-coloured  lotion,  delicately  perfumed  ;  also  a 
winter-green  liquid  dentifrice. 

Arthur  Berliner  has  a  smart  display  of  surgical  dress- 
ings and  chemists'  sundries.  Mr.  Berliner  turns  out  at 
his  factory  some  25.000  lb.  of  cotton-wool  per  week  and 
120  gross  of  bandages  per  day.  so  that  these  products 
figure  largely  in  his  exhibit.  The  sundries  side  .is  very 
comprehensive  as  regards  sanitary  towels,  bathing  caps, 
sponge-bags,  hot-water  bottles,  syringes,  chest-protectors, 
ice-bags,  etc.  Mr.  Berliner  is  in  attendance,  renewing  his 
acquaintance  with  old  clients  and  welcoming  new  customers. 

Bid  WELL,  Bin  well  &  Co.  occupy  a  centre  position  at  the 
end  of  the  hall,  covered  with  a  white  and  green  canopy, 
where  they  show  toilet-brushes  of  every  description,  chiefly 
comprising  tooth,  nail,  shaving,  hair,  cloth  and  hat.  The 
evolution  of  a  tooth-brush  is  demonstrated  by  a  number  of 
neat  girls,  who  show  the  different  processes  (there  are  over 
spventv).  which  a  tooth-brush  and  hair-brush  undergo. 
The  display  showing  the  girls  drawing  the  bristles  into 
the  brushes  is  very  interesting.  A  fine  selection  of  ha;r- 
brushes  is  also  on  show  at  prices  ranging  from  7.?.  up  to 


150s.  per  dozen ;  and  there  are  no  fewer  than  forty-five 
different  kinds  of  natural  woods  on  view  in  the  form  of 
polished  backs  to  choose  from,  while  there  is  also  a  display 
of  bristles  in  the  raw  and  dressed  condition. 

R.  Blackie  gives  spun  ointments  first  place  in  his  com- 
pact display  of  special  products.  These  are  now  available 
in  Id.  tins,  the  "  spun"  character  of  the  ointment  being 
indicated  on  the  label  or  otherwise  as  desired.  Shen  Yena 
poudre  dc  ris  is  also  to  the  front.  This  face-powder  is 
now  packed  in  a  new  stamped  British-made  box  of  excep- 
tional strength.  A  big  display  is  made  of  tooth-powders 
in  various  new  styles  of  English-made  tins.  A  smoker's 
tooth-powder  is  a  new  line,  as  also  a  nursery  toilet-powder 
(zinc  oxide,  starch  and  boric  acid),  in  large  boxes,  wrapped 
in  elegant  blue  and  white  covers  at  5  s.  per  grots.  The 
exhibit  includes  a  general  display  of  packed  pharmaceuti- 
cals. 

.J  ames  Boulton  &  Co.  (1909),  Ltd.,  have  an  exhibit  of  the 
numerous  packed  lines  which  they  supply  to  retail  chemists. 
There  is  a  wide  range  of  saline  preparations  which  appro- 
priately for  the  time  of  year  seem  to  be  the  special  feature 
of  the  stand.  Toilet  goods  also  bulk  largely,  and  include 
Thymoline  dental  cream  and  Dentaline.  The  next  stand 
is  occupied  by  the  Rozone  Co.,  Ltd.,  which  company  hails 
from  the  same  address.  It  is  occupied  with  a  show  of 
Rozone  oxygen  tooth-powder,  a  dentrifrice  put  up  in  a 
special  container,  which  has  a  device  for  obtaining  for  use  a 
definite  quantity  of  powder. 

Brand  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  show  their  specialities  for  invalids. 
These  include  their  well-known  essences  of  beef,  mutton, 
veal  and  chicken,  meat-juice,  concentrated  beef-tea,  meat- 
lozenges,  and  other  appetising  foods  for  invalids. 

The  British  Drug  Houses,  Ltd. — The  general  outline 
of  this  exhibit,  which  covers  a  large  space,  was  shown  in 
the  company's  advertisement  in  last  week's  issue  of  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist.  The  various  cases  have  been 
allotted  to  special  departments  of  the  business,  but  roughly 
the  sections  of  the  exhibit  are  :  (1)  chemicals,  (2)  galenicals 
and  packed  pharmaceuticals,  (3)  flavouring  essences,  (4) 
packed  goods  and  perfumery.  The  chemical  section  ranges 
along  one  side  of  the  stand,  and  there  are  shown  between 
seventy  and  eighty  examples  of  chemicals  actually  made 
in  the  company's  factory,  all  of  them  prepared  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  dispensers.  In  the  centre  case  there 
is  a  Union  Jack,  the  design  being  made  up  of  chemical 
products — the  red  is  mercuric  iodide  crystals  (-sublimed  so 
that  the  correct  colour-shade  is  obtained),  the  white 
barium  chloride,  and  the  blue  copper  sulphate.  This  case 
also  contains  some  fine  scale-preparations,  the  point  about 
these  being  their  thinness  and  consequently  ready  solubility. 
The  upright  cases  of  this  section  contain  large  samples 
of  chemicals,  and  there  are  noticeable  specimens,  of  amino 
nium  nitrate  and  ammonium  sulphocyanide  which  we  do 
not  think  could  be  equalled.  Without  entering  into  de- 
tails of  the  rest  of  the  exhibit  we  may  call  attention  to  the 
show-cases  which  are  supplied  on  certain  conditions  with 
orders  for  packed  tablets,  the  fine  show  of  perfumery,  the 
various  kinds  of  "  sempules,"  and  six  photographs  of  the 
laboratories  which  are  the  originals  of  some  which  were 
published  in  our  Winter  Number.  An  overflow  exhibit 
of  packed  goods  can  be  seen  in  the  neighbouring  model 
shop  of  Philip  Josephs  &  Sons,  Ltd. 

W.  J.  Bush  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  have  an  exhibition  which 
attracts  from  several  standpoints.  In  the  first  place  the 
telephone  facilities  wdiich  are  at  the  disposal  of  visitors 
are  bound  to  be  appreciated,  as  will  also  the  suite  of  re- 
ception rooms  which  form  a  plensant  resting-place  for 
tired  chemists.  The  main  note  of  the  whole  exhibit  is 
perfumerv,  and  many  will  find  the  centre  case  not  least 
in  interest.  Here  are  shown  a  costly  piece  of  ambergris,  its 
value  being  denoted  by  the  corresponding  amount  of 
sovereigns  near  by — it  is  worth  twice  its  weight  in  gold. 
It  weighs  15J;  oz.  and  is  one  of  the  finest  pieces  of 
ambergris  which  we  have  ever  handled.  Then 
there  are  two  caddies  of  Pile  I.  Tonquin  musk,  con- 
taining twenty-four  perfect  pods  and  weighing  55  ounces. 
It  is  seldom  that  such  fine  samples  are  seen.  These  ex- 
ceptional raw  materials  lead  one  unconsciously  to  expect 
the  best  products  in  the  finished  perfume,  and  one's  hones 
are  fully  realised.  Among  the  new  perfumes,  with  which 
we  are  mainly  concerned  in  this  report,  are  "  Golden  Gorse," 
Fleur  do  Reve,  and  carnation  perfume     The  prevailing 
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tint  of  the  labels  and  showcards  for  "  Golden  Gorse  is  a 
rich  nut-brown,  and  in  the  case  of  Fleur  de  Reve  em- 
bossed silver  labels  are  used.  With  the  carnation  perfume 
is  supplied  a  beautiful  showcard  on  an  easel,  affixed  to 
which  is  a  bunch  of  artificial  carnations.  There  are  some 
novelties  in  containers  which  are  of  exceptional  merit. 
"  Crystalgrav  "  bottles  have,  sunk  into  the  surface,  frosted 
representations  of  flowers,  violets,  lilies  of  the  valley,  etc. 
Contiguous  are  specimens  of  perfume  bottles  with  silver 
necks,  and  others  with  cut-glass  caps  over  the  stoppers 
of  the  bottles.  Attention  should  also  be  given  to  the  caskets 
for  Christmas  trade;  there  are  some  150  new  designs,  the 
higher-priced  ones  being  jewelled  and  exquisite  examples 
of  their  kind. 

Camwal,  Ltd.,  are  dispensing  samples  of  their  high-class 
aerated  waters  at  the  reception-room  in  connection  with 
their  stand  preparatory  to  expounding  their  direct  supply 
scheme,  which  is  worked  in  co-operation  with  chemists  in 
those  centres  where  this  form  of  competition  abounds.  At 
the  time  of  our  visit  several  chemists  were  chatting  with 
representatives  over  the  scheme,  which  has  proved  a  work- 
able success.  The  various  advertising  novelties  connected 
with  the  Camwal  propaganda  are  exhibited,  while  special 
stress  is  laid  upon  the  accurate  medication  of  Camwal  medi- 
cinal waters. 

Cardamom  Cess  Committee  (Kandy,  Ceylon)  show 
samples  of  bleached  Ceylon  cardamoms  of  various  sizes, 
also  decorticated  seed. 

The  Cataline  Co.  have  as  the  theme  of  their  exhibit 
Cataline,  a  remedy  for  udder  troubles  in  cows.  There  is 
also  an  equine  cough-cure. 

Thomas  Christy  &  Co.'s  stand  is  packed  with  a  glitter- 
ing array  of  goods  in  serried  tows,  which  produce  a  pro- 
found impression  on  the  passer-by.  An  exceptional  num- 
ber of  novelties  are  on  view  in  addition  to  many  well-known 
lines.  The  "  0  "  series  has  two  additions,  one — Powdo — 
being  a  powder  paper  in  roller  form  encased  in  a  gold  or 
silver  coloured  metal  container.  The  novelty  is  one  which 
will  appeal  greatly  to  ladies  owing  to  its  compactness, 
cheapness,  and  readiness  with  which  it  can  be  refilled. 
"  Gleemo  "  is  the  new  second  line.  This  is  an  egg-shampoo, 
containing  desiccated  egg,  packed  in  bottles  containing 
sufficient  for  five  shampoos.  The  screw-lid  acts  as  a 
measure.  Smelling  salts  form  a  conspicuous  item,  the  new 
"Giant"  size  in  green-glass  stoppered  bottles  with  alumi- 
nium caps  giving  especial  value,  even  better  than  its  pro- 
genitor, the  "  Monster,"  which  happens  to  be  the  smaller 
size.  Water-softeners,  bath-salts,  bath  dusting-powder, 
and  violet  oatmeal,  packed  in  flat  covered  glass  bowls  con- 
venient for  use  in  the  bathroom,  are  other  novel  lines. 
Sachet  bags  (filled)  of  unbleached  linen,  worked  with  floral 
design  and  name,  costing  5s.  dozen,  represent  good  value. 
Circular  alum  stone  (sircal),  alum  roller,  and  menthol 
mounted  on  rollem  are  new  forms  of  old  remedies.  Perfume 
rollers  are  an  extension  of  the  same  idea,  these  vari-coloured 
cylindrical  blocks  with  a  central  bore  being  mounted  on 
aluminium  holder.  Glissene  (a  price-protected  non-greasy 
toilet-cream),  Py-shan  Points  tanninless  tea,  and  a  24-hour 
corn-cure  are  lines  to  which  special  prominence  is  given. 
The  other  favourites,  Zepto,  Perro,  and  Strobin,  are  also 
in  good  evidence.  The  new  Zepto  framed  showcard  is  a 
very  fine  reproduction  of  a  young  lady  using  Zepto. 

Consol  Automatic  Aerators,  Ltd.,  show  the  Consol 
syphon-filler  in  operation.  A  large  soda-fountain  occupies 
the  centre  of  the  exhibit,  and  there  is  also  a  full  range 
of  the  Consol  brand  fruit  syrups  and  essences. 

The  Creme  Peltzer  Co.  show  creme  Peltzer,  which  is 
advertised  by  a  model  of  a  hand  before  and  after  treat- 
ment with  the  toilet-cream.  Magic  tumblers  on  the  prin- 
ciple of  the  quassia  cup  are  a  novelty. 

Cresswell  Bros.'  Branch,  International  -Sponge  Im- 
porters, have  constructed  a  sponge  house  out  of  original 
cases  of  sponges.  The  facias  consist  of  a  sponge  back- 
ground with  name  picked  out  in  brown  sponge,  while  a 
snongy  red  lion  indicates  the  firm's  address.  Messrs. 
Shackleford.  Harold  Cresswell,  Buxton,  and  Sharvill,  who 
are  in  attendance,  are  calling  attention  to  the  advantageous 
offers  which  can  be  obtained  of  Turkey  sponges  of  all 
classes  owing  to  the  reopening  of  some  beds  which  have 
been  closed  for  several  years.  Limocca  sponges,  a  brown 
Turkey  toilet  sponge,  and  unbleached  Biscayne  honeycomb 


sponges  are  cheap  sponges,  for  whose  supply  the  firm  is 
exceptionally  well  placed. 

Crown  Perfumery  Co.  at  their  handsome  florally  deco- 
rated stand  make  special  features  of  their  new  perfumes 
and  soaps,  "  Iroma,'  "Sweet  Pea,"  and  "Carnation." 
The  first,  selling  at  2s.  6d.  per  1^  oz.  bottle,  is  exceptionally 
elegant  in  get-up  of  glazed  white  and  red.  The  latter  two 
constitute  the  Coronation  perfumes  for  the  year. 

H.  E.  Cullm  riCK  shows  every  requisite  in  t~he  way  of 
high-class  mechanical  dentistry,  the  exhibit  including  per- 
fect models  of  dental  plates  in  vulcanite,  platinum,  gold, 
and  aluminium,  the  last  being  very  light,  effective,  and 
inexpensive.  A  fine  collection  of  dental  instruments  is  also 
shown.  Mr.  Cullwick,  who  is  also  a  pharmacist,  is  the 
inventor  and  proprietor  of  "Dentocam." 

Daisy,  Ltd.,  have  a  stand  divided  into  two  portions  by 
the  entrance  to  a  reception  room.  Either  side  is  devoted  to 
Daisy  powder  and  Daisy  foam,  and  it  is  principally  to  the 
advertising  devices  of  these  well-known  proprietaries  to 
which  attention  is  directed.  A  figure  of  John  Bull  which 
taps  the  window  to  call  attention  to  a  revolving  advertise- 
ment is  new. 

Danysz  Virus,  Ltd.,  demonstrate  the  virtues  of  their 
preparation  as  a  rat  and  mice  destroyer,  and  as  an  adver- 
tising attraction  the  company  show  clockwork  cats  and. 
showcards  for  window  displays,  about  which  particulars  can 
be  had  on  application. 

John  Morgan  Davis  &  Sons  make  "  Hernicura  "  trusses 
their  most  conspicuous  article.  Dr.  Nelson's  loofite  gloves 
are  a  novelty,  and  the  firm  exhibit  other  popular  articles. 

The  Dispatch  Carrier  Co.  specialise  in  tricycles  and 
bicycles  for  business  purposes.    They  make  a  nice  display. 

The  Edwards  Harlene  Co.  exhibit  Edwards'  Harlene, 
Cremex  shampoo  powders,  Uzon  brilliantine,  Violetta  skin- 
cream,  Junofloris  and  Excelsior  hair-dyes.  A  new  intro- 
duction is  the  Cremex  shampooing  vase,  which  is  specially 
shaped  and  has  upon  the  sides  depressions  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  a  firm  grip  to  the  hand.  A  scheme  of  competition, 
in  which  prizes  are  offered  to  chemists  who  supply  the 
winners  with  their  supply  of  Harlene,  is  also  being  pro- 
pounded, the  chemists'  prizes  being  a  fifth  of  those  offered 
to  the  public. 

Egglossa  Manufacturing  Co.  show  the  Egglossa  hair- 
preparations,  which  have  a  large  sale  in  the  West  of  Eng- 
land.

■with  a  varied  and  interesting  exhibit  of  chemists'  wants 
in  the  way  of  labels,  cartons,  calendars,  handbills,  show- 
cards,  demy  sanitary  paper,  and  so  on.  The  firm  are  well 
prepared  for  the  fly  season,  examples  including  the  im- 
proved "Turnstile.'  "The  Kach.'  "The  Swift"  (especi- 
ally suitable  for  export),  and  "The  Swallow."  Gauze 
ishowcards  for  hanging  are  a  feature,  many  pretty  designs 
being  on  view,  and  some  very  effective  half-tone  work  is 
shown  in  a  series  of  envelopes  in  new  and  artistic  designs 
for  shampoo-powder,  corn-silk,  tooth-powder,  etc.,  while 
specimens  of  the  three-colour  work  adapted  for  showcards 
are  also  shown. 

J.  C.  Gambles  &  Co.,  distributing  agents,  have  a  very 
pretty  corner  stand  exhibiting  some  half-dozen  specialities. 
Luce's  Eau  de  Cologne  occupies  the  place  of  honour,  and 
it  forms  a  dainty  display,  which  includes  a  miniature  foun- 
tain and  a  pink  background.  The  Kerol  disinfectant 
specialities  of  Quibell  Bros,  occupy  another  section.  Zotos, 
the  sea-sickness  remedy,  and  Perlax,  a  new  sweetmeat 
aperient  marketed  by  the  Zotos  Co.,  form  another  bright 
spot  in  the  exhibit,  while  special  offers  are  being  made  in 
connection  with  Dr.  Mackenzie's  beauty  treatment  soap 
and  Dr.  Mackenzie's  "  1911  "  arsenical  soap.  Tunbridge  & 
Wright's  original  fly-cemeteries  and  Dr.  Mackenzie's  smell- 
ing-bottles are  popular  lines  which  are  well  displayed. 
Other  proprietaries  on  view  at  this  stall  are  Guy's  Tonic, 
Andrew's  Liver  Salt,  and  Fuo  dentifrice. 

G.  H.  Gledhill  &  Sons.  Ltd.,  .show  check-tills,  voucher- 
issuing  machines,  key-registering  machines,  etc.  Some- 
thing entirely  new,  or  what  is  probably  the  last  word  in 
cash-checking,  is  a  machine  that  automatically  adds  the 
<sales  as  they  are  made  into  a  grand  total,  issues  a  dated 
printed  receipt,  prints  the  amount  of  purchase,  retains  a 
private  inaccessible  duplicate  in  the  machine,  and  con- 
secutively numbers  each  receipt  and  duplicate.  The 
machine  is  known  as  the  "  Total-adding.  Voucher-issuing  " 
Register,  and  we  understand  that  the  first  firm  to  whom 
GledhiU's  showed  the  register  were  so  impressed  with  its 
advantages  that  they  gave  an  order  for  230  of  them. 

Horlick's  Malted  Milk  Co.  are  telling  the  advantages 
•of  Malted  Milk  and  the  recent  development  by  which  the 
food  is  supplied  in  compressed  form  as  lunch  tablets.  The 
new  feeder  which  is  shown  has  at  the  end  opposite  to  the 
teat  a  ground-glass  stopper  retained  in  position  by  a 
simple  clip,  the  air-valve  being  ground  into  the  stopper 
after  the  manner  of  drop  bottles.    It  sells  at  Is.  2d. 

Howards  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  have  a  show-case  of  fine  chemi- 
cals, emphasis  being  laid  on  the  fact  that  they  are  British 
throughout.  The  principal  item  displayed  in  the  case  is  a 
bell  of  English  refined  camphor,  in  addition  to  which  blocks 
and  tablets  of  the  usual  sizes  are  shown.  There  is  also  a 
full  range  of  quinine  and  its  salts,  cinchona  alkaloids,  and 
granular  preparations.  Howards'  tablets,  such  as  soda 
mint,  quinine,  hyd.  perchlor.,  hyd.  biniodid.,  are  also 
shown,  the  whole  forming  a  pretty  display. 

The  Hutchinson  Co.  in  their  exhibit  specialise  in 
sponge-bags,  bathing-caps,  air-cushions,  and  water  and  air 
beds.  Among  the  large  display  of  bathing-cap.s  the  Yar- 
mouth helmet  with  stockingette  band  is  noticeable.  A 
tubular  air-bed  consisting  of  a  dozen  tubes  (each  separately 
replaceable)  has  obvious  advantages.  Rubber  sponges  in 
various  colours  are  also  shown,  while  a  big  feature  is  being 
made  of  "  Vanoric  "  adhesive  bandage,  which,  although 
'holding  the  dressing,  is  not  sufficiently  adhesive  to  make 
removal  from  the  skin  a  painful  process.

The  centre  is  occupied  by  a  huge 
pyramid  of  chinaway  syphons,  and  on  other  stands  are

walls  are  covered  with  ornamental  mirrors,  which  are  sup- 
plied to  chemists  as  advertisements  of  the  Idris  products. 
The  advertising  matter  supplied  for  distribution  by 
chemists  has  also  undergone  a  revision,  some  specially 
attractive  circulars  being  now  obtainable. 

Ingram  &  Royle,  Ltd.,  occupy  a  prominent  position 
with  a  very  varied  'display  of  the  numerous  mineral  waters 
for  which  they  are  sole  agents  or  depot.  The  four  cot/iers 
of  their  cream  and  blue  stand  are  given  over  mainly  to 
displays  of  Oontrexcville,  Evian-O.-ichat,  Geisshubier, 
Hunyadi  Janos,  and  Viehy  waters.  Part  of  the  centre  con- 
sists of  an  exhibit  of  R.  Fry  &  Co.'s  lemon  squash,  for 
which  the  firm  are  the  London  agents.  Chemist  visitors  are 
being  impressed  that  orders  need  not  be  restricted  to 
original  packages,  any  assortment  of  mineral  water  being- 
supplied  in  a  case  to  suit  their  convenience. 

Jeyes'  Sanitary  Compounds  Co.,  Ltd.,  have  a  large 
space  stacked  with  the  numerous  products  for  which  the 
company  is  well  known.  Cyllin  was  the  central  feature, 
and  as  satellites  were  the  various  preparations  into  which 
that  antiseptic  enters. 

"John  Bull  "  Foods,  Ltd.,  show  a  series  of  foods  and 
malt  preparations.  "John  Bull"  Food  No.  1,  consisting 
of  malt  and  milk,  is  intended  for  infants  from  birth  up  to' 
about  eight  months  of  age;  while  John  Bull  No.  2,  known 
also  as  Maltassa,  follows  it  in  the  dietary  age  scale  and  can 
be  had  also  in  the  form  of  biscuits.  Another  feature  of 
this  exhibit  is  Maltcon  (a  malt  equivalent  of  meat  extract) 
in  tablet  form.  Maltcon  is  much  favoured  by  vegetarians 
and  others  to  whom  flesh  foods  are  forbidden.  A  new  and 
handy  form  of  plunger  mixer  for  the  foods  is  also  shown. 

Philip  Josephs  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  are  represented  in  many 
parts  of  the  exhibition.  In  addition  to  a  large  central  stand 
fitted  to  represent  a  pharmacy  in  oak,  the  firm  has  a  double 
stand  occupied  by  handsome  mahogany  counters  and  show- 
cases, etc.  The  six  show-cases  used  in  the  window-dress- 
ing competition,  as  well  as  several  of  the  more  prominent 
stands  (notably  those  of  the  British  Drug  Houses,  W.  & 
J.  Bush  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  H.  C.  Quelch  &  Co.,  A.  Berliner), 
are  also  standing  tributes  to  the  excellent  quality  of  the 
work  executed  by  Messrs.  Josephs  &  Sons.  The  model 
shop  in  oak  at  the  central  stand  is  especially  noteworthy 
as  providing  complete  and  exceedingly  handsome  phar- 
macy fittings  at  the  inclusive  price  of  907.  This  comprises 
wall-fittings,  counter  fitted  with  drawers,  counter-cases, 
silent  saleman,  perfume-cas©  and  desk,  and  dispensing- 
screen.  It  has  been  purchased  by  Mr.  F.  J.  Sprotson, 
128  Middleton  Road,  Bowes  Park. 

Kolynos  Incorporated  devote  their  space  to  Kolynos 
dental  cream  and  liquid  Kolynos.  "  How  clean  my  mouth 
feels"  is  an  attractive  catch-phra.se  attributed  to  users  of 
these  dentifrices. 

R.  Lane-Hall  &  Co.  have  on  show  several  novelties 
chiefly  in  the  nature  of  synthetic  perfumery. 

The  Lescol  Perfumery  Co.  show  their  numerous 
perfume  specialities,  the  newest  being  sweet  pea  and 
carnation — the  two  Coronation  Year  perfumes.  There  is 
also  a  simple  vacuum  pump  spray  for  perfume  which  is 
inexpensive  but  looks  worth  more  than  is  charged.  The 
same  remark  applies  to  some  beautiful  caskets  in  Japanese 
antimony,  ornamented  in  relief  in  the  well-known  Japanese 
style.  These  cost  from  3s.  6<7.  to  7s.  6rf.  with  perfume,  and 
when  empty  are  employed  as  cigarette  boxes. 

"  Lombio  "  (Proprietors,  the  V.G.S.  Syndicate,  Ltd.)  is  a 
new  company  formed  to  develop  certain  proprietaries 
under  this  name,  in  the  fovm  of  an  ointment,  suppositories, 
antiseptic  soap,  Lomboids  (powder  ovoids  for  constipa- 
tion), and  roll  toilet-paper.  Their  products  are  well  dis- 
played, and  appear  to  have  a  future  before  them. 

London  and  Colonial  Manufacturing  Co.  show  their 
"  Loncol  "  adaptable  show-stands,  which  are  so  constructed 
and  arranged  that  each  tier,  any  number  of  which  may  be 
employed,  may  slide  into  the  one  beneath.  The  tiers  are 
fixed  at  the  desired  height  by  means  of  grooves  or  fillets. 

Lundy,  Wilson  &  Co.  exhibit  the  Lalkala  papers  and 
cigarettes  which  are  employed  for  the  relief  of  asthma,  hay 
fever,  and  croup.    The  remedy  is  of  Indian  origin. 

Manhu  Foods  Co.,  Ltd..  show  foods  especially  adapted 
for  the  use  of  diabetic  patients.  The  products  shown  in- 
clude jams  and  marmalades  free  from  sugar. 
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William  Martixdale  has  as  usual  a.  fine  display  of 
galenicals  and  several  interesting  novelties.  Cicatricine, 
a  tissue  former,  lecithin  elixir  and  emulsion,  powdered 
agar,  and  milk  and  glycerophosphates  arc  examples  of  the 
last  named.  Of  great  interest  are  the  newly  added  sal- 
varsan  outfit  and  Wassermann's  outfit  which,  with  the  sal- 
varsan  book  brought  out  by  Dr.  W.  H.  Martindate,  repre- 
sent all  that  is  known  of  the  new  method  of  attacking 
syphilis.  The  milk  and  glycerophosphates  is  conveniently 
packed  in  screw-capped  bottles.  Mannitol  nitrate  tablets 
are  not  new.  but  have  recently  been  recommended  by 
medical  experts  as  preferable  to  nitroglycerin  for  the 
treatment  of  angina  pectoris.  The  "  cremor-sicc  "  pre- 
parations are  new  drying  creams  for  skin  application  which 
offer  several  advantages  in  dermatological  medication. 
Cascara  jelly,  aperfine  (paraffin  electuary),  glyl  and  syl 
(flavouring  agents)  are  other  good  things,  and  visitors  may 
here  see  the  handy  V.  A.  D.  outfit  which  was  figured  in 
the  C.  <l-  D.  a  few  months  back.

containing  forty-two  pastilles,  and  Messrs.  Arthur  H.  Cox 
&  Co.,  Ltd.,  offer  to  print  the  chemist's  name  and  ad  dress- 
on  the  labels  for  orders  of  three  dozen  at  6s.  6d.  per  dozen, 
the  boxes  retailing  at  Is.  each.

These  are  placed  between  the  toes  to  relieve  the  abnormal 
pressures  which  cause  bunions,  corns,  etc. 

Ep-a-Tone  is  the  name  of  a  new  toilet  product  which 
is  manufactured  by  the  K.P.R.W.  Co.,  74  Stamford  Street, 
London,  S.E.  It  is  a  combination  of  the  solid  materials 
required  for  the  production  of  a  lotion  for  the  complexion, 
the  composition  of  which  is  based  upon  the  experience  of 
a  professor  of  chemistry  whose  name  has  been  communi- 
cated to  us,  and  who  is  noted  in  two  hemispheres  for  the 
originality  of  his  work  and  the  reliability  of  his  conclu- 
sions. "  Ep-a-Tone  "  is  put  up  in  standard  packets  which 
retail  at  2s.  6d.  each,  and  the  contents  of  the  packet  make 
half-a-pint  of  lotion,  with  the  simple  addition  of  hot 
water.  This  solution  becomes  clear  on  standing,  and  is 
then  applied  to  the  skin,  the  effect  of  it  being  stated  to 
improve  the  complexion  and  obviate  the  use  of  face- 
powder.  Application  has  been  made  to  the  P.A.T.A.  for 
protection  of  the  price  of  the  product,  which  costs  the 
retailer  21s.  per  dozen,  and  it  can  be  obtained  direct  from 
the  makers  or  through  any  wholesale  sundries  house.  The 
company  are  embarking  upon  a  bold  scheme  of  public 
advertising  to  push  the  article. 

Peptonised  Ceregen-Food. — Messrs.  John  Bell,  Hills  & 
Lucas,  Ltd.,  Oxford  Works,  Tower  Bridge  Road,  London, 
S.E.,  some  time  ago  produced  a  preparation  named 
"  Ceregen,"  which  is  a  concentrated  food  containing  about 
85  per  cent,  of  proteid,  and  from  this  they  have  now  per- 
fected a  Peptonised  Ceregen-Food  which  contains  20.8  per 
cent,  of  proteid,  65.8  per  cent,  of  carbohydrate.  4.1  per 
cent,  of  fat,  4  per  cent,  of  mineral  matter  and  extractives, 
and  5.1  per  cent,  of  water.  This  is  an  excellent  food  for 
infants,  children,  and  invalids  when  combined  with  milk 
in  the  proportion  of  about  1J,  oz.  to  1  pint  of  milk,  but 
the  milk  may  in  some  cases  be  diluted  with  water.

comfort  which  induces  somnolence,  and  is  readily  digested.

Further  particulars  iu 
regard  to  it  can  be  obtained  from  the  makers. 

Electrolytic  Products. — We  have  recently  had  an 
opportunity  of  examining  some  of  the  manufactures  of 
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the  Electrolytic  Alkali  Co.,  Ltd.,  Middlewich,  Cheshire, 
which  are  of  special  interest  to  our  readers.  It  is  only 
a  fortnight  ago  that  we  published  a  note  as  to  the  uses  of 
carbon  tetrachloride  (C.  &  D.,  April  29,  index  folio  647), 
which  fairly  stated  the  case  for  this  exceedingly  useful 
solvent.  The  Electrolytic  Alkali  Co.  are  makers  of  carbon 
tetrachloride.  The  sample  we  have  examined  has  the 
peculiar  sweet  smell  associated  with  chloroform  and  is  bril- 
liantly clear.  We  think  that  pharmacists  could  make  much 
more  use  of  carbon  tetrachloride  than  they  do  at  present. 
The  property  which  it  possesses  of  rendering  inflammable 
liquids,  such  as  benzine,  incombustible  is  a  very  valuable 
one,  and  is  a  safe  departure  from  the  employment  of  benzene 
per  $e  as  a  domestic  grease  solvent.  Another  product  of 
the  company  is  "Electro"  chloride  of  lime,  which  it  is 
needless  to  say  yields  the  full  quantity  of  available  chlorine. 
We  are  particularly  struck  with  the  packages  in  which  it 
■can  he  obtained  ready  for  sale.  The  four-ounce  size,  a 
convenient  one  for  most  businesses,  is  perfectly  odourless 
-and  damp-proof,  and  such  a  package  would  go  a  good  way 
to  retaining  for  the  chemist  the  trade  in  chloride  of  lime 
which  is  being  allowed  to  slip  away  to  the  oil-shop.  The 
sodium  bicarbonate  made  by  the  Electrolytic  Alkali  Co.  is 
certified  by  analysis  to  contain  99  per  cent,  of  sodium 
bicarbonate,  the  rest  being  sodium  carbonate  0.63  per  cent, 
and  0.37  per  cent,  of  sodium  sulphate  and  chloride  and 
3noistnre.  Physically  the  product  has  a  soft  grain  and  a 
somewhat  silky  appearance,  which  makes  it  in  every  way 
■suitable  for  employment  in  the  manufacture  of  aerated 
waters  and  baking  powders,  and  for  retailing. 

Essential  Oils.— Messrs.  Schimmel  &  Co.,  of  Miltitz, 
near  Leipzig,  have  published  this  week  the  English  trans- 
lation of  their  semi-annual  report  (April  1911)  on  the 
essential-oil  industry.  It  extends  to  pp.  192,  and  includes  an 
exhaustive  review  of  commercial  conditions  during  the  six 
months  preceding  April  of  this  year,  especially  with 
reference  to  the  eeeential-oil  and  perfumery  industries. 
This  is  followed  by  the  usual  commercial  notes  and 
scientific  information  on  essential  oils,  in  the  course  of 
which  many  topics  of  special  interest  to  English  chemists 
are  discussed.  For  example,  seven  pages  are  devoted  to 
•citronella  oil,  a  large  part  of  this  being  a  consideration  of 
the  proposal  that  the  oil  should  be  sold  upon  the  geraniol- 
test.     In  regard  to  this  they  say  : 

We  have  never  asserted  that  the  geraniol-test  is  not  the 
best  method  of  valuing  citronella  oil.  But  the  conviction 
that  the  value  of  citronella  oil  depends  in  the  first  place  upon 
its  total  geraniol-content  does  not  blind  us  to  the  difficulties 
which  would  probably  accrue  from  the  general  introduction 
of  such  a  standard  into  the  Ceylon  citronella-oil  trade,  for 
ihe_  reason  that,  so  far  as  our  information  goes,  the  chemically 
trained  assistance  required  for  the  purpose  is  wanting  in  the 
island.  If  this  difficulty  could  be  overcome  we  should  cer- 
tainly not  be  the  last  to  rejoice,  for  it  would  be  entirely  in 
accord  with  our  desire  if  this  oil  also  could  be  tested  and 
sold  on  strict  chemical  principles.  .  .  If  our  proposals  had 
long  ago  received  the  attention  which  they  merit,  and  if 
Sohimmel's  '  increased  test  '  had  been  generally  introduced 
into  commerce,  the  present  ■discussion  would  be  wholly  super- 
fluous, for  in  that  case  there  would  no  longer  have  been  any 
complaint  of  bad  quality,  seeing  that  ready  solubility  also 
affords  a  certain  guarantee  for  a  sufficient  geraniol-content. 
'To  the  objection  that  ways  and  means  would  be  found  in 
Ceylon  of  so  preparing  adulterated  oils  that  they  would  pass 
the  'increased  test,'  we  may  answer  that  the  same  may  be 
said  with  exactly  the  same  amount  of  justification  of  the 
-geraniol-test." 

Besides  the  commercial  and  scientific  notes,  the  report 
deals  with  new  essential  oils,  and  the  essential-oil  mono- 
graphs of  the  new  editions  of  the  German  and  Bussian 
Pharmacopoeias,  concluding  with  notes  on  recent  research 
work.  The  report  is  specially  serviceable  to  those  directly 
engaged  in  the  essential-oil  industry,  and  its  size  and 
thoroughness  reflect  the  important  position  which  this 
industry  now  holds  in  the  worlds  activities. 

Gambia  Beeswax. — The  exports  of  beeswax  from  Gambia  in 
1910  amounted  to  25,713  lb.,  valued  at  1,274/.,  against 
48.969  lb.,  valued  at  2,180/.,  in  1909. 

DrjBlNG  the  ten  months  ending  January  1910-11  the  imports 
■of  drugs,  dyes,  chemicals,  and  medicines  into  Canada 
amounted  in  value  to  S9.705.000,  against  $7,933,000  for 
1909-10. 


Clause  2. 

pONSIDERATION  of  this  Clause  was  resumed  by 
\J  Standing  Committee  C  on  Tuesday,  May  9,  Mr. 
J.  W.  Wilson,  M.P.,  in  the  chair.  The  full  text  of  the 
Clause  is  as  follows  : 

(1)  Overtime  may  be  worked  in  any  shop  for  not  more  than 
sixty  hours  in  a  calendar  year,  and  where  a  shop-assistant  is 
employed  overtime  in  pursuance  of  this  section  such  employ- 
ment shall  not  be  reckoned  as  employment  for  the  purposes 
of  the  limitations  on  the  hours  ot  employment  imposed  by 
this  Act. : 

Provided  that  a  shop-assistant,  being  a  male  under  the  age 
of  sixteen  years,  or  a  female  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years, 
shall  not  be  employed  overtime  so  that  the  time  of  employ- 
ment fixed  by  the  notice,  when  added  to  the  overtime  employ- 
ment, would  on  any  one  day  exceed  fourteen  hours. 

(2)  Whenever  any  shop-assistant  is  employed  in  a  shop 
before  the  time  fixed  by  the  notice  for  the  commencement 
or  after  the  time  so  fixed  for  the  ending  of  his  employment, 
or  during  the  interval  so  fixed  between  two  spells  of  employ- 
ment, and  such  employment  would,  apart  from  the  provisions 
of  this  section,  constitute  an  offence  under  this  Act,  overtime 
shall  be  'deemed  to  be  worked  in  that  shop  for  the  period 
during  which  he  is  so  employed,  whether  or  not  any  other 
shop-assistants  are  employed  overtime  during  the  whole  or 
any  part  of  that  period  : 

Provided  that  where  the  local  authority  certifies  with 
respect  to  any  shop  that  the  business  of  the  shop  is  conducted 
in  separate  departments,  and  that  the  shop-assistants  em- 
ployed in  each  several  department  are  employed  exclusively 
about  the  business  of  that  department,  each  such  department 
shall  be  deemed  for  the  purposes  of  this  provision  to  be  a 
separate  shop. 

(3)  For  the  purposes  of  this  section  overtime  shall  be 
reckoned  in  periods  of  half  an  hour,  and  any  period  of  over- 
time of  less  than  half  an  hour  shall  be  reckoned  as  a  com- 
plete half-hour. 

(4)  Where  it  is  intended  to  employ  any  shop-assistants  over- 
time on  any  day  the  occupier  of  the  shop  shall,  before  the 
overtime  employment  commences,  record  in  the  prescribed 
manner  the  prescribed  particulars  with  respect  to  such  over- 
time employment. 

(5)  Where  it  is  the  practice  in  any  shop  to  allow  all  shop- 
assistants  employed  therein  a  holiday  on  full  pay,  the  amount 
of  overtime  which  may  be  worked  in  any  year  in  the  shop 
under  this  section  shall  be  increased  by.  fifteen  hours  if  the 
amount  of  such  holiday  is  not  less  than  one  week  in  the  year, 
and  by  thirty  hours  if  it  is  not  less  than  two  weeks. 

(6)  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  occupier  of  any  shop  to 
avail  himself  of  the  rights  conferred  by  the  last  foregoing 
sub-section  unless  he  has  given  notice  to  the  local  authority 
of  such  practice  as  aforesaid  and  keeps  affixed  in  the  shop  a 
copy  of  such  notice. 

The  new  sub-section  was  brought  up  by  the  Home  Secre- 
tary, and  was  in  the  following  terms  : 

"  During  the  first  six  months  after  a  shop-assistant  has 
entered  the  employment  of  the  occupier  of  a  shop  the  amount 
of  overtime  which  may  be  worked  by  him  shall  be  subject  to 
this  further  limitation,  that  it  shall  not  exceed  two  hours  for 
every  week  he  has  been  .in  that  employment,  or  is  entitled  to 
continue  in  that  employment." 

The  object  of  this  sub-section,  he  explained,  was  to  pre- 
vent employers  from  exchanging  assistants  for  overtime 
work;  and  he  informed  the  Committee  that  on  further 
consideration  he  had  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  period 
proposed  was  too  long.  He  theref  ore  wished  to  amend  the 
proposal  to  two  instead  of  six  months. 

It  was  argued  that  the  sub-section  as  amended  wouffiU 
operate  harshly  on  employers  in  places  where  summer  trade 
was  extensive,  but  ultimately  the  proposal  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Geo.  Roberts  submitted  a  proposal  precluding  em- 
ployers from  employing  an  assistant  more  than  fourteen 
hours  in  any  one  day.  This  Mr.  Churchill  declined  to 
accept  on  the  ground  that  the  Committee  had  already 
accepted  the  principle  of  and  the  necessity  for  overtime.  If 
a  young  person  remained  in  a  shop  more  than  fourteen  hours 
he  must  be  given  the  meal  times  provided  in  the  schedule, 
and  this  the  right  Iron,  gentleman  promised  to  make  clear 
on  report. 

The  amendment  was  withdrawn  on  this  understanding.  , 
Mr.  Churchill  declined  to  accept  an  amendment  moved 
by  Mr.  Hinds  with  the  object  of  having  overtime  recorded 
in  a  book  and  signed  by  the  assistant,  the  right  hon.  gentle- 
man's objection  to  this  being  the  sole  proof  of  the  periods  of 
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overtime  wan  that  it  opened  the  door  to  fraudulent  entries. 
The  amendment  was  withdra-vn  after  discussion,  but  was 
raised  subsequently  in  a  more  direct  form  by  Mr.  Malcolm. 

By  28  votes  to  27  the  Comn  ittee  refused  to  reckon  over- 
time in  quarter.-,  of  an  hour  instead  of  half-hours  as,  pro- 
posed in  the  Bill.  This  proposal  was  moved  by  Mr.  Nor- 
man Craig.  Another  proposal  negatived,  but  without  a 
division,  was  that  of  Mr.  Lawson,  who  wished  to  empower 
the  employer  to  add  to  the  available  stock  of  overtime  the 
time  lost  by  an  unpunctual  assistant. 

Mr.  Malcolm  moved  an  amendment,  the  effect  of  which 
was  that  overtime  should  be  recorded  not  before  but  after 
the  overtime  was  worked.  This  was  rejected  by  33  votes 
to  25. 

On  Thursday  sub-clause  5  was  disapproved  by  27  votes 
to  26.  The  Home  Secretary  then  accepted  Mr.  Malcolm's 
amendment  providing  that  the  allowance  of  two  and  a  half 
hours  should  not  be  given  for  a  holiday  on  Bank  Holiday, 
and  that  the  amount  of  overtime  should  in  no  case  exceed 
ninety  hours  in  a  year. 

A  Deputation. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  M.P.,  was  one  of  the  speakers  at  a 
deputation  from  the  County  Councils  Association,  headed 
by  Lord  Belper,  which  waited  upon  Mr.  Churchill  at  the 
Home  Office  on  Monday,  May  8.  The  Home  Secretary  was 
asked  to  say  that  where  the  Bill  requires  that  the  County 
Councils  shall  undertake  the  work,  the  County  Councils 
might  delegate  the  work  to  the  District  Councils.  Mr. 
Churchill  promised  to  consider  the  point. 

Royal  Society. 

A CONVERSAZIONE  in  the  rooms  of  the  Royal  Society, 
Burlington  House,  Piccadilly,  W.,  was  held  on  May 
10,  and  was  attended  by  a  large  number  of  scientists  and 
their  friends.  There  were  as  usual  many  exhibits  illustrat- 
ing recent  advances  in  a  wide  range  of  scientific  work. 
Some  of  these  are  of  interest  to  our  readers.  Sir  William 
Crookes  showed  a  collection  of  radiometers  and  othescopes, 
the  earliest  ones  being  made  in  1875,  and  with  the  others 
have  been  stored  away  since  1878.  Sir  Henry  Cunynghame 
and  Professor  Cadman  showed  a  contrivance  fitted  to  miners' 
safety-lamps  for  detecting  fire-damp.  It  consists  of  a 
small  piece  of  asbestos  soaked  in  carbonate  of  soda,  which 
can,  at  will,  be  introduced  into  the  flame  of  the  lamp  with- 
out the  necessity  of  lowering  it.  The  presence  of  small 
percentages  of  gas  is  immediately  indicated  by  the  appear- 
ance of  an  orange-coloured  cap  of  the  same  character  as 
appears  when  a  wire,  charged  with  soda,  is  introduced  into 
a  Bunsen  gas-flame.  Mr.  J.  J.  Manley  exhibited  an  analy- 
tical balance  with  the  beam  completely  enclosed  by  an 
auxiliary  inner  case  so  as  to  secure  uniformity  in  the  tem- 
perature of  the  beam.  Sir  William  Ramsay  was  ex- 
plaining a  micro-balance  which  registers  rnrhun  of  a 
milligram,  but  he  stated  that  one  in  use  at' University 
College  is  ten  times  as  sensitive.  It  works  on  the  prin- 
ciple of  altering  the  apparent  weight  of  the  air  in  a  sealed 
quartz  bulb,  suspended  from  one  arm  by  a  silica  fibre,  by 
varying  the  pressure  in  the  balance  case.  Dr.  Vaughaii 
Cornish  had  photographs  which  explained  the  formation 
of  cahots,  or  undulations  produced  by  sledge  traffic  in  damp 
snow  or  damp  roads.  They  are' due  to  the  sledge  pushing 
forward  a  mound  of  detritus  until  it  is  welded  into  a 
coherent  mass  sufficiently  compact  for  the  sledge  to  over- 
ride. Professor  H.  E.  Armstrong  had  an  exhibit  showing 
the  action  of  stimulants  (hormones)  in  promoting  enzymic 
activity,  and  Mr.  A.  D.  Hall  showed  how  partial  sterilising 
of  soil  removes  the  factor  in  ordinary  soils  that  limits 
bacterial  activity.  Antiseptics  such  as  toluene  or  heat 
(55°  C.)  are  employed.  Professor  R.  T.  Hewlett  showed  an 
apparatus  for  disintegrating  bacterial  and  other  organic 
cells.  It  is  on  the  principle  of  the  ball  mill.  Mr.  A.  W. 
Clayden  exhibited  an  actinograph  or  radiation  recorder. 
Sir  James  Dewar  gave  a  demonstration  of  a  radiometer  in 
a  beam  from  an  electric  arc,  stopped  by  charcoal  liquid  air 
vacuum,  and  started  again  by  mercury  vapour  at  a  pressure 
of  about  one  fifty-miliionth  of  an  atmosphere.  Osmotic 
growths  were  shown  by  Dr.  Deane  Butcher.  These  are 
mineral  productions  simulating  the  forms  of  organic  life. 
Mr.  J.  E.  Marsh  showed  experiments  with  an  etherial 
aqueous  solution  of  potassium  mercuric  iodide  by  which 
on  cooling  three  strata  of  solution  were  obtained.

QUIET  conditions  have  prevailed  in  the  drug  markets,, 
but  in  chemicals,  both  on  home  and  export  account,, 
trading  continues  satisfactory.  The  spell  of  fine  weather 
has  improved  the  demand  for  citric,  tartaric  acid,  and 
cream  of  tartar,  which  are  all  in  firmer  sentiment.  Eng- 
lish refined  camphor  is  Id.  per  lb.  lower.  Copper  sulphate 
has  sharply  advanced,  owing  to  export  demand.  Ammonia 
sulphate  is  easier  in  most  centres.  Quicksilver  in  second- 
hands  continues  to  ease,  the  margin  having  increased  to. 
15s.  6d.  per  bottle.  In  drugs,  higher  prices  have  been 
paid  for  ergot  and  round  buchu.

Marseilles  Olive-oil  Market. 

The  market  in  olive  oils  was  very  quiet  during  April,  and 
we  have  a  total  absence  of  business  to  report.  The  last  three 
years  have  been  very  bad  for  the  olive  oil  trade ;  but  such  a 
quiet  period  as  we  passed  through  during  April  is  without 
precedent.  Prices  of  all  grades  declined;  surfine  qualities 
are  much  lower,  whilst  first  choice  vierge  oils,  although  some- 
what lower  in  price,  are  still  firm.  In  spite  of  this  heavy 
decline  business  remained  very  slack,  and  only  since  last 
week  has  the  market  shown  some  signs  of  animation.  Most 
consumers  postponed  their  purchases  owing  to  excessively 
high  prices  at  which  the,  season  opened.  However,  as  is 
usual,  during  the  summer  months  orders  of  some  importance 
pie  expected,  and  consequently  business  is  supposed  to  resume 
a  more  normal  course.  Heavy  demands  p. re  also  expected 
from  the  sardine  packers  in  F ranee,  Spain,  Portugal,  and 
Norway  after  the  opening  of  the  fishing  season  in  May.  A 
resumption  of  business  is  undoubtedly  imminent,  and  present, 
prices  may  be  maintained.  Provence  extra  vierge  qualities 
are  quoted  at  £.200  to  f.205  (6.?.  Id.  to  6.?.  9d.  per  gal.),  and 
surfine  qualities  at  f .  175  to  f .180  (5s.  9c/.  to  6s.  per  gal.)  f.o.b. 
Marseilles,  unpacked. 

Algeria. — No  business  has  been  done,  and  stocks  retained 
by  speculators  have  not.  decreased.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  no 
business  of  importance  has  been  done  since  the  opening  of  the 
season  ;  still  manufacturers  hold  to  their  prices,  while  mer- 
chants try  to  provoke  business  by  frequent  offers  at  low 
prices.  Surfine  qualities  of  last,  crop  are  reported  to  be  very 
inferior  and  unsatisfactory  in  quality;  a  fact  to  which  we 
draw  special  attention.  Surfine  olive  oils  range  from  f .150 
to  f .160  (4s.  lid.  to  5s.  3c/.  per  gal.),  and  Lampant  qualities 
(for  pharmaceutical  and  industrial  purposes)  from  f .  125  to 
£.130  (4s.  to  4s.  Id.  per  gal.)  c.i.f.  Marseilles,  packed.  The 
spring  rains  have  been  very  beneficial  to  the  olive  trees,  and 
a  good  crop  is  expected. 

Tunis  oils  are  in  a  state  of  stagnation.  Monastir  surfine 
qualities  are  quoted  at  £.140  to  £.145  (4s.  Id.  to  4s.  9cZ.  per  gal.), 
unpacked  ;  Lampant  at  f.125  to  f .130  (4s.  Id.  to  4s.  3c/.  per  gal.), 
unpacked.  At  Sfax  some  manufacturers  in  urgent  need  of 
money  have  sold  small  parcels  of  first  pressing  Sfax  oils  at 
£.158  to  f.160  (5s.  2c/.  to  5s.  4cZ.),  unpacked  Sfax.  The  specu- 
lators who  had  bought  the  small  crop  in  December  at  high 
prices  will  lose  heavily ;  nevertheless  "they  hope  to  get  better 
prices  than  those  above-named  during  the  summer  months, 
when,  owing  to  an  increased  consumption,  business  will  be 
more  animated.  Sousse  reoorts  no  business;  first  pressing 
oils  were  offered  at  f.140  to  f.155  (4s.  Id.  to  5s.  2d.),  unpacked, 
and  second-pressing  surfine  qualities  at  f .  135  to  £.140  (4s.  3cZ. 
to  4s.  7c/.  per  gal.),  same  conditions. 

Spain. — First,  pressing  Aragon  oils  are  ouoted  at  f  135  to 
f.195  (6s.  Id.  to  6s.  5c/.),  packed  c.i.f.  Marseilles.  Borjas 
qualities  at  f .175  to  f .180  (5s.  7'/.  to  5s.  lid.  per  gal),  same 
conditions.  Tortosa  first-pressing  at  £.160  to  f .170  (5s.  3(Z.  to 
5s.  bd.  per  gal.),  and  second-pressing  at  f.140  to  f .150  (4s.  7cZ. 
to  5s.  3c/.  per  gal.),  c.i.f.  Marseilles,  packed.  The  market 
shows  the  same  signs  of  stagnation  as  everywhere  else,  with 
a  decided  downward  trend. 

ITALY. — First-pressing  vierge  qualities  are  offered  at  f .180 
to  f.195  (5s.  Hi/,  to  6s.  5'/.  per  gal.),  surfine  qualities  at  £.155 
to  f .160  (5s.  Id.  to  5s.  7id.  oer  gal.)  c.i.f.  Marseilles,  packed. 
Business,  however,  is  nil ;  for  home  consumption  seed  oils  are 
used,  and  very  few  orders  have  been  obtained  for  export. 

Turkey  and  Greece. — Lampant  oils  are  quoted  at  f .105  to 


f .118  (3s.  5d.  to  3s.  lid.  per  gal.)  c.i.f.  Marseilles,  packed,  but 
even  at  this  price  very  little  has  been  sold. 

Olive  oils  may  now  be  said  to  be  at  normal  prices,  and 
exporters  recommend  buying,  drawing  special  attention  to 
the  increased  summer  trade  which  might  easily  keep  prices 
somewhat  tighter  than  they  are  to-day.

Although  the  export  returns  for  the  past  month  have  not 
shown  the  increases  noted  for  the  same  previous  periods,  still 
they_  are,  on  the  whole,  fairly  satisfactory.  Values,  however, 
continue  on  a  rather  low  level.  During  the  past  week  there 
has  been  more  movement  generally,  especially  on  shipping 
account.  This  has  been  very  marked  in  sulphate  of  copper, 
supplies  being  quickly  absorbed  by  shippers  at  an  advance  of 
10s.  to  15s.  per  ton.  Ordinary  prices  delivered  Manchester 
range  from  20/.  to  20/.  10s.  In  heavy  chemicals  there  has  been 
a  quieter  feeling  in  bleaching-powder  and  caustic  soda,  but 
soda  crystals  and  ammonia  alkali  have  been  in  good  demand. 
Soda  crystals  quoted  55s.  per  cwt.,  2-cwt.  bags,  and  58-per-cent. 
ammonia,  alkali  4/.  to  4/.  5s.  per  ton,  bags,  both  on  rails  at 
works.  Calcium  chloride  easier  at  1/.  17s.  6cZ.  to  21.  per  ton. 
Demand  for  borax  steady  at  16/.  to  16/.  10s.  per  ton.  Pearl 
and  pot  ashes  rather  quiet.  Chlorate  of  potash  rather  slow, 
but  sulphur  steady  at  full  rates.  Cream  of  tartar  quiet, 
while  tartaric  acid  rather  favours  sejlers.  Coal-tar  products 
quiet,  generally.  Sulphate  of  ammonia,  13/.  3s.  9d.  to  13?.  5s. 
per  ton  on  rails  Manchester. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

In  the  heavy-chemical  market  there  is  an  increased  activity, 
particularly  on  export  account,  definite  orders  as  well  as  in- 
quiries being  both  larger  and  more  numerous.  Home-trade 
business  keeps  up  well,  especially  as  regards  contract  account.

Sulphate  of  Ammonia,  owing  to  continued  quietness,  rules 
a  shade  easier  in  values.  For  deferred  delivery  there  is  a 
heavier  inquiry,  but  sellers  show  no  great  eagerness  to  book 
forw  ard  at  reduced  figures.  Present  nearest :  Beekton, 
25-per-cent.  ammonia,  guaranteed,  May-June,  13/. ;  London 
terms,  prompt,  12/.  15s.  to  12/.  17s.  6c/. ;  Leith,  13/.  15s. ;

Zinc  Salts  are  in  fair  demand  at  unchanged  figures.  Zinc 
sulphate  crystals,  7Z.  to  11.  5s.  per  ton  ;  zinc  chloride,  700°  Tw,, 
6Z.  to  6/.  5s.  per  ton. 

Magnesium  Salts  steady.  Sulphate.  62s.  6c/.  to  65s.  per  ton; 
chloride,  67s.  6c/.  to  70s.  per  ton  ;  carbonate,  30s.  to  35s.  per 
cwt. 

Barium  Products  are  a  steady  market,  with  a  good  average 
demand.  Blanc  fixe,  pure  precipitated  sulDhate  of  barium 
in  paste  form.  6/.  10s.  to  6?.  15s.  per  ton  in  usual  8-9  cwt. 
casks.  Mineral  sulphate  of  barytes,  35s.  to  90s.  per  ton,  in 
accordance  with  quality,  quantity,  and  nackage.

Continental  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets. 

Benzoin. — Sumatra  is  very  scarce,  and  attempts  to  secure 
parcels  in  producing  countries  only  result  in  small  lots  being 
obtainable  at  high  prices. 

Ipecacuanha. — Cartagena  continues  verv  scarce,  and  the 
price  has  risen  to  its  former  level  of  m.17  per  kilo.  Rio  is 
more  abundant  and  should  be  somewhat  cheaper. 

Lycopodium. — The  demand  has  been  good  recently,  and 
business  has  been  done  in  bags  at  m.4.30  .and  m.4.40  in  cases. 
The  supnlies  in  Russia  are  said  to  be  small,  and  quotations 
of  m.4.60  per  kilo,  for  cases  is  mentioned  ;  but  in  Hamburg 
bags  are  still  quoted  at  m. 4. 35  and  m.4.45  in  cases. 

Tartaric  Acid  is  dull ;  the  high  prices,  which  are  main- 
tained at  m.250  to  m.255  per  100  kilos,  to  meet,  the  quotations 
of  makers,  appear  to  have  somewhat  prejudiced  consumption. 
Lower  prices  are  not  possible,  and  it  remains  to  be  seen  if  the 
increased  summer  demand  will  bring  a  change  in  the  market. 

Tin  Oxide. — It  is  necessarv  to  observe  caution  in  dealing 
at.  the  present  price  of  m.392  per  100  kilos.,  which  is  being 
ouoted  by  the  tin  oxide  selling-office.  The  high  prices_  for 
tin  arc.  however,  to  be  attributed  to  speculation,  and  it  is 
not  to  be  expected  that  they  will  be  maintained.

Drugs  for  India. 

SiR,^-With  reference  to  the  article  on  "  Drugs  for 
India,"  in  the  last  issue  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist, 
we  fear  that  there  may  be  considerable  cause  for  the  serious 
statements  made  by  Messrs.  Smith,  Stanistreet  &  Co.  and 
Messrs.  Bathgate  &  Co.  There  is  undoubtedly  a  demand 
in  India  for  drugs  of  the  very  cheapest  description,  and 
the  prices  we  have  heard  mentioned  in  some  cases  are 
quite  inconsistent  with  the  purity  which  should  be  re- 
quired. Whether  these  prices  are  accepted  by  British 
manufacturers  as  stated  we  have  no  means  of  knowing, 
but  the  statement  that  manufacturers  in  this  country  are 
asked  to  compete  with  these  quotations  we  can  fully  con- 
firm. We  should  welcome  a  Food  and  Drugs  Act  in 
India,  as  suggested,  believing  that  it  would  prevent  much 
of  the  adulteration  which  is  complained  of,  and  at  the 
same  time  afford  responsible  manufacturers  a  fair  oppor- 
tunity of  competing  in  these  markets.  With  regard  to 
your  statement  that  the  price  of  quinine  sulphate  is  at 
present  lower  than  that  of  cinchonine,  we  think  that  this 
is  hardly  correct,  as  we  find  in  a  manufacturer's  list  that 
the  latter  is  quoted  at  half  the  price  of  the  former.

Sir, — We  note  with  interest  that  the  question  of  the 
purity  of  medicines  is  being  seriously  discussed  in  India, 
and  no  doubt  there  is  ample  room  for  a  Food  and  Drugs 
Act. 

With  regard  to  quinine,  there  may  be  less  deliberate 
substitution  of  cinchonine  and  cinchonidine  for  quinine 
than  formerly,  but  they  are  still  obtainable  at  prices  much 
under  that  of  quinine.  In  addition  to  actual  falsification, 
there  is  a  great  divergence  between  the  standards  of 
purity  for  quinine  and  its  salts.  Even  if  it  just  passes  the 
test  of  the  Ph.G.  II.  or  of  the  P.B.,  it  may  still  contain 
a  much  larger  percentage  of  the  less  valued  alkaloids  than 
most  people  have  the  least  idea  of,  which  is  very  serious 
when  quinine  is  a  matter  of  life  and  death.  With 
regard  to  short  weight  being  asked  for  and  given,  it  would 
be  interesting  to  know  the  names  of  the  firms  who  are 
guilty  of  malpractices.  It  is  just  possible,  however,  that 
the  bottles  of  1-oz.  quinine  sulphate  which  turned  out  only 
390  grains  may  have  been  insufficiently  stoppered  and 
kept  in  so  warm  a  place  that  the  salt  was  exsiccated  to 
that  extent,  the  actual  quinine  contents  remaining  the 
same ;  but  we  have  never  heard  of  complaints  on  that 
score,  and  the  appearance  would  show  at  once  that  some- 
thing was  wrong  ;  the  contents  of  the  bottle  would  be  in 
heavy  powder  at  the  bottom  (a  bottle  of  quinine  which 
appears  full  should  be  full  weight).  We  know  of  no  other 
"certain  chemical"  which  is  apt  to  lose  weight  to  that 
extent,  and  short  weight  must  mean  fraud.

Sir, — Your  interesting  article  last  week  on  "Drugs  for 
India"  opens  up  a  large  field  for  comment  and  improve- 
ment in  respect  to  existing  conditions  in  India ;  and  we 
would  like  to  make  a  few  remarks  from  the  writer's  ex- 
perience of  trade  in  that  country. 

In  your  article  you  ask  if  it  is  not  possible  that  matters 
have  been  somewhat  exaggerated  as  to  adulteration,  &c. 
This  is  in  no  way  the  case,  and  the  excellent  letters  you 


publish  and  refer  to  from  Messrs.  Smith,  Stanistreet  &  Co., 
and  Messrs.  -  Bathgate  &  Co.  respectively,  only  touch  the 
fringe  of  the  matter.  India  is  divided  into  two  sections 
as  regards  the  sale  and  purchase  of  drugs  :  (1)  the  Euro- 
pean population  of  300.000  :  (2)  the  native  population  of 
300,000,000.  The  former  purchase  almost  entirely  from 
the  large  and  excellent  European  firms  in  India,  and 
hardly  affect  this  matter  :  while  the  latter  (a  race  of 
habitual  consumers  of  medicines)  buy  mostly  in  the  native 
bazaar,  and  it  is  there  that  the  adulteration  and  corruption 
take  place.  The  bazaar  forms  the  chief  centre  of  native 
trade.  The  writer's  experience  in  the  bazaar  of  all  Indian 
towms  was,  firstly,  that  he  was  invariably  asked  to  help 
the  buyer  to  evade  the  Indian  Customs  by  sending  such 
things  as  cocaine  falsely  labelled  and  concealed  ;  secondly, 
to  supply  drugs  labelled  "B.P."  at  frequently  a  mere 
fraction  of  their  actual  market  value,  by  "adulteration" 
(the  method  often  being  suggested)  ;  and.  thirdly,  to 
bribe  the  buyer  to  give  such  a  worthless  indent.  The  re- 
fusal to  entertain  all  such  unscrupulous  requests  was 
always  met  with  such  a  remark  as.  "  But  other  European 
firms  will  do  it,  and  besides,  it  is  only  business  to  sell 
cheap,"  showing  the  general  disregard  among  natives  of 
any  business  integrity.  We  have  found  many  instances, 
unfortunately,  where  the  home  firms  will  stoop  to  such 
practices.  To  take  one  instance,  we  recently  examined  a 
sample  of  quinine  pills  sent  out  by  an  English  firm,  which 
on  analysis  we  found  to  consist  mainly  of  cinchonine ; 
this,  contrary  to  what  you  state  in  your  article,  costs  less 
than  half  the  price  of  quinine.  Other  instances,  such  as 
adulteration  of  santonin  and  pepsin,  were  frequently 
brought  to  the  writer's  notice  out  there  and  to  ours  at 
home. 

The  letter  published  by  Messrs.  Smith,  Stanistreet  &  Co. 
as  having  been  sent  them  by  a  European  firm  illustrates 
the  tendency  to  stoop  and  pander  to  native  wants  from 
home,  and  a  very  great  spoke  could  be  put  into  this 
wheel  of  woe  by  the  refusal  from  this  side  to  deign  to  such 
practices ;  but  above  all  what  is  necessary  is  the  introduc- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  Indian  Government  of  a  rigid  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  which  would  tend  strongly,  at  any  rate,  to 
alleviate  the  present  conditions  in  that  great  market  of 
British  subjects.

Administration  of  Aspirin. 

Sir, — Attention  has  recently  been  directed  in  both  the 
medical  and  pharmaceutical  press  (C.  <£•  D.,  March  25  and 
April  15)  to  certain  untoward  results  following  the  use  of 
aspirin.  Where  these  results  have  been  serious  they  may 
safely  be  ascribed  to  an  idiosyncrasy  to  salicylic  acid,  in 
whatever  form  it  may  be  presented.  Such  idiosyncrasies 
can  no  more  be  explained  than  they  can  be  anticipated,  and 
in  estimating  the  safety  of  a  drug  they  must  be  ignored. 
In  passing,  it  may  be  remarked  that  idiosyncrasy,  as  is 
well  known,  does  not  apply  to  drugs  only,  but  to  foods, 
etc.  Fish  is  a  poison  to  some  persons,  milk  to  others,  and 
so  on,  accounts  proving  these  statements  appearing  fre- 
quently in  the  medical  press.  Apart,  however,  from  those 
persons  with  an  idiosyncrasy,  there  are  others  in  whom 
aspirin  produces  from  time  to  time  unpleasant,  if  in  no 
way  alarming,  symptoms.  It  is  our  experience  that  in 
many  cases  the  cause  of  this  is  that  the  preparation  has 
been  carelessly  taken.  Each  dose  of  aspirin  should  be 
accompanied  by  a  draught  of  water,  and  when  the  drug 
is  in  compressed  form  it  should-  be  either  crushed  to 
powder  or  disintegrated  in  water  before  taking.  It  should 
never  be  taken  on  an  empty  stomach.  The  drug  should 
bo  taken  after  meals,  while  alkalies  or  alkaline 
mineral  waters  should  not  be  taken  simultaneously. 
Occasionally  it  is  found  that  the  normal  acidity 
of  the  stomach  is  absent  (a  condition  not  infre- 
quently associated  with  phthisis),  and  in  such  cases  it  is 
advised  that  a  little  hydrochloric  acid  or  lemon-juice 
should  be  taken  before  each  dose.    If  these  precautions  are 
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observed,  it  will  be  found  that  very  rarely  indeed  will 
there  be  any  complaint  of  disagreeable  symptoms  following 
the  use  of  aspirin,  which  has  proved  itself  of  so  much 
value  in  many  directions,  and  round  which  an  extensive 
literature  has  grown.

Destruction  of  Rats. 

Sm, — We  have  6een  in  your  issue  of  May  6  a  report  of  a 
meeting  of  the  Central  and  Associated  Chambers  of  Agri- 
culture, in  which  a  report  of  the  Business  Committee  on 
this  subject  was  referred  to.  We  are  particularly  in- 
terested in  Professor  F.  J.  Lloyd's  remarks  that  "  nothing 
in  the  world  required  more  control  than  the  sale  of  virus," 
and  that  "he  had  witnessed  remarkable  results  following 
its  use."  which  he  presumed  were  brought  about  "by  the 
right  kind  of  virus  being  used,"  and,  further,  that  "he 
had  also  heard  of  remarkable  failures."  As  the  sole  whole- 
sale agents  for  the  "Liverpool"  virus,  which  has  now 
established  a  very  considerable  sale  throughout  the 
country,  we  entirely  agree  with  Professor  Lloyd's  re- 
marks. Our  experience  in  the  sale  of  the  "Liverpool" 
virus  has  now  extended  over  some  yeare,  and  the  con- 
clusion we  have  come  to  is  that,  provided  the  following 
conditions  are  observed,  satisfactory  results  can  be  ob- 
tained.   Briefly  the  necessary  conditions  are  : 

(1)  The  virus  must  be  used  before  the  date  of  expiry  marked 
on  each  package.  A  package  once  opened  must  all  be  used 
at  once. 

(2)  Sufficient  of  the  virus  must  be  used.  There  is  a  tendency 
with  many  people  in  trying  the  virus  to  expect  to  clear  out 
a  considerable  number  of  rats  or  mice  by  the  use  of  a  single 
tin  or  tube.  This  is  useless.  If  the  area  is  at  all  large,  or 
the  rats  numerous,  it  is  essential  that  sufficient  bait  be  laid 
so  that  the  majority,  or  at  least  a  considerable  number,  of  the 
rats  may  get  a  feed. 

(3)  The  efficacy  of  the  virus  is  destroyed  if  exposed  for  any 
length  of  time  to  the  air,  particularly  in  very  hot,  cold,  or 
wet  weather.  It  should  be  laid  just  before "  evening,  and, 
when  in  the  open,  as  far  as  possible  in  sheltered  spots. 

(4)  Often  the  virus  is  laid  and  not  eaten,  generally  because 
the  rodents  have  other  food  more  attractive.  It  is  "therefore 
advisable  that  some  attractive  food  be  placed  for  two  or  three 
days  before  the  application  of  virus  on  the  spot  to  be  treated 
so  as  to  attract  the  rats  to  it.  This  is,  of  course,  difficult  in 
the  case  of  open  country,  but  it  can  be  done  in  a  small  house, 
warehouse,  or  barn. 

(5)  Rats  are  migratory  animals,  and.  although  one  colony 
may  eat  the  food  infected  with  the  virus,  it  often  happens 
that  they  may  leave  the  place  before  being  overtaken  with 
the  disease,  and  fresh  rats  come  in  to  take  their  place.  It  is 
therefore  advisable  to  lay  the  virus  for  two  or  three  weeks  in 
succession  so  that  successive  colonies  may  be  dealt  with,  and 
after  a  time  they  are  generally  found  to  leave  the  place 
altogether. 

Where  the  above  conditions  are  observed,  there  is  not 
the  slightest  doubt  that  an  immunity  for  several  months 
can  be  obtained  by  using  "Liverpool"  virus.  Of  course 
the  rats  will  come  back  eventually.  Total  immunity  can 
never  be  obtained.  .Systematic  application  over  a  good 
area  leads  to  the  most  satisfactory  results.  This  was"  de- 
monstrated in  the  investigation  *  bv  Mr.  J.  M.  Young, 
F.R.C.V.S.,  on  behalf  of  the  Aberdeen  and  North  of 
Scotland  College  of  Agriculture. 

As  the  distributing  of  "  Liverpool  "  virus  to  the  public 
is  done  mainly  through  the  hands  of  chemists  and  drug- 
gists, the  above  particulars  may  be  of  interest,  and  will 
enable  them  to  answer  questions  which  may  be  put  to 
them  by  customers  after  reading  Professor  Lloyd's  re- 
marks.

The  Shops  Bill  Amendment. 

Sir, — I  wish  to  draw  the  attention  of  your  readers  to 
the  Shops  Bill  now  in  Committee.  Clause  21,  devoted 
exclusively  to  the  sale  of  medicines,  entirely  negatives 
Clause  1,  which  restricts  to  a  maximum  of  sixty  hours 
weekly  the  work  of  ordinary  shop-assistants.  It  behoves 
all  engaged  in  pharmacy  to  press  home  the  necessity  of 
their  inclusion  in  the  Act  on  their  members  of  Parliament. 
I  suggest  that  the  best  method  to  pursue  is  for  each  of 
us  to  get  into  communication  with  our  member  of  Parlia- 


ment and  obtain  his  pledged  support  to  Mr.  G.  Roberts' 
amendment,  which  proposes  to  limit  to  sixty  hours  per 
week,  exclusive  of  meal-hours,  the  hours  of  employment  of 
assistant  pharmacists.  The  N.U.A.P.  are  exerting  the 
utmost  possible  pressure  to  obtain  support  for  the  amend- 
ment, and  each  individual  will  be  rendering  a  distinct 
service  by  backing  up  their  efforts  in  the  manner  which  he 
deems  the  most  suitable.

Finally  pour 
off  the  juice,  melt  the  fat  on  a  water-bath,  and  pot.  When 
cold  cover  with  a  layer  of  rose-water.

Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago. 

Reprinted  from  "The  Chemist  and  Druggist,"  May  15.  1861 

Explanatory. 

At  last  we  may  congratulate  our  readers  on  the  repeal  of 
the  paper  duty.  Last  year  the  obstructives  successfully  re- 
sisted its  removal.  They  derived  powerful  assistance  from 
the  paper-makers,  who,  as  a  class,  were  naturally  disposed 
to  keep  their  trade  in  a  few  hands.  To  confine  the  manu- 
facture of  paper  to  an  oligarchy  was  one  of  the  principal 
effects  of  the  Excise  duty — an  effect  which  was  felt  to  be  a 
public  grievance.  Soon,  however,  matters  assumed  a  different 
aspect.  Although  the  Excise  remained,  much  to  the  astonish- 
ment of  the  mill-owners,  the  Customs'  differential  duty  was 
repealed.  Hence  a  greatly  increased  competition  between 
the  home  and  foreign  manufacturers.  Hence,  also,  the  fact 
which  appears  to  have  created  some  surprise — viz.,  that  the 
existing  paper-makers,  hitherto  the  strenuous  opposers,  have 
been  metamorphosed  into  supporters  of  the  repeal.  The 
truth  is  that  the  paper  trade  was  going  right  away  out  of 
Great  Britain.  We  believe  ourselves  to  be  within  the  mark 
when  we  state  that  the  late  alterations  have  resulted  in  the 
reduction  of  full  25  per  cent,  in  the  British  branch  of  that 
business.  It  was  mentioned  in  Parliament,  during  the  late 
debate,  that  one  Irish  firm  which  had  sent  paper  to  the 
amount  of  18,000?.  a  year  to  London,  did  not  now  send  a 
single  ream.  This  evil,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  will  now  be 
remedied.  England  is,  without  doubt,  the  cheapest  market 
in  the  world  for  the  manufacture  of  paper,  and — the  trade 
once  free  from  the  shackles  of  the  Excise — will  soon  distance 
all  competitors.

Seventeen  fatalities  have  been  reported  as  due  to  poisoning 
since  our  last  issue.    Of  these  five  were  by  misadventure. 

Ammonia. — The  accidental  death  of  John  William  Summers 
(48)  at.  St.  Bartholomew's  Hospital,  London,  E.G.,  was  due 
to  inflammation  of  the  throat  set  up  by  an  accident  while 
repairing  some  refrigerating  machines,  when  he  was  injured 
on  the  neck  and  chest  by  an  escape  of  liquid  ammonia  from  a 
grease-tap. 

Diachylon. — At  the  inquest  held  at  Woodlands,  near  Don- 
caster,  on  the  young  wite  (28)  of  a  miner,  the  Coroner  said 
that  the  evidence  would  disclose  that  deceased  had  used  dia- 
chylon as  an  abortefacient.  Mr.  Charles  Senior  Fletcher, 
chemist,  Woodlands,  deposed  he  recognised  the  sample  pro- 
duced as  diachylon.  It  was  a  preparation  of  lead  oxide  and 
olive  oil,  and  w^as  used  "generally  for  making  breast-plasters. 
There  are  no  other  medicinal  uses  for  it,  but  there  is  an, 
extensive  sale  of  diachylon.  Coroner :  You  know  many 
chemists  won't  sell  it,  don't  you  ? — No ;  I  don't  know  any 
chemists  at  all  who  won't  sell  it.  Coroner :  You  know, 
although  it  is  not  a  scheduled  poison,  it  is  a  powerful  abor- 
tive ?  Witness :  I  don't  know  anything  about  its  medicinal 
properties  whatever.  The  doctor  can  tell  you  better  about 
that ;  a  chemist  is  not  supposed  to  know  anything  about  that. 
I  did  not  know  the  deceased  woman,  and  I  am  not  aware  that 
I  sold  her  the  preparation  either.  Dr.  James  D.  McKay  said 
that  this  was  the  third  case  of  severe  lead-poisoning  he  had 
known  in  the  village,  but  this  was  the  first  death.  The 
Coroner  :  There  is  no  doubt  some  restriction  ought  to  be 
placed  upon  the  indiscriminate  sale  of  this  preparation  to 
women  ? — That  is  certainly  so.  The  Coroner,  in  the  course 
of  his  address  to  the  jury,  said  that  the  difficulty  was  in 
obtaining  evidence  as  to  sale  of  abortefacients  was  to  prove 
these '  things  were  sold  by  the  vendors  with  the  knowledge 
they  were  intended  to  be  used  for  these  purposes.  That 
person  would  then  be  an  accessory  to  the  crime  and  liable  to 
severe  punishment.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of 
"  Death  from  misadventure,"  believing  the  woman  did  not 
know  diachylon  was  a  deadly  poison.  They  were  of  opinion 
some  restriction  ought  to  be  placed  upon  its  sale. 

Hydrochloric  Acid  was  taken  by  Henry  Clement  (66), 
fitter,  of  Swansea,  in  mistake  for  some  home-made  medicine 
for  reducing  ( stoutness.  The  Coroner,  at  the  inquest,  com- 
mented upon1  the  danger  of  keeping  poisonous  acids  in  un- 
label! ed  bottles. 

Laudanum. — At  Chester-le-Street,  David  Mason  (29),  fried- 
fish  dealer,  committed  suicide  by  taking  laudanum.  At  the 
inquest  Inspector  Barlow  said  that  he  had  been  unable  to 
discover  where  the  drug  was  purchased,  but  he  had  found 
two  chemists  who  had  refused  to  sell  deceased  sixpennyworth. 

Morphine. — The  accidental  death  at  Streatham  of  Helene 
Dendenelt  (30),  a  German  domestic  servant,  was  due  to  an 
overdose  of  morphine. 

N  arcotic-poisoning . — At  Dublin  during  an  investigation 
into  the  deaths  of  Mrs.  Susan  Hughes  (38)  and  Mary  Critchley 
(23),  who  were  found  dead  in  bed  at  the  house  of  their  em- 
ployer, Dr.  MoWeeney,  Professor  of  Pathology  in  the 
National  University,  said  that  all  the  circumstances  seemed 
to  be  consistent  with  narcotic-poisoning  by  a  drug  like  opium 
or  morphia.  The  inquiry  was  adjourned  for  a  chemical 
examination  to  be  made. 

Nicotine  preparations  were  taken  with  suicidal  intent  by 
Thomas  Wearing  (50),  club  steward.  Bury,  and  a  man  named 
Stoner  at  Swanley  Junction.  The  latter  had  been  employed 
as  a  clerk  by  Messrs.  Cannell  &  Sons,  nurserymen.  At  the 
inquest  an  employe  said  that  the  firm  had  not  stocked  the 
plant-fumigator  which  caused  death  for  two  years  because 
it  was  so  poisonous. 

Oxalic  Acid  was  the  suicidal  agent  used  by  Ethel  L.  M. 
O'Halloran  (18),  domestic  servant,  Paddington. 

Potassium  Cyanide— -A  Freshwater  gardener  named  Alfred 
George  Richards  (60)  killed  himself  by  taking  this  chemical. 
At  the  inquest,  Mr.  W.  E.  H.  Richardson,  chemist,  Fresh- 
water Bay,  said  that  for  the  past  five  or  six  years  he  had 
been  supplying  the  deceased  with  the  cyanide  of' potassium  in 
block  form,  at  the  order  of  his  employer  (Mr.  Tankard). 
Deceased  used  -it  for  killing  wasps.  It  was  quite  a  common 
practice  among  gardeners.  The  Pharmacy  Acts  had  been 
complied  with  in  every  respect.  The  last  supply  was  ob- 
tained in  September. 

Prussic  Acid  caused  the  self-inflicted  death,  at  Lowestoft, 
of  Wm.  George  Murrin  (55),  electrical  engineer.— An  inquest 
held  at  Grimsbv  on  Henrv  Laken  Lawrence,  mining  engineer 
whowas  found  dead  in  his  berth  on  the  Wilson  liner  Tasso', 
the  jury  found  that  Lawrence  died  of  prussic-acid  poisoning, 
but  there  was  no  evidence  to  show  whether  the  poison  was 
taken  acidentallv  or  not. 

Turpentine.— Emma.  Gale,  of  Bethnal  Green,  took  some  lini- 
ment containing  turpentine  and  ammonia  to  end  her  life. 
Death  was  stated  to  be  due  to  turpentine-poisoning. 
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Weed-killer. — James  Arthur  Berry,  solicitor,  Southend, 
killed  himself  by  taking  weed-killer  and  shooting  himself  in 
the  chest.  A  verdict  of  "  Suicide  during  temporary  insanity  " 
was  returned. 

Kind  not  Stated. — At  Newcastle,  George  William  Hope  (48) 
died  through  drinking  some  "  Cleanso  "  fluid,  which  he  had 
been  given  at  a  local  hotel  in  mistake  for  sherry.  The  sherry- 
decanter  had  been  filled  in  error  from  a  jar  containing  the 
fluid,  which  was  used  for  floor-cleaning. — A  verdict  of  wilful 
murder  was  returned  by  a  Shoreditch  Coroner's  jury  against 
Margaret  Murphy,  flower-seller.  Ely  Place.  Hoxton,  who,  it 
is  alleged,  on  April  20  administered  poison  to  Gertrude 
Murphy,  her  seven-months-old  child,  and  afterwards  took 
some  of  the  poison  herself.  The  child  died  in  the  infirmary 
two  days  later.

New  Organic  Compounds  of 
Nitrogen. 


THIS  was  the  title  of  a  lecture  delivered  at  the  Royal 
Institution  on  May  5  by  Dr.  Martin  0.  Forster.  Sir 
William  Crookes  was  in  the  chair,  and  among  those 
pr&sent  were  Sir  W.  A.  Tiiden,  Sir  James  Dewar,  Professor 
R.  Meldola,  Dr.  Silvanus  P.  Thompson,  Dr.  E.  Divers, 
Professor  H.  A.  Armstrong,  Dr.  A.  W.  Crossley,  Dr.  R. 
Messel,  Dr.  Bernard  Dyer,  and  Mr.  Julian  L.  Baker.  The 
lecturer,  who  has  a  pleasant  but  rapid  delivery,  began  ly 
stating  that  chemists  do  not  always  agree  with  each  other 
on  many  topics,  but  all  must  acknowledge  that  nitrogen 
is  the  most  versatile  of  the  elements.  In  its  elemental 
form  nitrogen  exhibits  great  aloofness  to  its  surroundings, 
tut  when  it  combines  its  compounds  produce  startling 
variations  in  their  properties.  He  instanced  ammonia,  of 
such  importance  to  agriculture,  nitric  acid  of  exceedingly 
corrosive  action,  and  hydrazine,  a  most  insinuating 
reducing  agent.  Then  there  are  the  alkaloids,  in  which 
nitrogen  is  the  central  figure  and  morphine  was  instanced  as 
showing  the  various  effects  of  dosage,  small  quantities 
producing  exhilaration,  and  larger  doses  slumber,  narcosis, 
and  death.  Glycerin,  as  gentle  and  bland  a  substance  as 
one  could  wish,  becomes  the  violent  explosive  nitro-gly- 
cerine  when  nitrated  ;  and  compounds  of  nitrogen  referred 
to  were  cordite,  celluloid,  artificial  musk  and  aniline  dyes, 
while  the  enzymes  of  digestion  and  haemoglobin  depend 
upon  nitrogen  for  their  activity.  Urea  it  was  that  first 
bridged    the    chasm    between    organic    and  inorganic 


chemistry.  Perkins'  search  for  artificial  quinine  resulted 
in  the  discovery  of  mauve,  the  first  aniline  dye,  and  made 
possible  the  synthesis  of  indigo,  "  the  most  impressive 
chemical  achievement  of  our  time."  Then  after  alluding 
to  the  fixing  of  atmospheric  nitrogen,  Emil  Fischer's 
achievements  in  imitating  some  of  the  simpler  forms  of 
protein  were  mentioned.  The  subject  of  the  lecture  was 
then  reached,  these  being  the  triazo  derivatives  which  tin- 
lecturer  ha.s  specially  studied  for  some  years.  The  genesis 
of  the  group  was  traced  from  ammonia  (NHs),  to  hydra- 
zine NH,  .  NH;)  and  triazane  (NH,  .  NH  .  NH,),  which 

is   not   known   but   forms   hydrazoic   acid   (HN^^\  A 

demonstration  was  given  of  Raschig's  process  for  making 
hydrazine.  Solutions  of  sodium  hypochlorite  and  ammonia 
were  mixed  and  to  the  liquid  was  added  two  drops  of 
benzaldehyde.  The  same  method  produces  nitrogen  if  the 
viscosity  of  the  solution  is  diminished  by  the  addition  of  arc- 
one.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  viscosity  is  increased  by  glue, 
an  increasing  yield  of  hydrazine  is  obtained.  The  properties 
of  hydrazine  were  then  dealt  with,  its  reducing  action  being, 
specially  referred  to.  An  experiment  which  was  interesting 
to  pharmacists  was  performed  at  this  stage  by  adding  a  few 
drops  of  gold  chloride  to  a  weak  solution  of  hydrazine.  In 
one  case  distilled  water  was  the  diluent,  and  in  the  other 
tap-water  was  employed.  The  first  gave  purple  of  cassius 
of  a  beautiful  purple  colour,  due  to  colloidal  gold,  the 
lecturer  explained,  whilst  in  the  case  of  tap-water  a  blue- 
coloured  liquid  was  obtained,  due  to  the  difference  in  the 
colloidal  condition  of  the  gold.  The  ultra-microscope 
shows  that  the  gold  ie  in  suspension.  Hydrazoic  acid  fnnri? 
salts  with  bases,  and  salts  of  ferric  iron  form  a  delicate 
test  for  the  salts.  This  was  shown,  practically  a  red  colour 
being  produced  even  when  ferric  chloride  paper  is  held  in 
the  gas  evolved  from  a-  mixture  of  hydrazine  and  sodium 
nitrite.  Hydrazoic  acid  is  explosive,  but  its  formation  is 
known  in  the  laboratory  by  the  intense  headache  it  pro- 
duces, this  effect  warning  the  chemist  in  a  very  effectual 
manner.  The  poisonous  effects  of  hydrazoic  acid  were 
shown  by  its  action  on  blood.  A  clearly  defined  blood 
spectrum  was  thrown  on  the  screen,  and  to  the  blood  in  the 
cell  was  added  a  trace  of  hydrazoic  acid,  which  imme- 
diately destroyed  the  characteristic  bands.  The  resem- 
blance between  salts  of  hydrazoic  acid  and  the  halogens 
was  shown  in  the  action  of  silver  nitrate  upon  the  solutions. 
Silver  azoide  is  extremely  explosive,  said  the  lecturer,  and 
he  proceeded  with  elaborate  precautions  to  heat  one  centi- 
gram upon  a  piece  of  paper.  The  noise  which  resulted 
was  of  a  startling  description.  Salts  of  the  alkali  metals 
can,  however,  be  handled  without  risk — the  latest  recruit 
is  radium  azoide.  Further  resemblances  between  the  triazo 
group  and  the  halogen  group  were  pointed  out  in  the 
refractive  indexes  and  dispersions.  The  preparation  ofj 
sodium  chloro-azoimide  was  next  shown  ;  it  was  formed  by 
mixing  sodium  azoide  and  sodium  hypochloride  in  a  boric 
acid  crater  and  acidifying.  On  applying  a  taper  a  loud 
explosion  resulted.  The  explosive  properties  _of  the  bis-; 
triazo  compounds  are,  however,  much  more  active,  butthej 
vapours  give  an  intense  headache  and  cause  the  heart  to 
palpitate  violently,  and  so  warn  the  chemist  of  then 
presence.  The  lecturer  then  prepared  to  demonstrate  the 
violence  of  the  explosion.  The  doors  were  opened  wide 
and  a  table  placed  outside,  with  a  screen  of  wired  glass  on 
the  side  near  the  audience.  Sodium  azoide  was  added  tc 
triazo-acetic  chloride,  and  the  heat  generated  should  hay« 
been  sufficient  to  cause  an  explosion.  Thr  experiment  did | 
not  answer — to  the  visible  relief  of  many  of  the  ladies— 
and  the  lecturer  prevented  further  tendency  to  explosion  by 
quenching  the  compound  with  water.  The  Lst  few  minute,' 
were  occupied  with  an  explanation  of  what  is  known  a; 
to  the  configuration  of  nitrogen  in  space,  a  matter  not 
nearly  so  well  known  as  is  that  of  carbon. 

In  the  library  Messrs.  Hopkins  and  Williams  had  a  show 
of  fine  chemicals,  one  section  being  devoted  to  the  ra« 
earths  and  their  salts  as  employed  in  the  manufacture  of 
gas  mantles.  There  was  also  shown  Dreverhoff's  filter 
papers  and  chemical  apparatus  by  '.Messrs.  Gallenkamp 
while  Messrs.  Siemens  Bros,  and  Co.,  Ltd.,  had  m  then 
.exhibit  some  pieces  of  apparatus  employed  in  hign-fre 
quency  therapeutic  work. 
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
